Section 2. No person shall consume any alcoholic beverages on any 
public way or on any way to which the public has a right of access. 
Section 3. No person shall bring any alcoholic beverages onto any 
public property or onto any private property or possess or consume 
any alcoholic beverages in or upon any public property or private 
property without the permission of the owner or person lawfully in 
charge or control of such public or private property. 
Section 4. All alcoholic beverages possessed or consumed in viola- 
tion of this By-Law shall be seized and held until final adjudication 
of the charge against the person or persons arrested or summoned 
before the court. After final adjudication all alcoholic beverages 
seized shall be returned to the person or persons entitled to the 
lawful possession of them. 
Section 5. Violations of this By-Law are punishable by a fine of 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for each offense. 
Section 6. This By-Law shall be enforced on behalf of the Town 
by its Police Department which shall have the right to arrest any 
and all persons in violation of said By-Law. 
Section 7. If any nart, section, or provision of this By-Law is 
found to be invalid, the remainder of this By-Law shall not be 
affected thereby. Or take any action in relation thereto.

167 of Chapter 140 at such times as they shall deem necessary to 
safeguard the public. 

Whoever violates any provisions of this By-Law shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than ten dollars for each breach 
thereof.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


1975 has come and gone and as we reflect on the action of the past 
year, we do so with great hope for the future. 


Several important projects have been started in 1975. The Sewage 
Survey was completed and sent to this Board, applications for Federal 
Assistance applied for and Tyngsborough has been placed on the 1977 
priority list for this funding. The major hold up in the process is that 
since we intend to tie into the systems at Dracut and ultimately at 
Lowell, it is important that these two communities resolve their problems. 


The deck replacement of the Bridge has held our attention for some 
time and we have been actively involved in making this very necessary 
_project create as little inconvenience as possible to residents and business- 
men alike. It is impossible to correct this situation without some diffi- 
culties, however, we are sure that our Yankee Heritage will prove true 
and we will weather the storm of temporary inconvenience. 


The much discussed Kendall Road improvement project should soon 
become a reality. This Board has made every effort to get all the con- 
cessions requested by local residents to be included on the specifications 
for this project. Since the present condition of this road is of great 
concern to us for safety reasons we feel sure that the character of the 
neighborhood will not be damaged and the general safety will be im- 
proved by the present plan. 


Working closely with Nashoba Associated Boards of Health, through 
the sanitarian assigned to Tyngsborough, Michael Sullivan, this Board 
acting as the local Board of Health has reviewed many nuisance con- 
ditions and are pleased to report that we are exceeding previous years 
in getting results. In general most nuisances are abated at first contact, 
however, we have continued to take the position that the general good 
must be served and find that in several cases, court action has been 
required, we have had decisions in the Towns favor in every case. 


In our continuing effort to get all departments involved and keep 
everyone abreast of the Town needs, we held the first of our Interde- 
partmental Meetings this year. As generally is the case we received 
excellent cooperation from all departments. There were representatives 
from nearly every department and an excellent interchange of ideas and 
future plans ensued. We look forward to this being one of the stabilizing 
influences in the growth and development of the Town. 


It has been the year of new important committees, The Committee 
to Investigate the Acquisition of the Tyng Property has been formed 
and is working to accomplish this. 


We have seen the development of a Housing Authority, and despite

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens 
of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


Activities of the commission, for the fiscal year ending June 30th 
are herein submitted to the people of the town. The commission meets 
at the Town Hall on the second Wednesday of each month (except July 
and August). 


Last years work came to a successful conclusion when the voters 
of the town approved the creation of a Housing Authority, for the town, 
at the annual town meeting. 


The much needed ‘house numbering project’ was completed by Mr. 
John Barr, but not without many problems that such a project encoun- 
ters. The commission was pleased to have been of help to Mr. Barr in 
solving some of these knotty problems. The cooperation of the people of 
the town, in numbering their homes, is requested so that police, fire and 
service people may easily and quickly find the address they seek. 


Midway through the year we were requested to make a study of the 
feasibility of allowing trailer parks to locate in our town. Preliminary 
studies show that a desirable park may be had but they do require con- 
struction and maintenance under strict town ordinances and/or by-laws. 
Additional studies are necessary and contemplated before a report, for 
or against, will be submitted to the Board of Selectmen. A vote of 
approval, by the voters of the town, will be required before any trailer 
parks are allowed to be constructed in our town. 


Another request, just submitted to the commission, will be under- 
taken between the writing of this report and the end of the fiscal year. 
This has to do with the street lighting and how it now exists. Several 
questions come to mind and these will hopefully be resolved through 
meetings with representatives of the local-electric company. 


The members of the commission wish to take this opportunity to 
thank all those who gave their assistance and cooperation during the 
year.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD FOR 1975 


To the Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of Tyngsborough: 


The following is a report of the activities of the Planning Board 
for the year 1975: 


Regular meetings were held on the first Thursday of each month 
(except July and August) at the Lakeview School. We also met with 
the Selectmen on various occasions, and hearings were held when needed. 
All other normal duties of the Planning Board were carried out, including 
the approval of plans that did not come under subdivision control regula- 
tion. In cases where information was requested from the Planning Board, 
it was supplied either in person, by mail, or by telephone to the person 
making the inquiry. 


The availability of a professional engineer has been very helpful to 
the Planning Board in carrying out its policies and zoning by-laws, and 
it is our feeling that his services have been very beneficial to the town. 


We, like other town departments, have economy in mind as one of 
the foremost things to think about in the operation of our department, 
and we base our budget request on last year’s operating expenses plus 
some unforeseen demands that we might be faced with. However, we 
will be at the town meeting and will be willing to answer any questions 
in regard to our appropriation request. We can and will explain about 
reimbursement policies which exist and some that have just recently 
been created by the Planning Board. 


This past year has been a lot like the previous year—many land 
sales but not as much building as one might expect; many inquiries and 
questions to be answered by the Planning Board. 


This year we have been working in cooperation with the Fire De- 
partment in their venture toward making a new fire station on Chestnut 
Road become a reality. A survey of the parcel of land that has been 
donated to the town by Thomas Quinn Company, Inc., of Arlington has 
been completed by the Planning Board’s Town Engineer, and an article 
will appear in the warrant of the Annual Town Meeting in regard to 
acceptance of the parcel. 


During 1975 we have also added various amendments to our Zoning 
and Subdivision Control laws, after having posted notices and held hear- 
ings for the same according to law. 


The members of the Planning Board would like to thank each citizen 
of the town who has cooperated and aided us in any way during the past 


year, the selectmen, town clerk, town counsel, consulting engineer, Con- 
servation Commission, and the School Department for the use of the 
Lakeview School.

The Department responded to a total of 173 calls during the year. 
This again is a sharp rise in responses during the past two years. The 
previous year, the increase was 44 percent. Last year, the response was 
40 percent greater than the year before. The community is still growing 
at a steady rate and additional care must be practiced by everyone to 
protect his or her property from damage by fire. A high number of brush 
and motor vehicle fires were of suspicious origin. 

The operating expenses for the Fire Department is escalating rapidly 
reflecting the high number of responses during the last two years and 
the general inflation trend of the economy. The Fire Department is re- 
questing an operating budget of $26,800. This represents a 55% increase 
over the previous years’ amount of $17,300. 

The delivery of the new tank type fire truck, voted last year, is 
expected by September of this year. This will replace a 28-year-old piece 
of apparatus. 

Fires during the past years brought to the attention that water holes, 
used for water supplies in the event of fires, need repair and new water 
holes need to be built. The Board is sponsoring an article to make $3,000. 
available to start work on the repair and the building of new water holes 
in the town. This amount will not complete the required work but will be

a start to improve the fire protection required in areas that are not 
covered by hydrants. The Board unanimously recommends that work on 
water holes be started this coming year. 

The Board has worked during the past year to get land to build a 
fire station in the Southwestern part of the town. This area of the town 
is outside the 3-mile radius from the present fire station on Kendall 
Road. The Thomas Quinn Co., Inc., has offered the town one acre of land 
on Chestnut Road for the purpose of a fire station. An article has been 
sponsored by the Board of Fire Engineers to accept the Thomas Quinn 
Co. offer. The Board strongly recommends the acceptance of the article 
so that the people in this area of the town can be covered by proper fire- 
fighting equipment.

Gentlemen: 


It has been well documented that during the past year there have 
been further State cut-backs, particularly in preventive health programs. 
Since all of these programs have either been picked up by Nashoba or 
were already offered by Nashoba, these cut-backs have had little impact 
on our programs such as Immunization Clinics, Well-Child Conferences 
or Well-Oldster Clinics. However, recent State policies such as sub- 
stantially decreased Medicaid reimbursements have had adverse effect 
on the economy of local nursing services. 


Of course, extensive cut-backs in State personnel have resulted in a 
larger volume of work for the Nashoba Staff. Nashoba increased its 
Environmental Sanitation Department by adding a food inspector and 
the Boards, recognizing the value of a specialist in this field, responded 
by approving this position as a full-time one in the 1976-1977 budget. The 
staffing cut-backs in the State Lead Poison testing program with con- 
comitant legislation of a rather stringent nature regarding the testing of 
housing for lead paint threatened to completely inundate small local 
health departments. However, a repeal of part of this law took some of 
the pressure off our Environmental Sanitation Department and the on- 
going testing for lead levels in the blood of young children which we had 
started well over a year ago in our Well-Child Conferences made it possi- 
ble for us to respond quite adequately to the State requirements. 


We hope that our report of departmental activities in this annual 
report will give a brief but relevant review of Nashoba’s efforts to serve 
its sixteen-member towns during 1975.

CHILD HEALTH PROGRAMS 
1. Well Child Conferences: 


With the projected cut-backs in Medicaid eligibility, we expect 
to see a continuing if not increased use of the W.C.C. by young parents 
in our sixteen-member towns. These clinics offer a high quality Medical 
and Nursing supervision of the health of young children with prompt 
referral to the family physicians when problems are encountered. 


Here again, emphasis is on prevention and one of the most im- 
portant public health goals is the eventual eradication of childhood di- 
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seases. We offered immunization against diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough, polio, measles, mumps and rubella. Tuberculin testing and testing 
for lead poisoning were also carried out in the Well Child Conferences. 


During 1975, 731 children made 1546 visits at 154 clinics. Of 
these, 106 children were served in clinics in your town and 8 were tested 
for Lead Poisoning. 


2. School Health: 
Immunization clinics were offered to all towns. 


Our dental health specialists, nurses, social workers and sani- 
tarians all contributed their expertise in assisting school personnel as 
they attempted to upgrade the health of school children. 


During the Spring months Nashoba provides the services of a 
pediatrician and the Director of Nursing to conduct school immunization 
clinics. All member towns (except Harvard and Littleton which provide 
their own school immunization clinics) received these Nashoba immuniza- 
tion clinics. In 1975, the following immunizations were administered in 
fourteen of our Nashoba towns:

3. Dental Health: 


Nashoba has been a pioneer in many of its programs and its 
dental health program is an outstanding case in point. Every year since 
1953 Nashoba has offered this fine program in all its schools and it is 
available to all the school children in our sixteen-member towns. This 
year the Dental Health program has been introduced into the Well-Oldster 
Clinics and our dental hygienists have been available for periodontal 
screening of all those attending these clinics. Our three extremely compe- 
tent dental hygienists, Mrs. Eva Dee, Chief Dental Hygienist, Mrs. Janet 
Lorman and Mrs. Alice Watson, are all graduates of Forsyth Dental 
School. Mrs. Lorman has been on the Nashoba staff since 1954, Mrs. Dee 
since 1961 and Mrs. Watson since 1967. These three skillful professionals 
have accomplished the following amazing workload during the 1974-1975 
school year:

In 1975 Laboratory services were further expanded to include the 
chemical testing of water. At a regularly scheduled Quarterly Board 
Meeting, the Boards voted to change the following fee schedule in an 
effort to defray the cost of this expansion: 


1. Complete chemical test for new private dwellings $15.00 
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2. Following tests on water from private dwellings —_ 5.00 
(cl, hardness, alkalinity, PH & Fe) 


3) Take Improvement: tests see eee gee 10.00 
(for determining detergents & other contamination 
for Ecology groups) 

4. Bacterial testing on water from new & old housing __No Charge 


These charges are only a fraction of the cost that private laboratories 
charge for the same tests so there is considerable saving to the residents 
of Nashoba towns. 


Since 1974 we have had a student working part time in the Laboratory 
as a Laboratory Technician. We agreed in October to assume partial 
salary responsibility for this staff member as it would not have been 
possible to expand the Laboratory without this additional personnel. 


In 1976 we are looking forward to developing further tests that are 
in line with safeguarding the health of all Nashoba residents. 


COMMUNITY NURSING 


During 1975, Mrs. Noreen Basque, Nursing Director, made several 
important innovations in the Nursing Service. Some of these led to a 
consolidation of services projected for 1976 in line with recommendations 
of the State Regulatory Division. In October, the Nashoba Nursing 
Service was again certified by the Regulatory Division. In October, the 
Nashoba Nursing Service was again certified by the Federal government 
to provide reimbursable services to Medicare patients within the twelve 
(12) Nashoba Nursing towns and the two (2) member towns that have 
agreements for these services. Problem-oriented records were instituted 
in January which is in line with modern record keeping. Mrs. Basque and 
her Supervisors have provided In-Service education on the following 
subjects: two sessions on the nurse’s role in dealing with alcoholism; one 
session on retarded and developmentally disabled children; one on podiatry 
for the elder citizens; several sessions on the problem-oriented record; 
one on breast-self examination; and two sessions on the nurse’s role in 
the school. 


During this past year Nashoba continued to offer Home Health Aides 
and Physical Therapy through contracts with other agencies. Referrals 
continued to come from coordinated care centers in hospitals within and 
contiguous to our district. 

In 1975, some of the nurses of the Nashoba Nursing service indicated 
their intention to have the Massachusetts Nursing Association represent 
them. The Nashoba Associated Boards of Health has been formally noti- 
fied of this by the Massachusetts Labor Commission. 


Recommendations are available through the State Regulatory Di- 
vision for changing the structure of Nursing Services similar to Na- 
shoba’s so that they will be independent of Boards of Health. However, 
this is undoubtedly well in the future and we are awaiting further in- 
formation regarding these recommendations. Meanwhile we are continu- 
ing with full certification of our Nashoba Nursing Service. 
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WELL-OLDSTER CLINICS 


There has been an appreciable increase in attendance at all Well- 
Oldster Clinics this past year. Various screening tests have been per- 
formed and appropriate referrals made to family physicians. In one town 
a local dentist offered to instruct our dental hygienists so that they can 
offer periodontal screening in the Well-Oldster Clinics. Beginning in 
December, 1975 the Nashoba dental hygienists have started this screening 
and will eventually attend at least one W.O.C. in each town on a yearly 
basis. 


In 1975, there was a total of 3464 patient visits to Well-Oldster 
Clinics in all sixteen-member towns. 230 of these were in your town. 


MEDICAL SOCIAL WORK 


Mrs. Anderson, Medical Social Work Director reports that her home 
visits to patients have increased this year with a total of 468 in all. Re- 
ferrals were received from every Nashoba Department with the Nursing 
Service making the largest number. Our second social worker, Mrs. 
Schultz, although working on a very part-time basis has greatly assisted 
Mrs. Anderson in meeting the many problems referred for care. 


Mrs. Anderson sees the needs of the elderly patient living alone as 
one of the most difficult any many-faceted problems in our society. She 
feels the elderly should be helped to stay in their home whenever possible, 
but the problem of getting necessary assistance for them is far from being 
solved. She has been working with the Councils for the Elderly in trying 
to identify those various needs and has been particularly interested in 
observing the establishment of such fine examples of housing for the 
elderly as the one recently completed by Littleton.

ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


Environmental Sanitation under the Supervision of Mr. Gerald 
Collins, Chief Sanitarian, with Mr. Donald Melloon as Field Supervisor 
has grown appreciably during the past 2% years. The department has 
3 full-time Assistant Sanitarians. and a full-time Food Inspector. This 
makes it possible for Mr. Collins to divide the towns into Four (4) dis- 
tricts with a Sanitarian covering each district with Mr. Melloon available 
for on-site problem consultation as well. As the State has decreased its 
services, Nashoba has attempted to fill the gap and give our citizens the 
necessary services. Environmental Sanitation is an excellent example of 
this.

RABIES 


During May of 1975, a rabies clinic was held in each of our sixteen- 
member towns. We maintained our high score of immunization, doing well 
over 2,000 dogs again this year. 


In your town we immunized 71 dogs against rabies. 
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ANNUAL REPORT: NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is a public body created 
by and for the eight towns and one city that make up the greater Lowell 
area. The Commission consists of twenty-seven local people: one from 
each Planning Board; one from each Board of Selectmen; one from the 
Lowell City Council; and one alternate from each community designated 
by the Manager in Lowell and the Selectmen in the towns. 


The Commission provides policy leadership to a staff of planning 
professionals and technicians, and meets monthly at its 144 Merrimack 
Street, Lowell Office. The public is always welcome to attend these 
meetings. 


Generally, the work of the Commission can be best described in the 
following four categories: 


1. COMPREHENSIVE REGIONAL PLANNING 


This is the essence of NMAC’s statutory mandate set out in Chapter 
forty-B of the Massachusetts General Laws. By “comprehensive”, we 
mean that plans are developed and designed to carry forward an agreed- 
to policy toward the entire complex of problems and opportunities that 
characterize our area. Comprehensive planning assures that a plan for 
one function (for example, environmental protection) will not frustrate 
and undermine a plan for another function, (for example, economic 
development) but rather support and complement it. The underlying 
policy is, of course, a value judgement arrived at by the Commission. 
The Commission does not take its policy position in a vacuum. As a 
group, the Commissioners hear the views of the State and Federal gov- 
ernments and, individually, they bring forward the community point of 
view. Staff add data and analysis to the deliberations, which resulted in 
the Commission’s expression of regional values in terms of policies, 
goals, and objectives. These are further defined in a land use plan which 
unites diverse functional plans into a single form. The Commission has 
available land use plans, relevant data concerning our area, and state- 
ments of policy, goals, and objectives. These are updated on a continuing 
basis. 


2. REFINEMENT OF FUNCTIONAL PLANS 
FOR IMPLEMENTATION 


This aspect of our work and all others occur only within the context 
of the comprehensive planning policy discussed above. Occasionally, 
detailed findings from this closer examination of a particular problem 
result in revisions of underlying policy, but for the most part, the result 
is short and long range programs to give force and effect to the compre- 
hensive policy. Thus, it is understood that NMAC’s detailed plans for 
housing, transit improvement, water supply, highways, economic de- 
velopment, environmental protection, and other functional concerns, 
will be consistent with each other and with the comprehensive planning 
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policy. Major work undertaken in 1975 included: a comprehensive multi- 
model transportation plan; a transit development program; and a water 
quality management plan which deals with both direct and indirect 
sources of pollution. Also, the Commission has pending designation of 
the area for Federal Economic Development District benefits. 


3. PROJECT REVIEWS AND CLEARINGHOUSE 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


To comply with Federal and State statutes, the Commission reviews, 
as a prerequisite for funding, most project and program applications for 
Federal grants and aids, as well as projects to which the Commonwealth’s 
environmental review statute applies. In most cases, the NMAC review 
is advisory, but in a few, the Federal granting agency requires con- 
sistency with area-wide plans. It should be noted that this regional 
planning review applies to State and private applicants as well as to 
city and towns. 


At the same time NMAC is reviewing for regional significance, the 
proposals are circulated to other local agencies which might be interested. 
Often, this is the only source of information about State and private 
sponsored projects that may directly affect a municipality. During 1975 
over $120 million worth of such projects were reviewed including regional 
sewer construction for Tyngsborough, Dracut and Tewksbury, Compre- 
hensive Employment and Training Act (CETA) funds, several Com- 
munity Teamwork, Ine. programs including Headstart, Housing Reha- 
bilitation and Deleading funds and other programs too numerous to 
list here. 


4. TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 


As a means for refining and applying plans, while providing needed 
services to local agencies, the Commission sets aside staff time to assist 
its members to advance locally initiated programs and projects. In many 
cases, the essential data and analysis have already been prepared in 
conjunction with Commission planning work, and need only to be shaped 
to the local need. 


In a few instances, the community project requires extensive surveys 
and research. This more extensive commitment is made (budget per- 
mitting) only if the project will have value to the other member com- 
munities. Although NMAC has not entered into supplementary contracts 
with its members to provide planning services, this is a possibility, 
provided the services fall within NMAC overall comprehensive planning 
policies. 

There are also frequent demands by State, Federal, and private or 
quasi public agencies for technical assistance. Data for potential investors 
in the area, reviews of State recreational plans, and population projec- 
tions for health planning are examples. 

During 1975, NMAC’s technical assistance program focused on the 
new Community Development Block Grant Program replacing many of 
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the old U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development grants. In 
addition to general guidance in the preparation of applications and 
documentation, NMAC staff were directly involved in the submission of 
seven applications from our member communities. 


Staff responded to local requests from the Selectmen relative to 
purchase of the Marist properties and information on the status of the 
Tyngsborough Bridge Reconstruction project and TOPICS Program. 


5. BUDGETS AND A BALANCED PROGRAM 


NMAC’s ability to carry out the full range of services described 
above is a budgetary matter to a great extent. The Commission recog- 
nizes the importance of a balanced program. Recently, the increased 
Federal emphasis on water quality and transit and highway planning 
has resulted in substantial grants to prepare and refine functional plans 
in these areas of concern. It should be noted that these grants were 
made to NMAC because we are a comprehensive planning agency. 


During 1975 over $261,259 were expended under the following 
Federal grant contracts: U.S. Department of Housing & Urban Develop- 
ment $30,000, Mass. Department of Public Works/Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration $56,000, U.S. Department of Transportation, Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration, $215,550, Mass. Department of Public 
Works, Bureau of Solid Waste, $6,000, Lowell Regional Transit Authority, 
$14,885, Mass. Department of Public Works/Skidmore, Owings & Merrill, 
$5,000, Council on Aging Bus, Inc., $7,368, U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, $456,840, City Development Authority, $12,000. 


To match those grants and to provide local services $60,000 was 
provided by the NMAC member communities. $1,164.00 was Tyngs- 
borough’s share. 


6. PROSPECTS 


The Commission believes it is of paramount importance that area- 
wide planning be a cooperative intermunicipal process, based upon 
regional values expressed by people responsible in the ultimate to the 
voters of the area. 


There have and will continue to be proposals to accomplish area- 
wide planning through sub-state or quasi-public agencies. It seems to 
us that this approach blurs the responsibility and makes insensitivity to 
local concerns more likely. The Commission argues that locally directed 
regional planning is protective of local prerogatives, given that there 
are problems and opportunities that are solvable or realizable only on 
an area-wide basis. 


There are many critical problems begging for action in an area- 
wide context in our area. Our economy, solid waste, water supply, 
transportation, land use, and water quality are a few. The Commission 
will continue to advise on the appropriate actions and provide the area- 
wide context. However, it is our member communities which must carry 
out those plans, and press our State and Federal officials to help. If our 
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member communities will strive to work together on common problems, 
those who look to strong mid-level government to solve area-wide prob- 
lems will have little support. NMAC is always available in an advisory 
capacity to work with every local board and agency to expedite actions 
and develop programs and projects that will benefit both the community 
and the area.

1975 REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER ACQUISITION 


OF THE MARIST BROTHERS PROPERTY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the 
Town of Tyngsborough:

An Organizational Mecting was held June 30, 1975, at which time 
following officers were elected: 


Jerome Goldhammer — Chairman 

James Vernadakis — Vice Chairman 

Nelson Brake — Secretary 

Rupert Stangroom — Treasurer 

The following actions have been taken since that time: 


Plans of the School Building obtained. 


Tyng Mansion visited by Ms. Judy Dobbs, Chairperson, Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, and Mr. Edward Bloomstein, Registered 
Architect. (Mr. Bloomstein also visited the School Building, and 
reviewed the plans). 


As a result of Ms. Dobbs’ visit, she recommended that the Tyng 
Mansion be nominated for the National Register of Historic Places. 


As a result of Mr. Bloomstein’s visit, a report has been prepared and 
submitted to the Board of Selectmen, indicating that the school build- 
ing is in an excellent, state of repair, requiring only minor changes 
to bring it into line with current fire-resistant practices, and that it 
is in general suitable for conversion to Town Offices, auditorium, 
and day nursery or classroom use on the first floor only. (Current 
school building requirements for elevators preclude use of upper 
stories for classroom purposes). His report recommended that the 
electrical wiring be reviewed for adequacy and condition. With re- 
gard to the Tyng Mansion, the architect’s report stated that the 
Structure was of unusual historical significance, appeared generally 
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sound, but recommended that restoration and preservation efforts 
be started as soon as possible, to prevent further deterioration from 
the lack of heat in the building. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, Mr. Martin Betts inspected 
the electrical wiring 0: the school building, and reported that it was 
adequate for projected needs, and in good condition. 


Discussions were held with Brother George Leo, Provincial Treasurer 
of the Marist Brothers in New York City. As a result, the Order and 
the Town of Tyngsborough are conducting independent appraisals to 
establish the value of the property. 


Discussions were held with Congressman Paul Tsongas in Washing- 
ton, D.C., toward securing the assistance of his staff with Federal 
agencies that might assist in funding the purchase of the property, 
conversion, and restoration. His support has been promised. 


The Planning Commission, as a result of these actions, has prepared 
a plan for the use of the property, and submitted it to the Northern 
Middlesex Area Planning Commission. 

The Tyngsborough Historical Commission has prepared an applica- 
tion to put the Tyng Mansion on the National Register of Historic 
Places, and favorable action is expected.

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1975 ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GREATER LOWELL 


REGIONAL VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Greater Lowell Regional Vocational-Technical School District 
meets on the second and fourth Thursdays of each month in the Lecture 
Hall of the school on Pawtucket Boulevard in Tyngsboro. These meetings 
are public and visitors are welcome. 


During January of 1975, school was being conducted on a double- 
session basis at the old Lowell Trade School facility. Equipment, supplies. 
etc. were being moved to the new building in anticipation of moving 
students there in the first week in February. 


During February, school began for the first time in the new facility. 
Chapter 766 implementation went into full swing and teacher contract 
bargaining began for the first time. 


Also during February and March, the student random selection was 
held and students for Fiscal Year 1976 were drawn. The school would 
have approximately 2,200 students. The number of applications was 
large and some 800 students were placed on our waiting list. 


The Budget for 1975-76 was finalized during February and the 
Public Hearing was held on February 6, 1975. (see detailed budget break- 
down attached) 


In April, Mr. Harold O. Bell, Jr., was elected Chairman, Mr. Michael 
J. Sullivan, Vice-Chairman and Mr. James C. Dadoly, Secretary, during 
the re-organization of the School Committee. 


Work was continuing on the building though it was progressing very 
slowly. The building was nearly finalized at that time. 


In May, long-time Committee Member, Helen B. Feeney from 
Dracut, was defeated in her re-election attempt and Edward J. Bishop, 
Jr., replaced her as one of Dracut’s two representatives. Mrs. Feeney 
was later given an appreciation party for her years of devoted service. 


The Media Retrieval System bid was won by Lebow Labs, Inc., and 
work began on this important phase of equipment installation. 


During June, new teaching and support staff was for the upcoming 
school year. The number of students was to double from the previous 
year, so it was necessary to add staff in virtually all instructional areas 
represented by the school. 


School Dedication planning began in June with Mr. Bernard M. 
Bettencourt as the Sub-Committee Chairman, and it was decided that 
Dedication Day would be held on September 7, 1975. 
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July presented some building and grounds problems, in that it was 
discovered that the track was not exactly as specified and that the paint 
on the bottom of the swimming pool was forming bubbles and was 
peeling. Both the track and the pool were later accepted. 


The Year Round School Sub-Committee was formed during July 
with Mr. George J. Gath as Sub-Committee Chairman and with Com- 
mittee Members, Daniel Kane and Clement McDonough assisting. All 
Committee Members are invited to participate in all sub-committee work. 


During August, Mr. Robert Reeder informed the Committee of his 
intention to resign. He was asked to reconsider which he did. Mr. Reeder 
was selected as the keynote speaker for Dedication Day. 


The District Counsel reported that teacher contract negotiations 
were complete and the Committee authorized Chairman Bell to sign the 
contract when the teachers ratified it. 


Dedication Day was held on Sunday, September 7, 1975 (program 
attached). The event was attended by State Commissioner of Education, 
Dr. Gregory Anrig and Associate State Commissioner for Occupational 
Education, Dr. Patrick Weagraff. The Dedication was also attended by 
many locally prominent individuals. Some 8,000 people went through 
the school on this occasion. 


Also, during September, school began for nearly 2,200 students and 
more work was done regarding the Year Round School plan. 


During October, work began on a new admissions policy for the 
District. A policy that would insure that incoming students would, in 
fact, profit from having attended the Greater Lowell Regional Voca- 
tional-Technical School. 


The Year Round School plan discussions continued and became more 
and more definite. 


November, 1975 finds Mr. Reeder resigning. The Committee accepted 
the resignation and sent him a letter thanking him for his years of 
dedicated service. 


The Committee decided to send two administrators and four Com- 
mitteemen to the Sunnyside School District in Tuscon, Arizona to visit 
a 45/15 Year Round School plan. The visit took place during December 
of 1975. 


During the first meeting in December, Jerry W. Carpenter was 
elected as Superintendent-Director and William J. Collins, who had been 
Acting Superintendent-Director in Robert Reeder’s absence, was given 
permanent status as Deputy Superintendent-Director. 


The Committee named a new Director of Curriculum and a Year 
Round School Coordinator. The Committee also re-affirmed its intention 
to go into the 45/15 Year Round School plan. 
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There were problems with the school’s bus service during the latter 
part of 1975 but the problems were eventually resolved. 


Budget deliberations for Fiscal Year 1977 began in December of 
1975 and teacher contract negotiations re-opened. 


All in all, a very eventful year has come to a close. We currently 
have two Concentrated Employment Training Act projects and three 
Division of Occupational Education projects underway. These projects 
represent approximately $200,000.00 in savings to local taxpayers.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Voters of Tyngsborough: 


It is with apprehension that the Finance Committee looks toward 
Fiscal Year 1977. It does not seem that it will be at all possible to main- 
tain our present tax rate of $44 per thousand due to the recent reports 
of proposed reduction in County, State and Federal re-imbursements. 


Under Article Seven (7) you will find that most of our recom- 
mendations agree with the Departments’ requested amount due to the 
fact that most of the Departmental Heads reduced their proposed budgets 
as low as possible before submitting them to us and will still try to 
maintain or improve the services now enjoyed by the Townspeople. 


As in the past years, the major portion of our tax dollars goes to 
the School Departments, both local and regional. These line items will 
never be reduced unless the voters of Massachusetts impress upon our 
Legislators the need to change the present laws pertaining to School 
Budgets. It seems unfair that the large majority of town budgets are 
thoroughly scrutinized not only by the controlling head of the depart- 
ment but by other boards plus the Townspeople themselves; but the 
largest contributing factor to your tax rate is gone unchecked because 
of lack of control. 


As in the past years, we again have exhausted all available avenues 
to find ways to hold the line in spending plus recommending applying 
re-imbursements towards the most beneficial areas to reduce costs to 
the Townspeople, but it looks as though Fiscal 1977 could very well be 
remembered for a long time.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Americas’ schools are in a constant state of change. Both school 
administrators, as well as those at the individual building level, are 
constantly seeking new methods and techniques to improve the learning 
environment for the millions of young students attending the schools. 
It is because of this age of change that many individual schools, as well 
as entire systems, are departing from the more traditional concepts of 
the past and are instituting new and exciting concepts into their indi- 
vidual learning needs. 


It is obvious that improvements in the education of children must 
begin with the individual teachers. It is the teacher in the classroom 
who holds the key to improved learning on the part of all youngsters. 


In the past ten years education has truly become “big business’”’. 
With a marked growth in pupil population have come the needs for 
increased teaching personnel and additional facilities and instructional 
materials. In many communities, school systems are the principal re- 
cipients of state and local funds. Inflation and introduction of new 
programs are among the factors accounting for this sharp rise in cost; 
others are efforts to achieve smaller classes for a greater use of multi- 
media teaching techniques. 


With greater emphasis on developing the whole child and preparing 
each pupil to begin a career upon leaving school, programs have been 
developed for new educators, and for those engaged in retraining to help 
them build childrens’ confidence and self-esteem, and to enable young 
people to live satisfactorily in a highly technological society. Such pro- 
grams, too, have increased educational costs. 


The Town of Tyngsborough is no exception to the above para- 
graphs. Education is “big business”. The School Committee employs 135 
different individuals including administrators, teachers, aides, custodians, 
secretaries, and cafeteria workers. They contract with 12 different 
contractors for the transportation of the students. During the course 
of 1975, the kitchens of the three schools served an average of 360 
breakfasts per day or 64,800 for the school year; approximately 760 
lunches per day or 136,800 lunches for the year. This is, indeed, a big 
restaurant. The taxpayers of the town certainly have an obligation to 
keep abreast of the continuous increasing cost of education. You, in 
reality, are stockholders in the business of education. 


The School Committee and all of its employees strive to provide the 
best education possible for the students of Tyngsborough, and still keep 
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within the Town’s ability to pay. We feel we are successful. We feel 
the youngsters of Tyngsborough are receiving a good education. We 
will continue to seek improvement, and strongly urge each and everyone 
of you to help in any way you can. 


The programs at the elementary and secondary level are constantly 
being reviewed in order to best meet the needs of the individual students. 
1975 has shown a change in our first grade organization, and an im- 
provement in the course offerings in the High School. Federal Funds 
under Title I have enabled us to work on the improvement of our reading 
and math programs in Kindergarten through Grade 6 by the use of 
Instructional Aides to work with individual or small groups of young- 
sters. 


We have continued to upgrade our programs for youngsters with 
special needs, and are re-examining, and will continue to re-examine, 
all facets of our curriculum. 


I cannot stress too strongly the need for parent involvement in 
helping the School Committee and the staff in developing goals and 
objectives for the future of the education in Tyngsborough. 


In closing, I would like to thank the School Committee for their 
support and guidance, and all employees of the school department for 
their help and dedication in providing an outstanding educational climate 
for the students of Tyngsborough.

applicable laws. 


ARTICLE 15. That no sanitary landfill operated within the boundaries of the 
Town of Tyngsborough shall be allowed to dump, deposit, dispose of or transport 
within or into the Town of Tyngsborough hazardous chemical, biological and 
radiological wastes, toxic metals and plating wastes or taste oils. 


ARTICLE 16. That, upon the establishment of a regional waste disposal facility 
which the Town of Tyngsborough by contract or by operation of law is obligated 
to use, no landfill operations conducted within the Town of Tyngsborough shall 
continue there-after. 


ARTICLE 17. That the Board of Health for the Town of Tyngsborough or other 
body having the authority and powers of the Board of Health as defined in Mass. 
General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 21, shall take appropriate measures to close 
any sanitary landfill operated in; the Town of Tyngsborough which does not com- 
ply with or violates the provisions of any ordinance or by-law of the Town of 
Tyngsborough as relates to or is applicable to the operation of sanitary landfills, 
the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the laws of the United States, 
the regulations promulgated under said laws for the disposal of solid wastes, or 
other applicable laws. 


ARTICLE 18. That any violation of any ordinance or by-law of the Town of 
Tyngsborough as relates to and is applicable to the operation of sanitary landfills 
shall be punishable by a fine of $1,000.00 for each violation. Each day, or portion 
of a day, that any violation occurs or continues without abatement shall constitute 
a separate violation. The Board of Health or other body having the powers of 
authority of the Board of Health as defined in Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Section 21, shall take such actions, legal or equitable, to restrain and 
enjoin such violations and shall file actions in the appropriate court to enforce col- 
lection of the penalties provided for such violations as set forth above. 
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ARTICLE 19. (a) That no dumping or landfill operation within the Town of 
Tyngsborough shall continue beyond ninety (90) days from the date of adoption of 
this article until and unless there has been posted with the Town of Tyngsborough 
a surety bond or cash bond in a penal sum equivalent to $10,000.00 per acre of 
landfill operation to assure compliance with and the performance of a contract 
between the owner of such landfill operation and the Town of Tyngsborough by 
which the owner of said landfill shall covenant and agree that, within one year 
from the cessation of such operations on each such acre of landfill, the surface of 
the ground will be graded, loamed, seeded, reforested and replanted in accordance 
with the standards established for the same by the regulations promulgated pur- 
suant to the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the Disposal of Solid 
Wastes for Sanitary Landfills; and 


(b) That, effective immediately, operators of sanitary landfills 
within the Town of Tyngsborough shall be required to post a surety bond or cash 
bond with the Town of Tyngsborough in the amount of the assessed value of the 
land immediately adjacent to said landfills for a distance of 2,000 feet from the 
boundaries of said landfills in all directions for the purpose of indemnifying those 
parties who may suffer any loss, damage or injury to person or property of any 
nature which occurs as the result of the operation of such landfill; and that such 
operators be required to post a surety bond or cash bond with the Town of 
Tyngsborough in the amount of $10,000.00 per acre of landfill on land used in the 
operation of a sanitary landfill to satisfy any federal, state or local laws regarding 
the reclamation of wetlands and/or the rehabilitation of such landfill. 


ARTCILE 20. That any provision of Articles | through VII hereof which shall be 
held invalid or unconstitutional as adapted shall not affect or impair the remaining 
provisions of such articles.

The Council on Ageing has made great strides in fulfilling its obligation to the 
elderly of Tyngsborough. To care for as many of their needs as is possible by utilizing 
the many programs available to them under federal, state and local funding. 

A goodly number of our Seniors partake of a noon meal served at the Community 
Center every day and those who are shut-ins have their meal delivered to them at home. 
This valuable service comes to our town through the federally funded Title VII Nutri- 
tional Program. 

The mini-bus has been one of the best services that is now in place, it is utilized not 
only as transportation to the meal site but also to deliver the meals-on-wheels to our 
shut-ins. It is also used to transport our elderly to doctors, dentists, and when time per- 
mits on shopping trips for groceries, and laundromats, all essential services in this rural 
area that is lacking in public transportation. 

With the advent of Title VII, the Community Center has come alive, a veritable 
beehive of activity for our Seniors. They generally arrive early to socialize and meet new 
people and to renew old friendships. They Stay after the meal is served to participate in 
whatever specific activity that is scheduled for the day. Monday afternoons are devoted 
to a variety of Arts and Crafts, something new all of the time. Wednesdays are reserved 
for the meetings of the Senior Citizens Club. Thursday is bowling day, our Tyngsboro 
Bombers can be found at a local bowling alley whose management provides the 
transportation to and from the Center. Fridays are devoted to Plastercraft, they are 
elbow deep in plaster, casting their own molds and then painting them in a truly profes- 
sional manner. If perchance none of the above is appealing there is always the card play- 
ing group that might be of interest. 

There is always someone on hand to dispense information and referral on a wide 
range of subjects, medicare, medicaid, medex, social security, supplemental security in- 
come. There is assistance available to file real estate abatement forms and income tax 
forms.

The Christmas party at Cog D’or was a howling success with over 100 Seniors in at- 
tendance for the turkey dinner with all of the trimmings, a visit from Santa, carol sing- 
ing and dancing until late afternoon. 

Many trips were planned and sponsored by our COA. Trips to the Flower show, 
sightseeing at Newport, At Putney Vt. on St. Patricks Day a corned beef and cabbage 
dinner was served after a tour which allowed them to view at first hand the process of 
extracting the maple from the trees. A trip to the Cape and a boat trip to Martha’s 
Vineyard, and last but not least a trip to New Hampshire and a 2 hour trip around Lake 
Winnipesaukee. 

Our town nurse is available one Wednesday a month for our Well Oldster Clinic to 
keep check on the state of their health. 

Tyngsborough has joined Merrimac Valley Home Care Corp. which provides 
homemaker and shore service for those who require this type of service. This makes it 
possible for our elderly to remain in their own homes instead of being shipped off to a 
nursing homes. A far happier solution for all concerned. 

For our elderly who are not capable of taking advantage of most of the above ser- 
vices for health reasons, those who are shut-ins, at home, in hospitals and nursing 
homes they are remembered 3 times a year with fruit baskets at Christmas, Valentines 
Day and May Day. We want them to know that they are thought of lovingly, that they 
are not forgotten. 

In summation, we have had a most successful and productive year.

To the Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough; 


Once again the Board of Selectmen has had an extremely busy and productive year. 
Our annual report this year is divided into sections, thereby giving you a clearer view of 
the functions of this Department. 


SELECTMEN’S DEPARTMENT 


The majority of this year has seen the Town physically divided by the closing of the 
Bridge for extensive repairs. While this project was inconvenient it could be put off no 
longer, this board is well aware of the incredible hardships placed upon the Community, 
and at every point the Board worked to ease this burden. It should be noted that many 
businessmen and private citizens worked with this Board through meetings to come to 
reasonable and speedy solution to the problem. The Town remained strong under the 
greatest of strains, and we are now watching as the Community goes about recuperating 
from a long hard Summer. 

We have been continuing all our Manpower programs under the able guidance of 
the Greater Lowell Consortium. In addition to creating job experience and training for 
our residents, this program has allowed an opportunity to get some long overdue proj- 
ects completed at minimal costs to the Town. Town Hall renovation has started, and we 
now have Meeting space separate from the working spaces for all Town Departments. 
We have had the services of a Police Officer, Highway laborer, a general maintenance 
person who has served all Departments, and several clerical positions throughout the 
Town. For a portion of this year our Mini-Bus Driver was funded by this program. We 
have been pleased to see some very positive results in terms of expanding the 
marketability of our participants and ‘getting things done’. 

In November of this year we saw the results of long hard work by this Board and 
many of our Committees, in that we were awarded a $70,000.00 grant from the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development as a first step in the acquisition of the Marist 
Brothers property. This grant is intended to be used to acquire land in connection with 
the entire purchase, special recognition must be given to N.M.A.C. for their contribu- 
tion to the filing of this grant and to the Acquisition Committee for their many hours of 
research. There are several areas of funding that we are presently reviewing with great 
hopes or correlating all funding sources to make this dream a reality. 

Progress on Phase one of the Sewage project awaits decisions by Lowell and 
Dracut, however Tyngsborough is ready to go, and will hopefully have our final 
obstacle overcome when we complete the environmental assessment which is required 
by the State. This is a once in a life time opportunity for the City and Towns as the fun- 
ding has been extended to include all lateral connections, this year only. We are looking 
forward to being able to take advantage of this funding source, however we are still 
waiting for Lowell and Dracut to take action. 

Earlier this year the Board assigned the task of reviewing street lighting to the 
OEDPC (report elsewhere in this book) and we have been working with them to reach a 
long range solution to supply the best streetlighting the Town can afford, while trying to 
combat the rising costs related to outdated fixtures. It appears that by replacing as many 
of these outdated fixtures, we can increase our lighting with only minor increases in 
cost. You will be seeing the positive effects of this plan being put into effect in the com- 
ing year. 
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Under the direction of Nashoba Associated Boards your Board of Health has spon- 
sored well Baby Clinics and school Immunization Clinics, dental clinics, Well Oldster 
clinics and rabies clinics. Our Public Health Nurse, Mrs. Karen Gould resigned in Oc- 
tober and was replaced by Ms. Margaret Olsen. During the year they made nearly 900 
home visits. 

Our attention has continued to be directed toward maintaining an acceptable quali- 
ty of water in the rivers, lakes and streams. Many hours have been spent by us person- 
nally and again by our Nashoba Representative in inspecting, following up inspection 
and arranging for abatement of conditions that could contribute to any pollution. 

The Sanitary landfill has been an issue before the Board for the entire year. In May 
an assignment was granted to the Charles George Reclamation Trust, an assignment of 
land which can only become active if plans and engineering are satisfactory to the State 
Department of E.C. Engineering, EPA, WPC and other State and Federal agencies. 
There is no question that this has been a ‘‘hot’’ issue. This Board has heard many of 
your opinions on this subject and have been in contact with all Federal and State Agen- 
cies On a continuing basis. It is our opinion that given the limitations of a small com- 
munity, we have to rely on these agencies for the expertise and counselling that, will in 
the end regulate the landfill for the good of the community and our residents. Much of 
our time and energy has been directed to dealing with this issue and the next years will 
prove to be ones of constant and complete supervision of this Landfill. 

Acting as the Local Licensing Authority, the Board has held several transfer liquor 
license hearings and reviewed the operation and management of all existing license 
holders. All renewals of licenses were started in November and each license was careful- 
ly reviewed by this Board and new licenses were issued only after each member was 
satisfied, that all local and State regulations were being complied with. A new system of 
reporting has been established with regard to license renewals, which calls for every 
town department involved with the license, (e.g. Police Department, Board of Select- 
men of Board of Health) to report their experiences with each license holder, giving the 
licensing authority an opportunity to review past performance and to demand abate- 
ment of any irregularities. 

The Board meets Monday evenings at 8:00 P.M. Our office is open five days week- 
ly from 9:00 A.M. to 12:00 Noon and 1:00 P.M. to 4:00 P.M. for your convenience. If 
you wish to have something introduced on the agenda for a Monday Meeting you 
should contact our Secretary the Thursday prior to the requested date. 

We wish to express our gratitude and thanks to all Town Employees, Boards, Com- 
mittees and Department Heads for their true dedication and their fine cooperation in 
the past year.

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Report of the Historical Commission 


Since late Fall of 1976, with the introduction of new members and an accompanying 
new slate of officers, the Commission has become heavily involved in a comprehensive 
program for the classification of Tyngsborough’s historic homes and sites. 


This program has been conducted with the aid and advice of the State Historical 
Commission and has been pursued within the frame work of the requirements and 
guide-lines. By making our work conform to these guide lines we have attempted to 
assure that any and all properties of historical significance in the town will receive pro- 
per, recognition by the state authorities and that the homes and sites will be shown on 
the appropriate maps and mentioned in the state publications. 


Much of the Commission’s work in this regard, has been concentrated in the last few 
months on the Tyng House. In cooperation with other town committees who are trying 
to acquire the Tyngsborough property for the town, the Commission has done extensive 
research to verify various aspects of the historical authenticity of the Tyng House and 
the dates attributed to it. By submitting documentation derived from this research to the 
State Historical Commission a serious effort has been made to achieve National 
Register status for the Tyng House along with an appropriate grant for acquisition. 


Although it is too early to determine if the application has been accepted, I would like 
to thank all those who so diligently worked with the Tyngsborough Historical Commis- 
sion on the Tyng House project and to express my hope that this and future projects of 
the Commission will be brought to successful conclusions.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY COMMISSIONERS 


To the residents of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


At its first meeting of the 1976-77 year the Commission re-elected Roland A. Tour- 
ville chairman, reappointed Leo G. Pelletier superintendent of roads, and voted to hold 
regular meetings on the last Tuesday of each month in the lower Town Hall. 

At later meetings, specifications were prepared and bids requested on a small hot top 
roller, a new dump truck, and a new material spreader, for which the voters ap- 
propriated $25,000.00 at the annual town meeting. 

The equipment was purchased at a cost of $22,473.00 and the balance of the ap- 
propriation returned to the Town Treasurer. 

At the request of the Commission, and at no cost to the Town, the Middlesex County 
Engineering Department is in the process of surveying and completing plans for the im- 
provement of Red Gate road, Lawrence road, Chestnut road, and a portion of 
Westford road. Following completion of the plans, minor land takings will be necessary 
in several areas before the roads can be bounded and the work started. 

Construction of a salt shed was completed last fall by members of the highway 
department. Drainage has been installed on Makos street, Willowdale road at the 
Dracut town line, Pine street, Flint road, at its lowest point, and at the entrance to 
Althea avenue, to eliminate what had been serious water and ice conditions in those 
areas. 

Resurfacing has been completed on portions of Willowdale avenue, Cummings road, 
Willowdale road, Makos street, Scribner road and Flint road. 

The Commission will be requesting an appropriation of funds for installation of a 
new well at the next annual meeting. The present water supply at the highway garage has 
been unusable for several years due to contamination. Consultants have informed the 
Commission that the old well should be filled and sealed off to prevent further con- 
tamination in the area and that a new well properly installed to eliminate surface water 
drainage, would solve the problem. 

The Commission would like to express their thanks to the local residents, and to the 
Police Department, the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Board, and the Planning 
Board for their cooperation and assistance during the past year.

REPORT OF THE LITTLEFIELD LIBRARY 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


During the past year, Mrs. Barbara Fuller retired from the Board of Trustees, after 
many years of devoted service; we have all missed her. Ray Dunning and Donna DuBois 
were elected by the town and we welcome them. Mrs. Bell, all library staff and all board 
members are to be commended for the time and effort they have devoted to the needs of 
the library. 


The Trustees were saddened this past year by the deaths of Mrs. Catharine Lambert, 
Charles and Marjorie Currier and Miss Bessie Norris. Their loss will be felt by the whole 
town. The families of Miss Norris and the Curriers have established memorial funds 
under the trusteeship of the library; contributions may be made through Mrs. Bell. 


The building has changed its appearance in many ways. Two overgrown trees were 
cut down in front. The legally required second exit is set in the north gable end and the 
wide stairwell is opposite the original entrance. These changes add light and 
spaciousness to the lovely cross-shaped interior of the building, as does the re-painting 
of the barrel-vaulted ceilings. The new heating system was completed in March; it has 
been a most welcome improvement. New seat cushions for the window seats add to the 
comfort and a record player is now in the library. Four large wooden bookcases were 
acquired at reasonable cost from the closing of the Rogers School in Lowell. A pole 
light now illuminates the parking area. 


The Tyngsborough-Dunstable Rotary Club most kindly presented the library with a 
drop-box for books. It is bright red, stands by the front entrance and has been a great 
help to those of us who miss the library hours. We thank them. 


The Littlefield Library is a repository for more than books. The Bicentennial Com- 
mission provided, for the building, a case which will house a permanent display in 
memory of their year’s activities. For many years, the Tyngsboro branch of the 
Historical Society has stored objects in the basement; the Board has agreed to construct 
a storage room at the south end. This will improve conditions for the artifacts 
themselves and free the rest of the downstairs space for a multi-purpose room. The 
Historical Society plans to maintain a display case in the larger room. 


Many people have expressed confusion about the financial status of the library. A 
library is a natural focus of community interest and, in its early years, several interested 
people set up trust funds for the Littlefield Library. Some of the funds are entailed and 
can only be used for maintenance, or for books. By today’s standards, the capital 
amount of these endowments is not large; the Board uses only the interest. Last year, 
for example, the interest on hand amounted to about 8% of the amount of the town 
allocation. This, together with the county grant, is applied by the Board to special proj- 
ects, unexpected needs, and the generally very expensive workings of a library. In 1976, 
the average nation-wide cost of a book was $14.00; professional cleaning of one portrait 
would be $200-$1 ,000; roof slates seem to break every year. The Board believes it is act- 
ing frugally, without compromising the collection, while trying to provide the best, 
most usable facilities for the future. 


The closing of the bridge and our own 3-week closing for the new heating system 
reduced use of the library last year. We look forward to seeing many old friends and 
new faces in the coming months. 


The Board meets the third Tuesday of every month, in the Littlefield Library, at 7 
p.m.

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OVERALL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
PLANNING COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens 
of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


The past year has been a busy one for the commission. The two projects that were 
given to us by the Board of Selectmen we completed and submitted our reports to that 
board. 

First—Mobile Home Parks—we gave this project a lot of time. Mobile homes are 
something that most people remember as small trailers in what was called a ‘trailer 
park’. Time and conditions have brought many improvements in mobile home living. 
No longer are they small cheap trailers, set close together in an open field, like a row of 
tin soldiers. Todays mobile homes are built under strict government regulations, as to 
construction and safety, and very attractive. Also, todays park operators situate them 
on much larger lots and in attractive settings. The commission members have been im- 
pressed with the good Mobile Home Parks. We did realize that to have a good park that 
regulations would have to be approved to make it so. We then proceeded to write a by- 
law that would bring in only the best. We, therefore, in December submitted a favorable 
report to the Board of Selectmen, along with a copy of a proposed by-law, asking them 
for their blessing and to proceed with the requirements to make it eligible for the voters 
of the town to vote on, at the annual town meeting. 

Our second project was in regards to ‘street lights’. What brought this on was that 

Mass. Electric notified the town that come July 1, 1977 we were going to have our base 
cost of incandescent lights raised 50%. 
_ The commission’s findings show that our town started with street lights in 1949 and at 
the present time we are paying for 334 street lights at a cost of approximately $12,000 a 
year. With the proposed increase on July Ist it would raise the cost another $2,500 and 
we would still have the exact same lights. The commission, with the excellent coopera- 
tion of the Police Department, made a study of all the street lights in regards to their 
usefulness at their present locations. We made recommendations of remedying lighting 
conditions in several key locations. Also, we have recommended that we eliminate all in- 
candescent lamps on our route numbered streets, namely:—Middlesex Road, Kendall 
Road, Frost Road and Pawtucket Blvd. All our recommendations call for 20% more 
light with a savings of energy in the amount of 32% in KW hours.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD FOR 1976 


To the Board of Selectmen and 
The Citizens of Tyngsborough: 

The following is a report of the activities of the Planning Board for the year 1976: 

Regular meetings were held on the first Thursday of each month (except July and 
August) at the Lakeview School. We also met with the Selectmen on various occasions, 
and hearings were held when needed. All other normal duties of Planning Board were 
carried out, including the approval of plans that did not come under subdivision control 
regulation. In cases where information was requested from the Planning Board, it was 
supplied either in person, by mail, or by telephone to the person making the inquiry. 

The Planning Board is made up of five members who meet each month along with a 
consulting engineer. Very seldom is one of the members absent from a meeting. All are 
consistently present to handle any of the Planning Board business that may occur. 

No new subdivisions were created this year. However, a subdivision known as 
Birchcrest has changed ownership. It consists of forty-eight lots, is located off Parham 
Road, and is bounded easterly by Makos and Dixon Streets and westerly by Sunset Park 
subdivision. Birchcrest is now owned by Anastasios Kalogianis. He has at various times 
consulted and asked for our advice or information, which we have furnished through 
the Board or from our consulting engineer, Augustine Piantidosi. Up to this point we 
have found him, and the Olympic Construction Company that he is connected with, in- 
teresting and cooperative to work with. At this time no building permits have been 
issued to Olympic Construction, but much has been done in rough grading, laying out 
of streets, and drainage provisions. 

As in the past, the availability of a professional engineer has been very helpful to the 
Planning Board in carrying out its policies and zoning by-laws, and it is our feeling that 
his services continue to be very beneficial to the town. 

Tyngsborough does not escape the effects of our fast-moving world and its changing 
methods of life in our present society. Rules and regulations have to be created and up- 
dated to the present standards of living. 

We, like other town departments, have economy in mind as one of the foremost 
things to think about in the operation of our department, and we base our budget re- 
quest on last year’s operating expenses plus some unforeseen demands that we might be 
faced with. However, we will be at the town meeting and will be willing to answer any 
questions in regard to our appropriation request. 

The members of the Planning Board would like to thank each citizen of the town who 
has cooperated and aided us in any way during the past year, the selectmen, town clerk, 
town counsel, consulting engineer, Conservation Commission, and the School Depart- 
ment for the use of the Lakeview School.

During the year three water holes were reconditioned and placed into operating con- 
dition. The work on four more will be done which will use up the $3,000 appropriated 
for this purpose. The water holes worked on are: 


1. Middlesex Rd. 
2. Cummings Rd. 
3. Sherburne Ave. 


The Board strongly recommends the articles for an additional $3,000 to continue the 
work during the coming year. 

The fire fighters attended a 20-hour course sponsored by the Board of Fire Engineers, 
a CPR course and many men attended courses given by the Massachusetts Fire Fighters 
Academy. All courses were taken by your fire fighters on their own time at

no cost to the tax payers. There are very few departments in the town where training is 
done at no cost to you the tax payers. The Town fire fighters are to be commended for 
their effort, dedication and personal sacrifice in making your fire department one of the 
most respected departments in the area. 

The one acre of land on Chestnut Road has been cleared and now belongs to the 
Town for the purpose of constructing a fire station in the area of the town. During the 
year, the Board has been working to get federal funds for the construction of a fire sta- 
tion. An Article is being sponsored to authorize the Board of Fire Engineers to proceed 
with the construction if federal funds become available. The Board is requesting $6,600 
for architectural fees to proceed with plans for the construction of the station. These 
two articles are required for federal funds. Your continued support of the Fire Depart- 
ment is requested.

CHILD HEALTH PROGRAMS 


1. WELL CHILD CONFERENCES: 

These clinics provide high quality health supervision for a substantial number 
of children throughout our district. The subsequent referral of children iden- 
tified as having health problems to their family physicians underscores the 
primary role of a public health agency - prevention through early detection. Im- 
munizations against diptheria, tetanus, whooping cough, polio, measles, mumps 
and rubella were offered. Tuberculin testing and testing for lead levels in blood 
were also available in all Well Child Conferences. 

During 1976, 735 children made 1,319 visits at 140. Of these, 179 children were 
seen at 12 clinic visits in your town and 36 were tested for lead levels in blood. 


2. SCHOOL HEALTH: 

Immunization clinics were offered to schools in all of our member towns. In 
the Spring and Fall months clinics were held in all towns (except Harvard and 
Littleton which chose to provide their own immunization clinics) and the follow- 
ing immunizations were administered:

Nashoba also provided Mantoux testing material, and recording of the cer- 
tificates of employment for school personnel throughout the area. 


841 Mantoux tests were performed. 
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3. DENTAL HEALTH 
This unique program is in its 24th consecutive year at Nashoba and is sche- 
duled into the school programs throughout our sixteen (16) member towns. With 
the resignation of Mrs. Watson this June, we have welcomed a new Dental 
Hygienist, Miss Bernice Marcinkewicz of Shirley. She is a graduate of 
Westbrook College with an Associate Degree in Dental Hygiene. She has passed 
her Massachusetts Boards and is, of course, licensed to practice in this state. 
During the 1975-1976 school year, our three Dental Hygienists accomplished 
the following:

WELL-OLDSTER CLINICS 

Both the attendance and the content of the Well-Oldster Clinics have grown substan- 
tially during 1976. The percentage of referral to physicians has increased and many have 
been referred for care who have not seen a physician for years. 

Blood pressures, diabetic screening tests and screening for dental problems have been 
continued. 

Podiatrists have performed valuable services in many of the Well-Oldster Clinics and 
more will be available during 1977. 

In 1976 there was a total of 3,704 patient visits to Well-Oldster Clinics in all sixteen 
(16) member towns. 246 of these were in your town. 


MEDICAL-SOCIAL WORKER 

Mrs. Anderson has made 443 home visits and had 685 additional contacts with clients 
during 1976. She has attended 93 meetings including a weekly consultation meeting at 
The Nashoba Community Hospital (for which time Nashoba is reimbursed by the 
hospital). 

Mrs. Anderson’s work in the preventive area has increased as she has offered a 
workshop for Parents of Adolescents and consultation at Well-Child Conferences of- 
fering counselling services to young parents and in the discussion of problems of the 
elder citizens at Well-Oldster Conferences. 

Mrs. Anderson has also seen increased use of her social work services in our com- 
munities and by new staff nurses, especially for case discussion. 


RABIES CLINICS 

‘During May of 1976, a rabies preventive clinic was held in each of our sixteen (16) 
towns. We maintained our usual high attendance rate at these clinics and well over 2,000 
dogs were immunized. 

In your town 70 dogs were immunized. 


LABORATORY 

In 1976 Laboratory services continued to be expanded. For a modest fee chemical 
tests have been performed throughout all sixteen (16) member towns. Bacterial testing is 
performed free of charge as a public health service to owners of all private water sup- 
plies. 
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Our Laboratory technician is completing her student program and in July will be 
employed full time by Nashoba.

COMMUNITY NURSING 

The Nashoba Nursing Service continues with its dual role - first as a certified Home 
Health Agency in nine (9) of our member towns, and secondly as a nursing consultation 
resource for all sixteen (16) of our member towns. Mrs. Noreen Basque, Nursing Direc- 
tor and Mrs. Paula Brodie, Supervisor, have provided In-Service Education in a wide 
variety of subjects — including among others problem-oriented records, the role of the 
nurse in dealing with alcoholism, school age nutrition, testing blood levels of lead, and 
the expanded role of the public health nurse in Well Child Clinics. 

During 1976 very amicable and expeditious negotiations with the Massachusetts Nur- 
sing Association for the nurses employed by the Nashoba Nursing Service resulted in an 
agreement to all parties involved. 

In addition to the therapeutic services for which Nashoba contracts with outside 
agencies — such as physiotherapy and home health aides — this year marked an ex- 
perimental project through CETA of hiring a home health aide on the staff of the 
Nashoba Nursing Service. Until September of 1977 this aide will be financed by CETA 
and at the time we will absorb the expense by fees. Also, in 1976 the Nashoba Nursing 
Service hired its first Licensed Practical Nurse to augment the services of the public 
health nurse. Both innovations are working extremely well. 

All the nurses in the Nashoba area were actively involved in the flu immunization pro- 
gram this year. Nashoba served as an information and vaccine depot for all sixteen (16) 
towns. Over 4,000 doses were administered with only six (6) incidents of adverse reac- 
tions being reported. 

Your town public health nurse, Mrs. Karen Gould of the Nashoba Nursing Service, 
made 427 home visits for bedside nursing care; 88 home visits for maternity care; and 
383 visits for health promotion. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 

A considerable amount of time was spent by this department in reviewing the propos- 
ed changes in the Sanitary Code (known as Title V) governing sewage disposal which 
may become effective during 1977. Mr. Gerald Collins, Chief Sanitarian, was appointed 
by the Massachusetts Environmental Health Association to a state-wide study group on 
this matter, and a meeting for Nashoba Board members was held at which the entire 
department discussed these proposed changes. At this point in time, the new regulations 
have not passed into law. 

In addition to his restaurant and food store inspections, our food inspector respond- 
ed to numerous housing nuisance complaints. In the year ahead we anticipate an in- 
creasing emphasis on our food sanitation and laboratory programs. New forms and 
reporting methods relative to Title V, when and if it passed, will be developed. Storage 
space for old records presents an ever-increasing problem for this department and will, 
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undoubtedly, necessitate the development of filing storage cabinets in the building as a 
first priority in the near future.

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AMBULANCE STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of The Town of Tyngsborough: 


The Ambulance Study Committee held a meeting on January 13, 1977 with the inten- 
tion of providing an economical plan to supply ambulance service to the Town. Alter- 
natives available were as follows: town owned ambulance service, private vendor ser- 
vice, town owned ambulance service through Federal Funding or Regional ambulance 
service. 


As a result of the study it was found that privately owned service costs would be ex- 
horbitant due to State rules and regulations. The Federal funding program would rely 
heavily on the Town within a few years, and the Regional service would supply less 


coverage than the private vendor service. 


It was the recommendation of the Study Committee to continue with the present 
private vendor service.

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ANNUAL REPORT: 
NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission (NMAC) is the agency conducting com- 
prehensive regional planning created by the communities in Northern Middlesex County 
(Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, Pepperell, Tewksbury, 
Tyngsborough and Westford). Each member community is represented by a selectman 
(in Lowell’s case, a city councillor), a planning board member and an alternate named 
by the selectmen (Lowell’s alternate commissioner is designated by the City Manager). 

The NMAC commissioners provide local representation and as a group provide 
policy leadership and guidance to the NMAC staff, which is composed of professional 
planners and technicians. The Commission meets at its offices (usually monthly) located 
at 144 Merrimack Street, Lowell (phone 454-8021). The Commission’s meetings are 
open to the public. 

A summary account of the major areas in which NMAC has been involved in the past 
year and some of the more significant accomplishments are as follows: 

HOUSING 

One of the more significant efforts engaged in the housing field by NMAC staff dur- 
ing 1976 was the preparation of Housing Assistance Plans for the area’s communities. 
These involved the assessment of housing conditions, needs of elderly and lower-income 
families, community goals to meet those needs and prospective project locations. Such 
plans are a precondition to receiving community development block grants. 

Other areas of significant activity in the housing field in the past year included 
assistance to local housing authorities in their applications for housing assistance, a 
determination of the median price for purchase or rental of housing units in the region 
and the conducting of a housing survey of the area’s Spanish-speaking population. 
NMAC staff also completed a U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) comprehensive questionnaire on NMAC’s Housing Element, made up of hous- 
ing activities which this agency must carry on for continued funding of our comprehen- 
sive planning effort. Activities relating indirectly to housing by improving living en- 
vironments included the staff’s assistance in the preparation of applications for com- 
munity development block grant. The region was awarded last year a total of $214,000, 
$59,000 in excess of the $155,000 originally earmarked for the area. Tyngsborough 
received $70,000 in block grant funds for the first-phase acquisition of the former 
Marist Brothers property for elderly housing, recreational and conservation. Yet 
another activity was the preparation of population forecasts for area communities. 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 

Passage by Congress of the Public Works Employment Act of 1976 provided an op- 
portunity for all area towns to apply for funds to build needed public facilities. NMAC 
provided extensive assistance in preparing applications for these funds, completing en- 
vironmental assessments, supplying unemployment data and preparing background in- 
formation for distribution to each town on the Act itself. While no project in the area 
was funded by the original round of funding under the Act, it is generally expected that 
with an additional allocation likely to be authorized by Congress this year, there will be 
federal money forthcoming for some area projects during the coming year. 
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In 1976 the Commission completed an Overall Economic Development Plan for the 
Northern Middlesex Area. Through the Overall Economic Development Committee, 
NMAC is moving forward in its attempts to establish a regional business information 
center to service small businesses in the region. Finally, NMAC hopes to secure official 
designation as an Economic Development District in the near future. Such a designation 
would hopefully put the region in an advantageous position for receiving federal 
assistance for economic development projects. 


GROWTH POLICY 

Implementation of the Massachusetts Growth Policy Development Act process 
(Chapter 807) was initiated in the Northern Middlesex area during 1976. NMAC has 
been actively involved in this process in a variety of ways since its inception. The Com- 
mission reviewed and commented upon the original legislation and the draft question- 
naire and supplied technical assistance to local communities during the formation and 
deliberations of the Local Growth Policy Committees. NMAC then reviewed the Local 
Statements as they were completed and prepared a Regional Growth.Policy Report. The 
Regional Report summarizes the Local Statements, analyzes the cumulative effect of 
each community’s policies concerning growth and development, suggests an overall set 
of growth policies for the region and comments on past, present and future State 
development-related policies. The Regional Report was endorsed by NMAC in 
November, 1976 and sent to the Massachusetts Office of State Planning as required by 
the Act. 

The Commission hopes that the goals and policies suggested in both the Local and 
Regional Reports will be the basis for continuing discussion within the region and will 
lead to more effective growth and development-related decision making by all levels of 
government. NMAC during the next year plans to be involved with the local com- 
munities in carefully reviewing the State Growth Policy Report to insure that optimal 
consideration is given to the welfare of all the residents of the Northern Middlesex Area. 


HISTORIC PRESERVATION 

In 1976 the Commission was chosen by the Massachusetts Historical Commission to 
be the recipient of a grant to conduct a regional historical inventory. Ably assisted by 
the Historical Commissions from each town, NMAC has inventoried a total of 600-750 
structures, with plans to include 300 of those inventories in its final report. For the first 
time, sites and structures that have a regional significance have been inventoried and ex- 
tensive information and histories on each structure gathered. In addition to this inven- 
tory the Commission has provided assistance to member towns in identifying sources of 
funds for preservation activities and has assisted Pepperell in establishing its Historical 
Commission. 


WATER QUALITY 

The Northern Middlesex Area Commission has been designated as the planning agen- 
cy responsible for a wastewater management study for the Lowell metropolitan area 
under section 208 of the 1972 Water Pollution Control Act Amendments. Under this 
program, areas of urban industrial concentrations with existing or anticipated water 
quality problems qualify for 100%-funded grants from the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 
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NMAC has been actively engaged in the preparation of a plan for the region dealing 
with water quality and wastewater treatment. This is the first time that a study of all 
types of water quality problems have been addressed comprehensively within the Nor- 
thern Middlesex region. These water quality problems range from direct sources of 
pollution such as outfalls from sewers, treatment plants and storm drains, to indirect 
sources that eventually find their way into surface and groundwaters such as 
agricultural runoff, seepage from septic tanks and landfills, road salting, etc. 

NMAC staff and its consultants are in the process of completing the first phase of the 
study which defines the scope of these problems by inventorying and sampling the 
region’s pollution sources and its land use configurations, and by projecting future 
pollution loadings. The second phase will detail strategies for abating and controlling 
both direct and indirect sources through a variety of methods, from treatment plants to 
more effective land use planning. These alternatives will then be analyzed to determine 
the most cost-effective and efficient methods of attaining and maintaining clean ground 
and surface waters in the Northern Middlesex area. In 1977 NMAC staff will continue 
to conduct the case study it began in 1976 dealing with the effect of landfill on Flint’s 
Pond in Tyngsborough. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION 

Working with the towns of Pepperell, Dunstable and Tyngsborough, NMAC took 
part in a pilot Energy Conservation project funded by the Massachusetts Department of 
Community Affairs. The goal of this project was to reduce energy use and to develop 
energy conservation standards for municipally-owned buildings and schools, municipal 
vehicles and street lighting. Energy use in these towns was measured and the buildings 
surveyed to determine all energy-conserving changes that should be made in operations 
and also any capital investments that would reduce energy use. Energy savings from this 
program were estimated to be between 30% and 40% of total energy use. NMAC looks 
forward to working with other area communities in establishing this program and 
reducing their energy costs and energy use. 


TRANSPORTATION 

In the region’s transportation planning effort over the past year there were a number 
of notable accomplishments. Perhaps the most significant achievement was the comple- 
tion of the draft Transit Development Program (TDP), which sorts out the various tran- 
sit alternatives that are available to both those communities already served by some 
form of transit and also those towns which might choose to contract for transit services 
in the future. Completion of the TDP is a precondition to the Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority’s becoming eligible for federal assistance for capital improvements, such as 
the purchase of new buses, shelters, route signs and the like, and also for operating 
assistance. 

In a related effort, NMAC staff completed a study documenting the transportation 
needs of the area’s elderly and handicapped population. Possible solutions that would 
meet those needs were also outlined. 
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The region’s annual Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) was drawn up after 
consultation with local officials. The TIP documents the region’s present and an- 
ticipated transportation needs. The ‘‘annual element’’ of the TIP describes those 
highest priority transportation improvements (i.e. such diverse projects as intersection 
signalizations, highway improvements and purchase of transit equipment) eligible for 
federal and state financial assistance during the upcoming fiscal year. 

Other planning efforts included the continuation of work on the region’s Com- 
prehensive Transportation Study which involved continued consultation with the 
region’s Transportation Advisory Group composed of interested area officials and 
citizens; the continuation of planning assistance under contract with the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority; and the lending of technical assistance to local com- 
munities with respect to needed highway improvements. NMAC transportation staff 
continued planning work on the proposed Rte, 123. 


A-95 CLEARINGHOUSE . 

NMAC continued in 1976 to serve as the region’s A-95 clearinghouse. As such, all 
proposed federally-assisted projects were submitted during the application process to 
NMAC for review and comment. During the review process, special emphasis was plac- 
ed on how these proposed projects would impact regional plans and goals. In addition, 
NMAC invited interested parties to comment on each proposal so as to further 
strengthen the requests for the federal assistance. 

The total amount of federal funding requested for projects submitted to NMAC for 
A-95 review was $127,000,000. 


SOLID WASTE 

The Commission continued its efforts to find an environmentally sound and cost effi- 
cient long-range solution to solid waste problems in the area. In addition to maintaining 
an up-to-date data base, the Commission assisted both the North East Solid Waste 
Committee, the State Bureau of Solid Waste and other interested sponsors in evaluating 
sites for a disposal plant and transfer facilities, and technologies. Two conferences were 
held for local officials where the North East Solid Waste Committee’s program and that 
of the City of Lowell were aired. 


BUDGET 

Fiscal 1976 expenditures totalled $385,875, of which $292,122 went to staff and office 
costs and $93,753 for transportation and water quality consultants. To pay these costs, 
member communities were assessed $60,000 (Tyngsborough was assessed for $1,164 in 
1976). The balance was paid under contracts with the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD), the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, the U.S. 
Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) via the Mass. Department of Public Works 
(DPW), Council on Aging Bus, Inc. (CAB),* Lowell Regional Transit Authority 
(LRTA), the Urban Mass Transportation Administration (UMTA), and the Lowell City 
Development Authority (CDA). A graphic analysis of the sources for funding on a 
percentage basis is as follows:

PROSPECTS 

The Commission expects to make substantial advances for areawide planning in the 
coming year. 

The two year water quality project will result in plans an programs for facilities and 
policies to implement nation water quality standards in the area. A comprehensive 
transportation plan will be proposed for adoption. An areawide housing opportunity 
plan will be advanced for local concurrence. These efforts, coupled with the statewide 
growth policy report should provide a firm sense of direction for the region.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Voters of Tyngsborough, 

This year the Finance Committee has had a challenging task to produce a recom- 
mended budget which it hopes will reflect conservatism and an acceptable tax rate. Of 
particular concern was the inflationary effects of the uncertain national economy, 
energy situation and the severe winter season from which we are just now emerging. 

The Finance Committee has spent numerous hours reviewing the departmental 
budget submissions and conducting inquiries to obtain additional information when a 
particular proposal was not clearly understood. Additionally some members found time 
to attend budget sessions held by the Tyngsborough School Committee and the Greater 
Lowell Regional Vocational School Committee when schedules did not conflict. As a 
result of the meetings attended and inquiries conducted, it appears some changes should 
be considered. Therefore the Committee recommends Town Management to: 

1. Develop an improved budget submission format which would provide the 
Committee with a summary of expenditures for the operations and/or services 
provided by the requesting department. 

2. Consider establishment of a personnel board to develop position descriptions and 
wage schedules for certain town employees. 

3. Consider possible consolidation of some departments to provide better utilization 
of town resources. 

The Committee intends to pursue the above recommendations with the Board of 
Selectmen during the next fiscal year to determine if benefits to the Town are to be gain- 
ed. 

A most significant item affecting budget increases involved salaries and wages. The 
Committee has no control over negotiated settlements involving police, highway and 
school department salaries and wages. For others, as in the past, a policy was adopted 
using 5.5% as a guideline to limit recommended increases. Fortunately most depart- 
ments used this guideline prior to submitting their proposed budgets, therefore few 
reductions were effected. 

In closing this report, the Committee wishes to thank the Board of Selectmen and all 
the various Town Department Heads for the cooperation and assistance in the develop- 
ment of the recommended budget delineated in Article 7.

SECTION 7. SANITARY LANDFILLS 


1. The Town shall restrict the operation of sanitary landfills, any extensions 
thereof and any future sanitary landfills in the Town of Tyngsborough to the dumping 
or depositing of only that waste or refuse which originates from within and is not 
transported from outside the boundaries of the Town of Tyngsborough; provided, 
however, that this restriction shall not apply to presently existing sanitary landfills 
operated in accordance with any By-Law of the Town of Tyngsborough, the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the laws of the United States, and the regulations 
promulgated under said laws for the disposal of solid waste. 
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2. No sanitary landfill or any extension thereof operated within the Town of 
Tyngsborough shall be allowed to dump, deposit, dispose of or transport into the Town 
of Tyngsborough any hazardous chemical, biological and radiological wastes, toxic 
metals and plating wastes or waste oils. 


3. Any violation of any By-Law of the Town of Tyngsborough whether presently 
in effect or adopted hereafter, as relates to and is applicable to the operation of sanitary 
landfills shall be punishable by a fine of $100.00 for each violation. Each day, or a por- 
tion of a day, that any such violation occurs or continues without abatement after 
notice of such violation or alleged violation given by the Board of Health for the Town 
of Tyngsborough to the record owner of the land upon which a sanitary landfill is being 
operated by registered mail shall constitute a separate violation. 


The Board of Health shall take such actions, legal or equitable, to restrain and en- 
join such violations and shall file actions in the appropriate Court or Courts to enforce 
Collection of the penalties provided for such violations as set forth above; further, that 
the remedies available to the Town of Tyngsborough by virtue of this By-Law shall not 
be exclusive and this By-Law is not meant or intended to be in lieu of all applicable pro- 
visions of law as relate to sanitary landfills, including but not limited to the provisions 
of Chapter 111, Section 150A, as amended, of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 


4. No dumping or landfill operation within the Town of Tyngsborough shall con- 
tinue beyond ninety (90) days from the date of adoption of this Article until and unless 
there has been posted with the Town of Tyngsborough a surety bond or cash bond ina 
penal sum equivalent to $10,000.00 per acre of landfill operation to assure compliance 
with and the performance of a contract between the owner of such landfill operation 
and the Town of Tyngsborough by which the owner of said landfill shall covenant and 
agree that, within one year from the cessation of such operations on each such acre of 
landfill, the surface of the ground will be graded, loamed, seeded, reforested and 
replanted in accordance with the standards established for the same by regulations pro- 
mulgated pursuant to the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, from time to 
time, for the Disposal of Solid Wastes for Sanitary Landfills. 


5. Any provision of Paragraphs | through 4 hereof which shall be held invalid or 
unconstitutional as adopted shall not invalidate the remaining provisions of such 
Paragraphs and the same shall remain in full force and effect.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


A major organizational change took place during 1976: the School Committee’s 
membership was increased from 6 to 7 members. This appears to be working well as it 
gives greater representation for the Townspeople. 


Your Committee has tried to look objectively at all facets of the educational spectrum 
both financial and educational. The School Committee establishes educational and 
financial policy, and it is the responsibility of the Superintendent to see that it is carried 
out. All policy changes are based on sound evaluation. The two major educational 
policy changes voted during 1976 were the elimination of the Individualized 
Mathematics System as a basic program for the teaching of mathematics in grades 4 
through 6, and the vote to initiate the Open Court Correlated Language Arts Program 
in grade one. 


Your Committee meets twice monthly; the first meeting is devoted primarily to items 
related to the running of the educational system, and the second meeting with educa- 
tional issues such as meetings with and reports from the elementary and secondary Ad- 
ministrators, Department Heads, Director of Pupil-Personnel Services, and various 
groups of teachers from within the system. In this way, the Committee is kept up-to- 
date on all educational matters and has an opportunity to question and relate with the 
staff. 


The Committee tries to keep its fingers on the pulse of the community with regard to 
their wants and needs. You, as parents and Townspeople, are encouraged by the Com- 
mittee to visit your schools and to contact the Administrators and the Superintendent 
for any information you may need, or suggestions or complaints that you may have. 


I feel we have had a successful year and that our educational system is a good one and 
is continually striving to meet the needs of all the students. 


| would like to express my gratitude to my fellow members of the School Committee 
for their untiring efforts on behalf of the school children of Tyngsborough. I would also 
like to express the thanks of the School Committee to the school staff for their continual 


interest in helping to provide an outstanding educational program in the Tyngsborough 
schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


1976 was certainly a busy year! A number of changes were initiated in the educational 
program that will, undoubtedly, have a lasting and beneficial effect on the education of 
the students. 


In the Spring of the year, the School Committee, after carefully studying the report of 
an appointed sub-committee, voted to discontinue the use of the Individualized 
Mathematics System as a basic program for the teaching of mathematics in grades 4 
through 6. In compliance with this vote, a new correlated K through 6 math program 
was initiated to begin in the Fall of 1976. This will continue into the 7th grade in the Fall 
of 1977, and in the 8th grade in the Fall of 1978 providing a systematic approach for 
grades K through 8. Also, in the Fall of 1976, the Open Court Correlated Language Arts 
Program was initiated in Grade | after a successful introduction in Kindergarten the 
previous year. This program begins in the first grade with the Foundation Program: an 
extensive phonics program which enables children to read and blend the sounds and 
spellings of English by the half year. First graders read classic children’s poetry and 
prose, and write independently by the end of the first year. The Foundation Program is 
followed in grades 2 through 6 with a series of Basic Readers that offer selections of 
unusually high literary quality. This has proven very successful to date and will be’con- 
tinued in grade 2 for the 77/78 school year, and each grade thereafter until a unified 
program is established for grades K through 6. This will aid in correlating listening, 
speaking, spelling, grammar, and composition. 


A Federal Grant of $55,500. for the purchase of Graphic Arts equipment has added a 
new dimension to our High School program. The Graphic Communications courses got 
under way in December and are located in the area formerly occupied by the 
Superintendent of Schools at the High School. 


Perhaps the major non-educational thing that happened during 1976 was the closing 
of the Tyngsborough Bridge. This posed many problems transportation-wise as well as 
financial. It was, indeed, a happy day, I’m sure, for all when we were able to cross the 
Merrimack once again in the Town of Tyngsborough. 


We are progressing satisfactorily in providing a quality education for our special 
needs students. A second Resource Room was established at the High School in the Fall 
of 1976 thus giving us a total of four throughout the system. 


At the elementary level during 1977, a concentrated effort will be made to improve 
the Social Studies and Science Programs. Once this is accomplished a basic curriculum 
will be in good shape, and then we can start polishing the rough edges.

The High School curriculum is continually going through a process of evaluation; 
courses are being added and dropped depending upon the needs of the students. 


Parents are becoming more involved in the activities of the schools, and I would en- 
courage each and everyone of you to visit and question us about what is happening 
educationally in your schools. The Superintendent, administrators, teachers, and other 
employees of the school district are working to the best of their ability to provide the 
youngsters with the best background possible to meet their future goals and objectives. 


I would like to thank the School Committee, the employees of the School Depart- 


ment, and the Townspeople, for their continued interest in education, and for their 
dedication to provide the best education possible for the children of Tyngsborough.

thereof and any future sanitary landfills in the Town of Tyngsborough to the 
dumping or depositing of only that waste or refuse which Originates from within 
and is not transported from outside the boundaries of the Town of Tyngsborough; 
provided, however, that this restriction shall not apply to presently existing 
sanitary landfills operated in accordance with any By-Law of the Town of 
Tyngsborough, the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the laws of the 
United States, and the regulations promulgated under said laws for the disposal of 
solid waste. 


2. No sanitary landfill or any extension thereof operated within the Town of 
Tyngsborough shall be allowed to dump, deposit, dispose of or transport into the 
Town of Tyngsborough any hazardous chemical, biological and radiological 
wastes, toxic metals and plating wastes or waste oils. 


3. Any violation of any By-Law of the Town of Tyngsborough whether 
presently in effect or adopted hereafter, as relates to and is applicable to the opera- 
tion of sanitary landfills shall be punishable by a fine of $100.00 for each viola- 
tion. Each day, or a portion of a day, that any such violation occurs or continues 
without abatement after notice of such violation or alleged violation given by the 
Board of Health for the Town of Tyngsborough to the record owner of the land 


upon which a sanitary landfill is being operated by registered mail shall constitute 
a separate violation. 
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The Board of Health shall take such actions, legal or equitable, to restrain 
and enjoin such violations and shall file actions in the appropriate Court or Courts 
to enforce Collection of the penalties provided for such violations as set forth 
above; further, that the remedies available to the Town of Tyngsborough by virtue 
of this By-Law shall not be exclusive and this By-Law is not meant or intended to 
be in lieu of all applicable provisions of law as relate to sanitary landfills, including 
but not limited to the provisions of Chapter III, Section 150A, as amended, of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts. 


4. No dumping or landfill operation within the Town of Tyngsborough shall 
continue beyond ninety (90) days from the date of adoption of this Article until 
and unless there has been posted with the Town of Tyngsborough a surety bond or 
cash bond in a penal sum equivalent to $10,000.00 per acre of landfill operation to 
assure compliance with and the performance of a contract between the owner of 
such landfill operation and the Town of Tyngsborough by which the owner of said 
landfill shall covenant and agree that, within one year from the cessation of such 
operations on each such acre of landfill, the surface of the ground will be graded, 
loamed, seeded, reforested and replanted in accordance with the standards 
established for the same by regulations promulgated pursuant to the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, from time to time, for the Disposal of Solid 
Wastes for Sanitary Landfills. 


5. Any provision of Paragraphs | through 4 hereof which shall be held invalid 
or unconstitutional as adopted shall not invalidate the remaining provisions of 
such Paragraphs and the same shall remain in full force and effect. 


Or take any action in relation thereto.

Town therefor, provided, however, that the amount hereinbefore authorized to be 
borrowed shall be reduced by the amount of any Federal or State aid received for 
the foregoing purposes prior to the sale of said bonds or notes, and that the Select- 
men are hereby authorized to apply for and accept any and all grants of Federal 
and State aid that may be available in connection with the foregeing project.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 
We hereby submit our report for the year 1977. 


An organizational meeting was held in May after the annual elections and a new 
member, Mr. Roland A. Tourville, was welcomed. The first order of business was elec- 
ting a new chairman, Mr. Richard E. Lorman. A general discussion of town problems 
was held to bring the new selectman up to date. 


In our continuing effort to get all departments involved and keep everyone abreast of 
the Town needs, we held quarterly Interdepartmental meetings. As generally is the case. 
we received excellent cooperation from all departments. There were representatives 
from nearly every department and an excellent interchange of ideas and future plans en- 
sued. We look forward to this continuing to be one of the stabilizing influences in the 
growth and development of the Town. 


In June, the Board of Fire Engineers, with the help of the Board of Selectmen, filed 
an application for an E.D.A. grant for the construction of a new fire station on 
Chestnut Road. In August, the Boards were notified of approval and the station is now 
under construction. 


Mr. David Naparstek of Nashoba Associated Board of Health met with this Board to 
introduce himself as the new Associate Director of Nashoba and to state that he and his 
office will be available at all times to assist the local Board of Health. A new state 
regulation. Title V, which extends the testing period, has been adopted by the Town of 
Tyngsborough. 


Construction of Phase 1 sewerage has been delayed pending completion dates for 
Dracut and Lowell, specifically the Lowell treatment plant. 


A letter of resignation was received from Mrs. Linda Murray, Selectmen’s Secretary, 
_ effective September 2, 1977. The Board called for applications and interviews were 
held. Mrs. Gina Beaudoin was appointed and started serving this office in late August. 


Under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, and supervised by Mr. Norman 
Dupuis, The C.E.T.A. employees worked diligently to make improvements at the town 
beach, Littlefield Library, tennis court, fire stations, town hall, and schools. They also 
improved many unsightly areas throughout the town. 


An appraisal of the Marist Brothers’ property was made. Many sessions were held 
with Mr. Jerome Goldhammer (negotiator), this Board and the Housing Authority con- 
cerning the purchase of this property. At a special town meeting held on November 15, 
1977, an article was submitted for the funding of plans for the development and pur- 
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chase of the property. The motion was defeated. This same article is being re-submitted 
at the annual town meeting. 


Regular meetings of the Board of Selectmen are held on Monday evenings at 8:00 
p.m. These meetings are open to the public. The Selectmen’s office is open Monday 
through Friday from 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon and from 1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. for 
anyone having business with the Board. 


In preparing this report, we have listed only a few things that we feel to be of interest 
to the townspeople. This Board acted in what it felt was the best interest of 
Tyngsborough at all times. 


We extend our sincere thanks to all those who have served on committees and boards 
with us over the past year and to all the town employees, a dedicated group of people 
who have made our job easier and more effective.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGEING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough 


The Council on Ageing takes most seriously its obligation to enrich and improve 
the quality of life of the senior citizens of this Town, and to take full advantage of any 
and all federal, state and local funding available. 


In place for approximately two years, under the federally funded Title VII Nutri-. 
tional Program, our seniors are provided with a well balanced noon meal, five days a 
week, year round at the Community Center. We have expanded this program to include 
‘‘Meals on Wheels’? (MOW). This plan provides the transportation necessary to deliver 
meals to the homes of our shut-ins, as well as to provide special diets for our heart and 
diabetic patients. These services were previously unavailable under Title VII. 


The MOW program relieves our mini bus and driver of this responsibility, freeing it 
for the ever expanding mileage necessary to transport our elderly. This portal to portal 
service is indispensible, especially in this rural community which lacks public transpor- 
tation. 


To abolish the sense of isolation which occurs with advancing age, the Council en- 
courages the seniors to come to the Center to meet new people and to renew old friend- 
ships. Hopefully, the programs are sufficiently varied to permit ‘‘something for 
everyone’’. Mondays, between 10:00 and 11:00 A.M. a dancing class is in full swing: a 
real fun group with therapeutic value. Mondays, after lunch, an Arts and Crafts group 
meets. Skills are attained, swapped and expanded; the materials are funded through the 
Council. Unless cancelled for an emergency call, the minibus is scheduled for a trip toa 
nearby ‘‘plaza’’, one which encompasses a food market, laundromat, and a retail store 
so that most shopping needs are met. This trip is scheduled for Tuesday afternoons. 
Wednesdays, the second and fourth of every month, the Senior Citizen’s Club meets at 
1:30 P.M. The third Wednesday is set aside for the Well Oldster Clinic, to assure the 
continued well-being of this group. Thursdays at 1:30 P.M., the ‘‘Tyngsboro 
Bombers’’ are off on a bus provided by Brunswick Lanes, for an afternoon of bowling. 
Friday afternoons are devoted to ‘‘Plastercraft’’, an art similar to ceramics but far less 
expensive. The instruction and materials are free of charge, funded through a grant ob- 
tained by the Council. 


The Council on Ageing also obtained a grant of $1900 to replace the furnace at the 
Community Center. 


In addition to providing information, referral and advocacy in the areas of Social 
Security, S.S.I., Medicare, Medicaid, food stamps and the numerous other federal pro- 
grams, assistance was provided to file for real estate tax abatements and income tax 
statements. 


For the first time, a para-legal was at the Community Center to do ‘‘Wills’’ for the 
elderly free of charge.

“Energy grants’’ were provided to many of our low-income aged. They were given 
a $250.00 credit with their supplier for heating fuel, a necessary but expensive commodi- 
ty. ; 

For the more active seniors, part-time jobs are available. ‘‘Foster-Grandparents”’ 
assist the school systems with their special children. ‘‘Friendly Visitors’’ visit our 
isolated and ill seniors. For those who prefer it, there is a less demanding Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program, ‘‘RSVP’’. They volunteer a specific amount of time on a regular 
basis to hospitals, nursing homes, libraries, museums, and other non-profit organiza- 
tions. 

Tyngsborough is a member of Elder Services of the Merrimack Valley, a state 
funded corporation that operates on a local match. We have had more than our share 
returned in homemaker, chore and health aide services to our elderly who would, 
without these services, be institutionalized. 

Many trips have been planned and funded through the Council, some of them in- 
clude a Foliage trip up the Mohawk Trail, a visit to Quincy Market, an organ concert 
and tour of Hammond Castle in Gloucester, and a Christmas shopping expedition to 
the new Mall in Manchester. 

The Christmas Party, at the beautifully decorated Speare House, was the big event 
of the year. Over 100 seniors were served a full course dinner, were visited by St. Nick 
complete with his bag of gifts, and danced till late afternoon. A day to remember. 

The Council on Ageing, ever mindful of the seniors who cannot take advantage of 
these programs because of their physical condition, those who are shut-ins, at home, in 
hospitals and nursing homes, are remembered with special gifts four times a year at 
specific holidays to attest that they are not forgotten. 

The Council, concerned with the financial plight of the elderly on fixed incomes, 
worked as advocate. to support and initiate legislation at the state and federal levels. 

Allin all, a most productive year.

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REPORT OF THE TYNGSBOROUGH HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 

The Commission has been very active in the year 1977 and has completed many of 
our objectives. Regular meetings are held the second Tuesday of every month at 7:30 
P.M. in the Town Hall. 

Early in the year we were deeply involved in preparing the background material for 
submitting the Tyng House as a candidate for the National Register of Historic Places. 
The nomination form and an acquisition application were submitted. 

As aresult of our survey of historical buildings and sites, seventeen of our prepared 
forms were accepted by the Northern Middlesex Area Commission for a publication of 
historical assets of the area towns. 

A unique part of our survey was the study of local cemeteries in regard to historic 
grave sites and tomb stones. Precise measurements were taken and old carvings and in- 
scriptions were copied. Much valuable historical information has been recorded as a 
result of this study. ‘ 

The Tyng House was accepted to the National Register in September of 1977 and in 
November, members of the Commission devoted a considerable amount of time in 
planning and then conducting guided tours of the Tyng House in conjunction with the 
open house at the Marist Brothers school. 

Just prior to the Tyng House tour we were fortunate to acquire the services of 
James Magarian, as historical researcher through the CETA program. Through his ef- 
forts a number of valuable projects have been completed. These projects included the 
extensive copying of the Tyngsborough — Dunstable Historical Society’s documents, 
a color coded map of the town showing growth by age and location of buildings and the 
preparation of notes on the Tyng House and the Brinley Mansion. 

Late in 1977 the Commission was informed that consideration was being given to 
the destruction of the Brinley Mansion by its owners. The Commission moved im- 
mediately to attempt to preserve the mansion and conducted many meetings searching 
for alternative solutions. After consulting the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
and other preservation organizations an alternative proposal and funding prospects 
were presented to the Notre Dame Academy Board of Directors. 

All this was to no avail. Early February 1978 saw the destruction of the Brinley 
Mansion. 

The Historical Commission is determined that, in the future, there will be no such 
needless destruction of valuable historical assets in the town. We ask the support of all 
citizens in our preservation efforts.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD FOR 1977 


To the Board of Selectmen and The Citizens of Tyngsborough: 

The following is a report of the activities of the Planning Board for the year 1977. 

Regular meetings were held on the first Thursday of each month (except July and 
August) at the Lakeview School. During 1978 the meeting place will be changed from 
Lakeview School to the Town Hall. Notices to this effect have been posted at the 
regular, designated locations. We also met with the Selectmen on various occasions, and 
hearings were held when needed. All other normal duties of the Planning Board were 
carried out, including the approval of plans that did not come under subdivision control 
regulation. In cases where information was requested from the Planning Board, it was 
supplied either in person, by mail, or by telephone to the person making the inquiry. 

The Planning Board is made up of five members who meet each month along with a 
consulting engineer. Very seldom is one of the members absent from a meeting. All are 
consistently present to handle any of the Planning Board business that may occur. 

As in the past, the availability of a professional engineer has been very helpful to the 
Planning Board in carrying out its policies and zoning by-laws, and it is our feeling that 
his services continue to be very beneficial to the town. 

Tyngsborough does not escape the effects of our fast moving world and its changing 
methods of life in our present society. Rules and regulations have to be created and up- 
dated to the present standards of living. This year there will be a big change in the Zon- 
ing regulations due to the enactment of Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975, the Zoning 
Act, which creates a new Chapter 40A of the Massachusetts General Laws. The new law 
is designed to simplify and improve municipal zoning administration in the Com- 
monwealth. Before adoption of these proposed amendments we are presently reviewing 
them with the town counsel to be certain that none of our zoning ordinances or by-laws 
conflicts with any of the mandatory or optional requirements. If any such conflicts 
exist, corrective amendments or deletions must be adopted. This process is currently 
underway in all cities and towns in the Commonwealth. All zoning ordinances and by- 
laws must conform with the provisions of the New Zoning Act by June 30, 1978. 

During 1977 the demand for copies of the Zoning By-Laws and Town Maps was so 
great that we had the Zoning By-Law booklet reprinted and updated to include all by- 
laws and amendments through June 1977. Prior to this, the last update of the by-laws 
and amendments took place in November 1973. 

We, like other town departments, have economy in mind as one of the foremost 
things to think about in the operation of our department, and we base our budget re- 
quest on last year’s operating expenses plus some unforeseen demands that we might be 
faced with. However, we will be at the town meeting and will be willing to answer any 
questions in regard to our appropriation request. 

The members of the Planning Board would like to thank each citizen of the town who 
has cooperated and aided us in any way during the past year, the selectmen, town clerk, 
town counsel. consulting engineer, Conservation Commission, and the School Depart- 
ment for the use of the Lakeview School.

The Well Oldster Clinic is held on the third Wednesday of every month at 1:30 P.M. 

The Senior Citizen’s Club holds their meeting on the second and fourth Wednesday 
of the month at 1:30 P.M. 

A Girl Scout Troop holds a meeting at the Center every Tuesday afternoon after 
school. 

The Council on Ageing meets at the Center on the second Tuesday of the month at 
7:30 P.M. 

The Building Committee meets at the Center on the third Tuesday of the month at 
7:30 P.M. 

The Conservation Committee meets on the first Monday of every month at 7:30 P.M. 
(if holiday-the second Monday)

Work on water holes continued during the year with the installation of two dry 
hydrants in the center of town for the protection of the Winslow School Library, Town 
Hall and the two churches as well as all the other buildings in this area. The Board 
would like to suggest that an additional $3,000 be appropriated to continue this type of 
work throughout the Town.

Work has been started on the Chestnut Road fire station. This building is being built 
with Federal funds. The construction of this station will cover the Town so that all 
Town properties will be within the 3-mile limit from any fire station so that the Town 
property owners can get the best possible insurance rates. Completion of this construc- 
tion is estimated to be at the end of April, 1978. 


The Board of Fire Engineers will be requesting funds for the purchase of a new 
engine. This will ensure the continued replacement of the front line equipment on a 
regular basis. Your support is requested so that reliable equipment can respond to all 
your emergency calls. 


The Fire Department requests the continuing support from the Town’s people.

Prevention has been the primary focus of the Nashoba Associated Boards of Health 
during its 47 years of service to area towns. Nashoba’s efforts, in its early years, were 
aimed at preventing the spread of communicable diseases from person to person and 
through the environment. In more recent years, Nashoba has continued its work in con- 
trolling communicable diseases; however, it has expanded that focus to include pre- 
venting such problems as environmental degradation, dental decay, premature institu- 
tionalization in nursing homes, disease or disability from chronic illness, and social 
breakdowns of families and individuals. 

Nashoba’s services are available to all residents of the sixteen member towns. In addi- 
tion to summarizing Nashoba’s activities during 1977, this report will emphasize the ser- 
vices available to you and how to obtain them. 

CHILD HEALTH SERVICES 

1. Well Child Conferences 

Well Child Conferences are held regularly in each town. A pediatrician examines in- 
fants and preschool children and provides needed immunizations. Any detected health 
problems are referred to the family’s physician. These references are coordinated by the 
town’s community health nurse and appointments can be made through her by calling 
772-3336. 

In 1977, 178 conferences were held and 519 children made 1255 visits. In your town 
the Well Child Conferences were combined with Dunstable. 

2. School Health 

Great nationwide emphasis is being placed on the immunization of school children. 
In Massachusetts, the Commissioner of Education directed all superintendents to ex- 
clude any children not properly immunized from entering school. Nashoba offered 
assistance to its towns in meeting the resulting demand. All schools offer immunization 
clinics in the early Fall. Participation is coordinated by the school nurse.

3. Dental Health 

The school based topical fluoride program serves as an excellent example of effective 
prevention. Fluoride treatments have been shown to reduce dental caries in children by 
forty percent. Nashoba’s fluoride program is offered to all school children in grades 2, 
5, and 8. In addition, a dental screening and education program is provided to 
kindergarten children in order to promote the importance of dental health at the earliest 
possible age. The education program is reinforced in grades 2 and 4. All children at- 
tending public schools in the Nashoba District are encouraged to participate in this fine 
program. Parents are notified of the program through school officials.

WELL ADULT AND OLDSTER CLINICS 

Any resident over the age of 60 is eligible to participate in the Well Oldster Clinics 
held in the Nashoba towns. These clinics offer blood pressure measurement, diabetic 
and dental screening, and when available podiatric and glaucoma screening. The 
philosophy of the Well Oldster Clinic, like the Well Child Clinic, is to detect health 
problems at their earliest possible stages, when treatment is most effective. The clinics 
held in your town are publicized in local newspapers. Your Community Health Nurse 
can provide complete information. 

A pilot program was begun in the Fall of 1977 to offer blood pressure and diabetic 
screening to high risk adults. These Well Adult Clinics serve as resource for adults who 
require periodic monitoring of blood pressure or blood sugar. Many participants are 
referred to these clinics by their private physicians.

MEDICAL-SOCIAL WORK SERVICES 

The Medical-Social Worker serves as an information and referral resource for the six- 
teen towns. She serves as a consultant to all School and Community Health Nurses for 
coordinating community resources. She also intervenes in crisis situations in cases of 
family breakup, abuse, and behavior problems. 

The role of the Medical-Social Worker is to help individuals or families in need iden- 
tify available community resources. She also aids people in understanding the health 
care system and how to use it. One of her most important functions is to help an in- 
dividual identify his own strengths that can be used to overcome a problem. 

Mrs. Anderson, Nashoba’s Medical-Social Worker, usually receives referrals from 
area physicians, nurses, and social service agencies. She can be reached at the Nashoba 
Health Center in Ayer. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH NURSING 

The Nursing Division of Nashoba provides professional consultation and assistance 
to the sixteen member towns. The Nashoba Nurses assist in the school and in influenza 
immunization programs. They offer school and town nurses assistance in meeting state 
reporting and epidemiology requirements for communicable diseases, such as tuber- 
culosis, hepatitis, and salmonella. 
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During 1977, the Nursing Division offered seven in-service training programs for 
school and community nurses. These included: Community Assessment, Social Security 
Benefits, Home Care in the Community, Television Violence. Geriatric Medicine. 
Hypertension screening, and Red Cross First Aid. They also participated in various 
health fairs held in the District. 


NASHOBA NURSING SERVICE 


The Nashoba Nursing Service is a Certified Home Health Agency. This designation 
allows the Nursing Service to provide services which are covered by third party insurors, 
such as Medicare, Medicaid, and Blue Cross. The services offered include therapeutic 
nursing, physical therapy and home health aide assistance. The primary goal of home 
health care is to assist patients in maintaining the highest possible degree of in- 
dependence. 


The Nashoba Nursing Service offers therapeutic home health services in 14 Nashoba 
Towns. In addition, it provides health promotion services in 10 towns. Examples of 
health promotion activities include assistance to mothers of newborns, to the elderly 
with chronic illnesses, communicable disease epidemiology, and clinics. 


In July of 1977, the Lunenburg Nursing Service joined Nashoba. The Nursing Service 
also entered into an agreement with the Montachusett Home Care Corporation in Oc- 
tober that provided financial coverage for medically indigent patients over 60. The Nur- 
sing Service statistics for 1977 are:

ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH 


Two major regulation changes that went into effect in 1977 had a significant impact 
on the Division of Environmental Health. The first was the revision of Article 2 of the 
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State Sanitary Code ~ the standards for housing. This revision creates more stringent 
standards for housing to protect the health, safety, and well-being of occupants and re- 
quires corrective action on violations in a prescribed, short period of time. 


The second major change was the institution of Title 5 of the State Environmental 
Code - the regulations covering subsurface sewage disposal (septic tank systems). The 
impact of this new regulation is significant in the Nashoba District, since it is an area of 
rapid growth and development. Title 5 upgrades the previous design requirements for a 
subsurface sewage disposal system. As a result, the time and cost involved in obtaining a 
sewage disposal permit are increased. In the case of some lots, it precludes development 
entirely. 


Nashoba’s other environmental health activities include inspecting the District’s food 
service establishments, schools, nursing homes, recreational and farm labor camps, 
bathing beaches, swimming pools and nuisance conditions. Environmental Health 
assistance can be obtained by calling 772-3338.

PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY 


The Safe Drinking Water Act was enacted 1977, requiring all public water supplies to 
be tested monthly. The Nashoba Laboratory has been approved by the state to perform 
these tests. In addition, the Laboratory will perform bacteriological and chemical 
analyses of private wells.

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NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is a public, comprehensive regional plan- 
ning agency created under state legislation by its nine member city and towns. The Com- 
mission’s planning recommendations are strictly advisory. The Commission meets mon- 
thly, usually on the third Wednesday evening. The public is welcomed and invited to at- 
tend. 


Major planning programs and progress in the past year included the following: 


1. Housing. Major progress was made toward adoption of an Areawide Housing 
Opportunity Plan under Federal guidelines, which if implemented locally, will help to 
solve documented housing needs now present in every community and provide added 
Federal Funding to do so. All housing planning has been undertaken with an advisory 
committee including Housing Authorities, builders, tenants, bankers and minorities. 


2. Economic Development. An updated Overalll Economic Development Plan was 
prepared in conjunction with a locally representative advisory committee. The Plan sets 
out statistics on the area’s economic condition and characteristics, and enumerates ma- 
jor project progress and proposals. The document serves to maintain governmental and 
business eligibility for U.S. Economic Development Administration grants and loans. 


3. Transportation. The Commission, in cooperation with the Lowell Regional Tran- 
sit Authority, the State Department of Public Works, and the State Executive Office of 
Transportation and Construction, maintains a comprehensive transportation planning 
program for the area. 


The planning process is based upon policies which prefer low cost management im- 
provements to increase existing roadway capacity, recommending new construction on- 
ly when unavoidable, and selective public and paratransit improvements. 


Specific improvement recommendations have been enumerated for State and Federal 
consideration and funding. A locally representative transportation advisory committee 
advises on transportation policies, priorities and needs. 


4. Environment. Several program areas aimed at improving the quality of life and 
the physical and manmade environment of the region have been undertaken by the 
Commission as follows: 


a. Water Quality. The Commission has continued its efforts to design a cost- 
efficient and effective plan and program to meet Federal 1985 clean water goals. Detail- 
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ed recommendations for sewage collection and treatment. definition of areas best suited 
for septic tank operation, and measures for the disposal of septage and sludge are being 
prepared. All studies and recommendations have been reviewed by an advisory commit- 
tee of local health, sewer, public works, and planning boards. 


b. Historic Planning. Working with local historic commissions and interests, the 
Northern Middlesex Area Commission published a report on regionally significant 
historic assets and is following up with plans and programs to better preserve those 
assets. 


c. Water Supply. Recommendations for protection and improvement of aquifers, 
which are essential to all groundwater supplies are being prepared. The Commission 
supports an improved and enlarged city water plant which could be an important sup- 
plement to groundwater supplies while serving as an important advantage for the City. 


d. Solid Waste Disposal. Commission studies have indicated there is great poten- 
tial for a cost efficient, energy saving, long-term areawide solution to solid waste 
disposal problems and recommends that every community join the deliberations of the 
Northeast Solid Waste Committee. Membership cost is nominal and participation will 
help assure each community that, if implemented, the regional program will best meet 
its particular needs. 


e. Open Space and Recreation. The Commission continues to cooperate with local 
and state efforts to acquire, develop and improve open space and recreation op- 
portunities in the area. 


5. Comprehensive Planning. It is the Commission’s major responsibility to assure 
that its plans are based upon full recognition of all relevant significant social, economic 
and physical considerations. 


a. Land Use. The major theme of the land use plan now before the Commission 
and local boards is the effective and efficient accomodation of anticipated future 
growth in the region. The plan contains recommendations to intensify development in 
those areas which will best accomodate new growth at minimum municipal expense, and 
to reduce the intensity of development in those areas which cannot adequately support 
development and thus will tend to increase municipal costs. 


b. Growth Indicators. The Commission has completed an evaluation of popula- 
tion and economic potentials in order to anticipate growth development pressures upon 
the region and each community. 


c. Growth Policy. The Commission participated in the Massachusetts Growth 
Policy Development Act and filed a Growth Policy Report with the Commonwealth. 
One Key proposal for this region is the Lowell Urban Cultural National Park. This 
undertaking is comprehensive in nature and will benefit the economy of the region while 
focusing the area’s growth policy. The Commission supports the proposal and en- 
courages all communities to work closely with Lowell in planning for the Park and in 
assessing its potential. 
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d. Clearinghouse. The Commission serves as a federally-designated clearinghouse 
under Office of Management and Budget Circular A-95 to review and provide an ad- 
visory opinion, after consideration of comments from interested local boards and 
others, on most federal grant and aid applications generated by governmental and 
private interests of the area. 


6. Technical Assistance. The Commission provides technical assistance to local 
boards and others interested in its work as a means for implementing its comprehensive 
and functional plans and policies. Examples include: a CETA project designed to utilize 
resources available at the Commission, provision of a shared personnel specialist to 
assist five communities (Dracut, Dunstable, Pepperell, Tyngsborough and Westford) in 
the development and management of their personnel policies, maintenance of a plan- 
ning library, and filling of requests for various data on the region, help with a lake 
restoration project with a conservation commission, an environmental impact statement 
for a building study committee, help with community development block grant applica- 
tions and Economic Development Administration capital grant applications, and in the 
drafting of by-laws and rules and regulations. 


7. Financial. During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1977, the Commission expended 
$412,369. The local share raised by assessments on the nine member communities was 
$60,000. The balance was contributed by Urban Mass Transportation Administration, 
Environmental Protection Agency, State Department of Public Works, Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, Lowell Regional Transit Authority, Department of Housing 
and Urban Development and U.S. Bureau of the Census. 


The Budget for fiscal year 1978 is $331,212 of which $60,000 was raised from local 
assessments.

The Authority meets on the fourth Wednesday of each month in the Conference 
Room of the Town Hall at 7:30 P.M. 


To date the ‘fruits of our labors’ have not been too great. With the prospect of ac- 
quiring the Marist Brothers property, we had high hopes of using a portion of the land 
for a forty to fifty unit elderly housing project. Last year, when the state announced 
that rehabilitation projects would get priority over new construction, our thoughts turn- 
ed to using the upper half of the main building. This would have given us approximately 
twenty to twenty-five units. Our hopes were somewhat dashed when the voters, at the 
Special Town Meeting in November, failed to approve funding for a further study of 
the property and its potential. We haven’t given up yet—the voters will have another 
chance, at the Annual Town Meeting in May, to vote on the Marist Brothers property. 


If the above fails, our thoughts will most likely turn to the private developer who has 
plans for a ninety (90) unit elderly complex on Middlesex Road. Although not as 
desirable, this would help some of the elderly in our town.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
GREATER LOWELL REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Improving the quality of vocational education and seeking innovative approaches to 
expanding programs without burdening the local taxpayer dominated the work of the 
Committee and Administration during 1977. 

The Committee and Administration worked hard to offer every conceivable option in 
occupational training to both 2,698 young people in our regular day program, another 
300 more part-time area high school students in our After School Programs and 2,000 
adults in our Evening and Special Programs. The enrollment in 1977 increased again 
while cost per pupil for the fourth consecutive year decreased. The amount of capital to 
be raised by the district communities decreased for the second consecutive year. The 
zero based Programmed Budget and focus on alternative funding sources, as well as the 
economical 45-15 Year Round School Plan are credited as the reason for the decrease in 
local appropriations. 

The year also saw the settling of contracts with all district employees, as all groups 
but the teachers settled on multi-year contracts. The new year saw the State Department 
of education select the Regional School to be a funding agent for grants to area agen- 
cies. CETA awarded $70,000 to finance a work experience program for underprivileged 
youth during their three week vacation segments of the 45-15 Year Round Plan. 

The after school Occupational Competency Program was extended for a second year 
by the State Department of Education and a total of $89,000 awarded the District to 
enable comprehensive high school students, both public and parochial, to attend the 
vocational-technical school after their regular school hours. January also saw construc- 
tion commence on the Distributive Education shopping Mall. This student work project 
will bring gaslight brick sidewalks and a shop complex to display and sell student ware 
and more. 

February brought the Administrative Staff and School Committee of Broward Coun- 
ty, Florida, to the Greater Lowell Regional School to examine the 45-15 concept and its 
feasible application for vocational training in Ft. Lauderdale and its environs. 

In March, 43 students were accepted into our Licensed Practical Nursing Program. 
This marks the largest class in the school’s history to be part of this Post-Secondary 
Program. The month also brought a commitment by the Committee to expand our 
vocational offerings by offering advanced courses never before offered in 8 trade shops. 
March also brought the news of a 1.6 million dollar increase in anticipated reim- 
bursements, probably because of continued high enrollment and an incentive to voca- 
tional and regional education. The Committee also voted 7 curriculum release days to 
continue the work of adding to the more than 2,500 Learning Activity Packages 
(LAPs), which serve as the corner stone for the school’s individualized instruction 
method of occupational training. 

In April, the Regional School was awarded an additional $70,000 in Special Needs 
reimbursement. which went a long way to improving services for our more than 280 
youngsters covered by Chapter 766 legislation. The vocational students received more 
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than $800 in prize money for outstanding demonstration at the National Vocational 
Education Shopping Mall displays in the Burlington and Methuen Shopping Malls. 

May brought the news that over 2,000 adults were registered for more than SO dif- 
ferent evening courses. The end of the month saw the Regional School place over 60% 
of the graduates in jobs directly related to their training and more than 80% in work. 
colleges or the Armed Services. By the end of May, the school had been awarded a total 
of $307.000 in CETA funding for various projects. 

In the summer, the school was informed by Commissioner Anrig that the State Board 
of Education had acted on a very favorable evaluation and extended authorization for 
the 45-15 Year Round Program until July 31, 1978. The Regional School was saddened 
by the loss of one of its key administrators, Charles P. Conlon. The former Director of 
the Lowell Trade School, he served as Director of Vocational Education until his death. 
Good news in a way of a $57,000 grant for a Bilingual Education Program enabled the 
Regional School to help service the non-English speaking residents of the District. 

August 25 began final plans for ‘‘The Future of Education’’ series. which brought 
many area community leaders to the School to produce a series of 8 television programs 
to be aired the following summer by public television. 

In September, Superintendent Collins revolved a plan to train all students and staff in 
the basics of Cardio Pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR), to help prevent a tragedy from 
happening at the Regional School. Also this month, the school received word of fun- 
ding for $49,000 in Project Votex, to run an after school program for Special Needs 
youngsters from other schools, who are unable to get into the regular day program 
because of oversubscription in area communities. 

October saw an award of $37,000 from CETA to extend the Simulated Office Oc- 
cupational Training Program for adults in the secretarial sciences. 

In November, Project Adventure was approved as an alternative Physical Education 
Program that would enable students to learn basic survival skills by attempting more 
and more difficult challenges that parallel moderate risk taking in a specially designed 
obstacle course. 

In December, the Committee sought to build on its warehouse of prepackaged cur- 
riculum and planned seven curriculum release days for the following year to further 
develop and extend Learning Activity Packages.

At its first meeting of the fiscal year 1977-78, the Commission re-appointed Leo G. 
Pelletier Superintendent of Roads and elected Ronald V. Corcoran Chairman and 
Secretary, and voted to hold regular meetings on the Last Tuesday of each month in the 
lower Town Hall. 

At later meetings, specifications were prepared and bids were requested for one con- 
ventional and one power angle snow plow for which the voters appropriated $4,000.00 
at the Annual Town Meeting. 

The two plows were purchased at a cost of $3,738.00 and the balance of the account 
will be returned to the Town Treasurer. 

Specifications were prepared and bids were requested on the installation of a new well 
and pump for which the voters had voted to transfer $3,000.00 from Revenue Sharing 
Funds and $2,000.00 from the Machinery Fund Reserve Account; $3,764.00 was spent 
on the 400 foot well and the purchase and installation of a new pump had not taken 
place at the time of this report. 

Plans for bounding Red Gate Road and for widening Kendall Road have been com- 
pleted and work on Kendall Road will start during the year. 

The Commission would like to express their thanks to local residents and town of- 
ficials for their cooperation and assistance during the past year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To The Board Selectmen and Voters Of The Town Of Tyngsboro: 


Over the past several months the members of the Finance Committee have spent in- 
numerable hours reviewing the various proposed budgets submitted to us by each 
department or entity within the town. Our ‘‘review’’, as it were, was not considered by 
any member of the Board to entail a passive, rubber-stamp approval of the proposed 
budgets and our actions bear this out. We have worked to require from each departmen- 
tal representative a complete itemization and breakdown of the budget in each case, as 
well as an explanation of the reasons behind any proposed increase or, in some in- 
stances, the reasons behind the failure or inability of the department in question to 
reduce its expenses and the like. Only when the Finance Committee as a whole felt that 
we were in possession of adequate information or explanation did we act on each of the 
budgets. In some instances, this entailed meeting with a departmental representative(s) 
or arranging for the attendance by a member(s) of the Finance Committee at various 
budget hearings held by the respective departments. As a practical matter, we, as 
members of the Finance Committee and as Voters and Taxpayers in the Town of 
Tyngsboro along with all of you, realize that the proper operation of a town these days 
becomes more and more expensive. While not sacrificing important programs within 
the Town of Tyngsboro or reducing the quality of town services, we have worked 
toward holding the line against any and all unnecessary increases in the budgets review- 
ed. In fact, our approach and philosophy has not been merely to start with the figures 
for the past fiscal year and add to them, but, rather, to question why we could or should 
not reduce various budgets from what was recommended and approved by the 
townspeople at the last annual meeting. 

The members of the Finance Committee feel that we and you should take our efforts 
beyond the bounds of our town. We should impress upon our representatives in the 
state legislature the need to revise a tax system within the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts which places such a heavy burden upon property owners in order to 
bring about substantial savings to our town. This would enable us to get out of the cycle 
where savings recommended by this Committee are necessarily reduced or lost 
altogether because of the ever-increasing cost of energy and services. 

We would also like to take this opportunity to renew our recommendations as a Com- 
mittee that an improved budget submission format be developed; that a personnel 
board be established to set out job descriptions and wage schedules which would enable 
us to treat each town employee consistently and ; finally, that our Selectmen review the 
advisability of consolidating certain town departments with others to minimize any 
duplication of effort and/or expense. 
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Finally, our exhaustive efforts would have been meaningless without the cooperation, 
time and assistance of the various departmental representatives. Many thanks to all of 
you.

SECTION 6. ADMINISTRATION 


1. PROCEDURE AND ENFORCEMENT 

A). This By-Law shall be enforced by the Board of Selectmen and 
the Building Inspector. 

B). They shall issue no permit for the erection or the alteration of 
any building or part thereof, plans and specifications and intended 
use of which are not in all respects in conformity with the provisions 
of this By-Law. 

C). With each application for a permit to build, there shall be filed 
a plan or sketch of sufficient detail showing the lot, the area, and the 
location to justify the building. 

D). Construction or operations under a building or special permit 
shall conform to any subsequent amendment of the By-Law unless 
the use or construction is commenced within a period of six (6) 
months after the issuance of the permit and in cases involving con- 
struction, unless such construction is continued through to comple- 
tion as continuously and expeditiously as is reasonable. 


2. BOARD OF APPEAL 

A). The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a Board of Appeal of 
three members, the first appointments to be for the term of one, 
two, and three years, thereafter for three years; and an associate 
member for a three year term, thereafter for a like term. 

B). The Board of Appeal shall have the powers and duties as set 
forth in Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40A, and shall have 
specific authority to grant use variances and special permits as the 
special permit granting authority. 

C). Special permits shall be issued after a public hearing which 
must be held within sixty-five days after filing an application with 
the Board of Appeal. 

D). A special permit shall lapse within two years of its being 
granted if construction thereunder or a substantial use thereof has 
not sooner commenced. The Board of Appeals shall have the power 
to stay said lapse for a good cause, including the time required to 
pursue or await the determination of a Court appeal. 
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E). Special permits may be issued for accessory uses which are 
necessary in connection with scientific research, scientific develop- 
ment, or related production activities which are permitted by right 
provided that the Board of Appeals makes findings that the propos- 
ed accessory use does not substantially derogate from the public 
good. 

F). An application to the Board of Appeals for a special permit or 
a variance shall be submitted simultaneously by the applicant to the 
office of the Town Clerk; and in addition, submitted to the Planning 
Board, Board of Health, and Conservation Commission who shall 
then have a right to review the application and make such recom- 
mendations as they deem appropriate within thirty-five days of said 
submission. 


3. INVALIDITY 
The validity of any section or provision of this By-Law or of any 
boundary line, or of any district or part thereof as laid down upon 
the Zoning Map, shall not affect the validity of any other section or 
provisions of the By-Law, or of any boundary line, or of any other 
district or part thereof as laid down on the Zoning Map. 


4. PENALTY 
A violation of any By-Law hereunder shall be punished by a fine 
of $20.00. Each day a violation continues shall be counted as a 
separate offense, or take any action in relation thereto.

Tosee if the Town will vote to accept the following streets in the 
subdivision known as Sunset Park as Town Ways in accordance with plans on file in the 
Selectmen’s Office: Robert Road, Christine Avenue, Gloria Avenue, and Gail Avenue, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Laws by ad- 
ding to the existing Town By-Laws a new Article as follows: 


ARTICLE XV. DEMOLITION OF BUILDINGS 


SECTION 1. No building shall be demolished in whole or part in 
the Town of Tyngsborough without a permit from the Board of 
Selectmen. 


SECTION 2. Any application for a permit for the demolition of 
a building in whole or in part made to the Board of Selectmen shall 
be accompanied by a fee of $3.00 payable to the Town. The appli- 
cant shall also furnish a copy of the request to the Tyngsborough 
Historical Commission. 


SECTION 3. The Tyngsborough Historical Commission shall 
submit a written recommendation to the Board of Selectmen within 
fourteen (14) days of the receipt of an application for a permit to 
demolish any building in whole or in part. The Commission shall 
base its recommendation upon its review of the historical, ar- 
chaeological, architectural, and/or cultural significance of the struc- 
ture involved. If the Commission does not submit a written recom- 
mendation to the Board of Selectmen, they shall be deemed to have 
approved the application for the permit. 


SECTION 4. No permit shall be issued for the demolition of any 
building or structure in whole or in part that is 100 years of age or 
older unless there is a public hearing held thereon by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


SECTION 5. Any violation of the Article shall be punishable by 


a fine of not less than $200.00 nor more than $500.00, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Laws by 
deleting the present Article V and inserting in place thereof the following: 


ARTICLE XV — PENALTY 


SECTION 1. Whoever violates any of these provisions, unless 
otherwise provided in the By-Law itself, shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than $20.00 for each offense, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Laws by ad- 
ding a new Article as follows: 


ARTICLE XVI — PUBLIC MEETING — ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


SECTION 1. No gathering, meeting, dance or event to which the 
public is invited, at which alcoholic beverages will be sold, and at 
which attendance exceeds one hundred (100) persons shall be held in 
the Town of Tyngsborough, unless the sponsor of such gathering, 
meeting, dance or event requests the Chief of Police to assign One 
Tyngsborough Police Officer in uniform for every one hundred 
(100) persons in attendance. 


SECTION 2. Said sponsor shall base each such request upon the 
previous year’s attendance and, if none, upon advance ticket sales 
and reservations. 


SECTION 3. Such Police Officers assigned shall be paid by said 
sponsor at the prevailing extra duty rate, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. Tosee if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Laws by ad- 
ding a new Article as follows: 


ARTICLE XVII — NUDE BATHING 
No person shall swim or bathe in any public or exposed place in a 
nude condition, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. Tosee if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Laws by ad- 
ding a new Article as follows: 


ARTICLE XVIII — CLOSING OF PUBLIC WAYS-REPAIRS 
No person shall ride, drive or cause to be driven any horse or vehicle 
over that part of the street which is being mended, repaired or pav- 
ed, if a watchman or signs prohibiting passage are placed, or take 
any action in relation thereto.

ARTICLE 19. By-Laws by adding a new Article as follows: 


ARTICLE XIX — FIREARMS AND EXPLOSIVES 

No person shall fire or discharge any firearms, shot guns, rifles, of 
any explosives of any kind within the limits of any highway, park, or 
other public property, except with the possession of written permis- 
sion of the Board of Selectmen, or on any private property except 
with the possession of written consent of the owner or legal occu- 
pant thereof; provided, however, that this By-Law shall not apply to 
the lawful defense of life or property, nor to any law enforcement 
officer acting in the discharge of his duties. Any person violating 
this by-law shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars 
for each offense or take any action in relation thereto.

tion of the Board of Fire Engineers, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to permit the Cemetery Commis- 
sioners to perform work in the Town Cemeteries, or take any action in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote the Cemetery Commissioners to be 
paid for labor at the rate of $4.00 per hour, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds the sum of $8,000.00 to defray the cost of purchasing approx- 
imately forty (40) band uniforms to be used by the Sr. High School Band, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 27. Finance Committee: Not recommended. 


ARTICLE 28. Tosee if the Town will vote to increase the amount the Treasurer 
is authorized to borrow under Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 6A for 
Fiscal 1975 from $14,550.00 to $18,919.00 thereby amending action taken under Article 
7, Item 41, on the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting for Fiscal 1975, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds the sum of $1,000.00 to indemnify Police Officer Robert M.

In any Town which accepts this Section there shall be a Police 
Department established by the Selectmen and such department shall 
be under the supervision of an officer to be known as the Chief of 
Police. The Selectmen of any such Town shall appoint a Chief of 
Police and such other officers as they deem necessary and fix their 
compensation, not exceeding in the aggregate the annual appropria- 
tion therefor. In any such Town in which such appointments are not 
subject to Chapter 31, they shall be made annually and the Select- 
men may remove such Chief and other officers for cause at any time 
after a hearing. The Chief of Police in any such Town shall from 
time to time make suitable regulations governing the Police Depart- 
ment and the officers thereof, subject to the approval of the Select- 
men; provided, that such regulations shall become effective without 
such approval upon the failure of the Selectmen to take action 
thereon within thirty (30) days after they have been submitted to 
them by the Chief of Police. The Chief of Police in any such Town 
shall be in immediate control of all Town property used by the 
Department, and the police officers whom he shall assign to their 
respective duties and who shall obey his orders. Section 97 shall not 
apply in any Town which accepts the provisions of this Section, or 
take any action in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds the sum of $3,200.00 for the purpose of providing monies to a 
retiring Police Officer for his accumulated sick leave as provided in the Police Union 
Contract, Article XXIV, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds the sum of $13,673.36 for the purpose of providing an additional 
full time Police Officer for the Police Department, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting up attested copies thereof at 
the Town Hall, Unitarian Meeting House, Lakeview Fire Station #2, and Shurfine 
Market in said Town, seven (7) days at least before the time and holding of said 
meeting. 


HEREOF FAIL NOT, and make due return of this Warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Town Clerk at the time and place of meeting aforesaid.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN 


The main objective of your School Committee is to provide the best education possi- 
ble with the available tax dollars, and to provide the opportunity for each child to 
achieve his/her highest potential with continued emphasis on basic skills. 

1977 has been a year of hard work for your School Committee. The negotiators with 
the Teachers’ Association were particularly lengthy and laborious. I would like to take 
this opportunity to publicly thank my co-workers on the negotiations sub-committee, 
Messrs. John Costello and Normand Ethier, for the many difficult evening hours spent 
during this twelve month process. Although at several points during this time it ap- 
peared we were at an impasse, we did successfully conclude the first three year agree- 
ment in our history. With this agreement in hand, your Committee has been able to 
devote more time to the other pressing problems associated with providing our children 
with the best education possible for each dollar spent. 

The highly successful elementary reading program was introduced in the second grade 
this year, and planning and teacher orientation is underway to complete the program in- 
troduction to the third grade next year. 

The realignment of administrative responsibility introduced this year has proven very 
successful, and children at both our elementary schools are receiving the benefits. 

Perhaps the most important development in the school system. certainly the most 
satisfying to the writer, is the beginning of a fully coordinated curriculum in academic 
subjects for grades K-12. The lack of coordination not just between elementary and Jr. 
High, but even between schools at the elementary level, has been a long standing pro- 
blem in our system. We have successfully taken our first steps toward reaching our ob- 
jectives of a fully coordinated program by the beginning of FY ’80. 

I would like to express my thanks to my fellow members of the School Committee for 
their untiring efforts on behalf of the school children of Tyngsborough, and to all 
employees of the School Department for their professional attitude and dedication.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The current focus on conceived and/or real deficiency of our youth in the ‘‘basics’’ is 
worthy of more than debate or rhetoric, and any serious efforts to evaluate our local 
strengths and weaknesses as a school system designed to promote mastery of ‘‘basics’’, 
calls for common understanding of the terms used. Much of the criticism now being 
registered in the literature and via the various public news media does succeed in arous- 
ing attention to several issues, but generally fails to provide any useful description or 
definition of the substances of ‘‘basic education’. 

Several themes included in much of the published criticism and countercriticism deal 
more with conduct of our youth and theories of child rearing and learning theories, than 
with clarifying what knowledge and what skills should be recognized as fundamental or 
basic for our students. 

The role of the School Committee in defining the priorities expected for the local 
school system is clearly established by law in the Commonwealth, but the degree to 
which school curriculum and instructional priorities are carefully defined by the Com- 
mittee as opposed to delegating such decisions to the professional staff, is one of the 
issues emerging with this current focus on ‘‘redefining basic education’. It is my firm 
belief that the School Committee ought to be heavily involved with a declaration of 
what is basic; what constitutes a level of mastery in basics; what should be happening 
when individual students show deficiencies in basics, and what kinds of accountability 
practices should prevail within the school system in order for the Committee to make 
wise decisions about changes needed to make program and service improvements. 

During 1977, several changes have taken place in the Tyngsborough Schools. The 
elementary administrative alignment has been readjusted, and we now have a Supervis- 
ing Principal at the Winslow School which houses grades K through 2, and a Supervis- 
ing Principal at the Lakeview School which houses grades 3 through 6. The Open Court 
correlated Language Arts Program was continued into Grade 2, and the Math Program 
was expanded into Grade 7. 

Our special needs programs within Town continue to be expanded. The purchase of 
two special needs vans for the transportation of special needs students to programs out- 
side of the Town has been cost effective and provides us with much needed flexibility. 

The continued maintenance programs at our three schools has kept the buildings in 
fine shape. The well water at the Winslow School has not been used for drinking 
purposes since early February. Six water coolers have been installed, and we purchase 
bottled water from Belmont Springs. No practical solution has been found to this date, 
but we will continue to seek alternatives. 

A new Science and Social Studies program for Grades 4 through 6 has been selected 
and will begin in the Fall of 1978. These programs have been correlated with the Jr.-Sr. 
High School programs.

I urge you, as parents and taxpayers of the Town, to become involved in educational 
matters. These are trying times for our youngsters. The continued spiral of inflation 
haunts us in all facets of our budget. Visit the schools; talk with the administrators and 
teachers, and satisfy yourself that we are doing the best job possible with the dollars 
allocated—I believe we are doing this. 

I would like to thank the School Committee for their guidance; the employees of the 
School Department for their dedication, and the Townspeople for their continued sup- 
port in providing the best education possible for the children of Tyngsborough.

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws as follows: 
Delete the present Section and substitute in place thereof a new 
SECTION 6. ADMINISTRATION 


1. PROCEDURE AND ENFORCEMENT 

A). This By-Law shall be enforced by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Building Inspector. 

B). They shall issue no permit for the erection or the alteration of any 
building or part thereof, plans and specifications and intended use of which 
are not in all respects in conformity with the provisions of this By-Law. 

C). With each application for a permit to build, there shall be filed a plan 
or sketch of sufficient detail showing the lot, the area, and the location to 
justify the building. 

D). Construction or Operations under a building or special permit shall 
conform to any subsequent amendment of the By-Law unless the use or con- 
struction is commenced within a period of six (6) months after the issuance of 
the permit and in cases involving construction, unless such construction is con- 
tinued through to completion as continuously and expeditiously as is reason- 
able. 


2. BOARD OF APPEAL 

A). The Board of Selectmen shall appoint a Board of Appeal of three 
members, the first appointments to be for the term of one, two, and three 
years, thereafter for three years and an associate member for a three year 
term, thereafter for a like term. 

B). The Board of Appeal shall have the powers and duties as set forth in 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40A, and shall have specific authority 
to grant use variances and special permits as the special permit granting 
authority. 

C). Special permits shall be issued after a public hearing which must be 
held within sixty-five days after filing an application with the Board of 
Appeal. 

D). A special permit shall lapse within two years of its being granted if 
construction thereunder or a substantial use thereof has not sooner com- 
menced. The Board of Appeals shall have the power to stay said lapse for a 
good cause, including the time required to pursue or await the determination 
of a Court appeal. 

E). Special permits may be issued for accessory uses which are necessary in 
connection with scientific research, scientific development, or related produc- 
tion activities which are permitted by right provided that the Board of Appeals 
make findings that the proposed accessory use does not substantially derogate 
from the public good. 

F). An application to the Board of Appeals for a special permit or a vari- 
ance shall be submitted simultaneously by the applicant to the office of the 
Town Clerk; and in addition, submitted to the Planning Board, Board of 
Health, and Conservation Commission who shall then have a right to review 
the application and make such recommendations as they deem appropriate 
within thirty-five days of said submission. 


3. INVALIDITY 
The validity of any section or provision of this By-Law or of any boundary 
line, or of any district or part thereof as laid down upon the Zoning Map, 
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shall not affect the validity of any other section or provisions of the By-Law, 
or of any boundary line, or of any other district or part thereof as laid down 
on the Zoning Map. 


4. PENALTY 
A violation of any By-Law hereunder shall be punished by a fine of $20.00. 
Each day a violation continues shall be counted as a separate offense, or take 
any action in relation thereto.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough 


It has been our purpose to work to achieve equity for the senior citizens, not at 
the expense of the general welfare, but to claim for the aged their fair share of that 
general welfare to which they have devoted their lives. It is our purpose to support and 
advocate a variety of policies, laws and programs to that end. 


Congregate meals, a federal program which is fully funded under Title VII, have 
been served at the Community Center, five days a week year round. In addition to 
being served a well balanced meal, the elderly are afforded the opportunity to renew 
old friendships and to mingle with their peers. Under the same funding source, Meals- 
on-Wheels are delivered to the homes of our shut-ins. In addition to having their 
meals delivered to them, including special diets, the aged feel more secure knowing 
that someone will be in daily contact with them. In most cases, the only other viable 
alternative would be an institution. 


Our mini bus is a tremendous asset, it provides the much needed mobility. Al- 
though its prime purpose is medical trips, it is used to bring our seniors to the Com- 
munity Center for meals, arts and crafts classes and senior citizen Club meetings. 
Tuesday afternoons are generally reserved for a trip to a nearby shopping mall where 
they have access to a food market, laundromat, retail store and a bank. 


Legal services are available for most civil matters, for example, Wills are drawn 
free of charge. The aged can be represented at hearings and appeals that deal with 
Social Security and Medicare problems. 


For the more active seniors, part time jobs are available through the Council as 
Foster Grandparents, Friendly Visitors, and on the new Respite programs. Volunteer 
work is also available for those who prefer a less structured form of activity. 


The Council is a member of Elder Services of the Merrimack Valley which pro- 
vides health aides, home-makers, or chore service to our elderly who are incapaci- 
tated, again an alternative to institutionalization. 


State and Federally funded ‘‘Energy Grants’’ of up to $250 were provided to 
many of our low-income seniors. 


Real Estate Tax abatement forms were filed with the Assessors on behalf of the 
elderly through the Council. 


State Income Tax forms were also filed for them to provide a rebate of Sales 
Taxes. 


The annual Christmas Party at the Speare House was the highlight of the year: a 
full course turkey dinner with all the trimmings, a visit from St. Nick, and dancing till 
late afternoon. 


Bus trips to Quincy Market, Salisbury Beach, the Mohawk Trail at foliage season 
and the Flower Show, rounded out the activities for the year. 


Those seniors who are physically unable to take part in these activities are re- 
membered four times a year with special gifts. We like to assure them that they are not 


oon 


forgotten. 
The Vial of Life and the Telephone Hotline programs were initiated this year. 


Information, referral and advocacy are available in all areas of interest to this age 
group: Social Security, SSI, Medicaid, Food Stamps, Housing. 


The Council has obtained a Title V grant in order to expand the Center to ac- 
commodate an office for the Council on Aging and a Clinic so that our aged may be 
better served, a one stop Multi-Service Center.

The Fire Department has its first full-time Chief Joseph Knight. Joe was ap- 
pointed after Robert G. Duff retired as Chief after over 30 years of service in the 
Department. 


A new fire station was placed into service after its completion in May, 1978. This 
station was constructed using Federal funds. The total cost of the building was 
$125,000. 


A new 1000-gallon per minute pumper engine has been ordered with delivery of 
this engine estimated to be December, 1979. With this new piece of equipment, the 
Town will have rated engines in each station as required by the Underwriters. 


During the last year, the Underwriters surveyed the Town and changed the rating 
to a better rate in all areas that have hydrants. This will result in a saving to all 
property owners in these areas on insurance premiums. 


Work continued on water holes. Four water holes were reconditioned so that ade- 
quate water supply is available. These locations are: two water holes on Westford 
Road, one on Dunstable Road and one on Chestnut Road. Funds are requested in 
next year’s budget to continue this work. 


This year, your volunteer Firefighters have continued to take courses in ail areas

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REPORT OF THE NASHOBA ASSOCIATED 
BOARDS OF HEALTH 


WHAT IS THE NASHOBA ASSOCIATED BOARDS OF HEALTH 
AND WHY WAS IT FORMED? 


Nashoba was organized by 14 towns in 1930 to provide professional public 
health services on a cooperative basis. A special act of the State Legislature, in 
1931, enabled towns to form health districts to act on behalf of local boards of 
health. Nashoba presently serves as the Agent for sixteen boards of health in- 
cluding your town’s board. Your Board of Health maintains its statutory authority 
in your town; Nashoba provides the professional staff to carry out public health 
programs and enforce public health regulations. The Board of Health members of 
the sixteen member towns serve as the Board of Directors of Nashoba. It is not an 
independent entity. 

Nashoba was formed by rural towns to enable each town to afford the services 
of a trained professional staff. Nashoba’s by-laws require that all services be avail- 
able to each member town, as needed. No services can be offered to one town and 
not to another. Each member town shares the cost of Nashoba on a per capita 
basis. 

The original concept of towns sharing costs to provide a broad range of pro- 
fessional services has become a continuing tradition with Nashoba. This Annual 
Report will emphasize the economy of membership in the Nashoba Associated 
Board of Health. Most Massachusetts towns do not participate in a cost-sharing 
organization such as Nashoba; nor do they enjoy the range of professional services 
that such an organization can provide. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH SERVICES 


1. Well Child Conferences 

The purpose of the Well Child Conference is not to replace the family pedia- 
trician. Its purpose is two-fold: (1) to assure that every young child in the com- 
munity is properly immunized, and (2) to detect health problems in well children at 
the earliest possible stage and refer the child to the family physician for treatment. 
Preventing the spread of disease eliminates the cost of medical treatment. Early 
detection of health problems allows more effective treatment, often with life-long 
benefits. 

In 1978, 588 children made 1412 visits to the 158 clinics held. In your town 94 
children made 174 visits. 


2. School Health 

In May of 1978, the Commissioner of Education issued a directive to school 
superintendents requiring all school children to be properly immunized by October 
20, 1978 or be excluded from school. Nashoba’s Nursing Division provided assist- 
ance to school nurses in carrying out this mandated program in the short period of 
time allowed. Nashoba offered in-service training, interpretation of State guide- 
lines and policies, and, in ten towns, provided nurses to immunize school children. 
Nashuabo also served as the depot for distribution of free vaccine to all towns. In 
one school system, Nashoba responded to an outbreak of measles by immunizing 
over 650 children two days after the outbreak was confirmed. 

Nashoba also served as the depot for hearing and vision screening machines, 
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which must be calibrated annually. 


3. Well Adult and Oldster Clinics 

May, High Blood Pressure Month, marked the beginning of a nationwide 
campaign against hypertension. Nashoba has been fighting hypertension in its Well 
Oldster Clinics for over four years. A strong education effort was launched in this 
year’s clinic program. For example, does the reader of this report realize that high 
blood pressure can lead to stroke, permanent kidney damage and heart disease, yet 
hypertension often has no noticeable symptoms? If detected, however, it can be 
controlled effectively. Nashoba’s Well Adult and Oldster Clinics provide free 
blood pressure screening for all residents through a continuing, long-term pro- 
gram. The Well Oldster Clinics also provide free screening for diabetes, glaucoma, 
oral cancer, and kidney disease. 

The same economic principle applies to these clinics as to the Well Child 
Clinics: early detection facilitates effective treatment and prevents serious illness 
that requires expensive medical care.

4. Nashoba Nursing Service 

Health promotion and disease prevention are a major focus of the Nursing 
Service. Health promotion activities are intended to assist individuals in attaining 
the highest possible level of health. These activities may include: home visits to ex- 
pectant mothers, newborn infants, especially premature infants, homebound 
elderly in need of health guidance and the assistance from community resources, 
and chronically ill patients requiring help in managing their illness. Prevention 
services consist of: screening and communicable disease investigation to prevent 
the spread of disease through the community. The purpose of both these services is 
to reduce suffering along with the high cost of treatment by preventing or con- 
trolling disease and disability. 

The other major component of Nashoba’s Nursing Program is Home Health 
Agency services (similar to a Visiting Nurses Association). In the past, this pro- 
gram has included therapeutic nursing, physical therapy, and home health aide 
services. In 1978, Nashoba added speech and occupational therapies and labora- 
tory service to its program and expanded its physical therapy capabilities. We now 
provide the same range of services that Visiting Nurses Associations in large cities 
offer. 

The goal of home health care is to reduce or, if possible, eliminate the need 
for institutional care. Home health care can shorten the length of stay in a hospital 
or provide the support needed to keep an individual at home rather than in a 
nursing home. A 1978 study done by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts showed 
that home health care saved patients and taxpayers a significant amount of money 
by reducing the need for costly institutional care. 

Two new programs were initiated by the Nashoba Nursing Service during 
1978. The first was a home health assessment program funded by the Minuteman 
Home Care Corporation. The second was a Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
(SIDS) program. A Nashoba Nurse has been specially trained to serve as the re- 
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gional consultant for the statewide SIDS network, sponsored by Boston City Hos- 
pital. Our nurse will assist a family who has lost a child by SIDS. This service is 
funded entirely by the Statewide Program. Nashoba also assisted the Fitchburg 
Mental Health Center in developing a program of early intervention for children 
with a high health risk in the first four years of life. 

The Nursing Service also offers in-service education for town and school 
nurses. During 1978, the following programs were held: Pharmacology for Hyper- 
tension, Tuberculosis Control, Massachusetts Immunization Policies, Health Edu- 
cation for Hypertension, Respiratory Therapy, Nutrition for School-Aged 
Children, Well Child Clinic Update, and Home Care for Patients with Vascular 
Diseases. These programs were presented by physicians, nursing specialists, phar- 
macists, nutritionists, and respiratory therapists.

MEDICAL-SOCIAL CONSULTANT 


There are a myriad of social and health service agencies available in every 
community. Many of these agencies, or resources, are funded by local, state, and 
federal taxes. If an individual or family needs the assistance offered by these re- 
sources, but cannot or does not know how to receive it, tax monies are wasted. 
One of the principle functions of Nashoba’s Medical-Social Consultant is to assist 
residents in obtaining the services they need. She also serves as a resource to fami- 
lies and individuals by providing counseling and support during times of crisis or 
family breakdown. She provides consultation to nurses, physicians, schools and 
social and health care agencies serving the District. In effect, she serves as an 
advocate in the community and for the community.

DENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 


One of the most prevalent diseases in the American population is tooth decay; 
it is also one of the most preventable. Proper brushing, diet, and professional care 
could virtually eliminate this disease. Fluoride offers protection to the teeth of 
young people. Nashoba offers fluoride treatments to all school children in Grades 
2, 5, and 8. These treatments have been shown to reduce tooth decay by forty per- 
cent, resulting in a reduction in the cost of restorative care. In addition, children in 
Kindergarten and Grades 1, 3, 4, and 6 are taught proper brushing techniques and 
care of the mouth. Participation in this 25 year old program has been consistently 
high. In 1978, 73% of the 8313 eligible children participated. Twenty-five percent 
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of the children seen were referred to a dentist for treatment. This program is an 
important preventive service in an area where there are no fluoridated water 
supplies.

ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 


The Division of Environmental Health enforces state regulations intended to 
prevent disease or injury from: unsafe food and milk, sewage disposal, unfit 
housing, unsafe conditions in schools and camps, contaminated bathing waters, 
and nuisance conditions. These disease prevention activities also result in im- 
provement in environmental quality. For example, if inadequate subsurface sewage 
disposal systems (septic tank systems) were allowed to be installed by a developer, 
subsequent homeowners would be faced with the high cost of repairs. In addition, 
the quality of the ground water table which supplies public and private wells would 
be threatened. 

Nashoba’s Environmental Laboratory offers free testing of well water to all 
residents. This service saves the homeowner money and guards against water borne 
disease. The laboratory also tests public bathing waters. During 1978, two of 
Nashoba’s member towns had problems with contaminated public beaches. 
Nashoba provided extensive survey and water analysis support that would have 
been extremely costly if done by a private consultant. 

A new service offered by the Environmental Health Division in 1978 is testing 
for leakage in microwave ovens used in food service establishments. This Division 
also implemented an extensive sanitary survey program for all recreational and 
farm labor camps during the summer.

ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


Nashoba’s Administration is responsible for effectively carrying out Nasho- 
ba’s purpose: to provide a full range of high quality public and community health 
services at the greatest economy through sharing of personnel and cost. The cost to 
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towns for membership in Nashoba has increased at the rate of 3.8% per year over 
the past nine years. This is less than half the rate of inflation for the same time 
period. During 1978, Nashoba’s administration has reduced the cost of nursing 
services to member towns by doubling the amount of reimbursement from third 
party insurers. Nashoba has realized savings by participating in the State group 
purchasing program. Two towns save a total of ten thousand dollars for treatment 
of tuberculosis patients. Towns are responsible for hospital treatment of tubercu- 
lous patients but Nashoba assisted two towns in obtaining an abatement for these 
costs. Nashoba will continue to offer high quality service at the lowest possible 
cost.

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1978 ANNUAL REPORT 
NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission serves the nine communities in the 
Northern Middlesex Area (Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, 
Pepperell, Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and Westford) as their comprehensive re- 
gional planning agency. The NMAC Commissioners, numbering three from each 
community, (one member of the planning board, one selectman/city councillor, 
and one alternate) provide local representation and policy guidance to the Com- 
mission’s staff of professional planners and technicians. 


The Commission meets monthly (usually on the third Wednesday evening) at 
its Offices, located at 144 Merrimack Street, Lowell (telephone 454-8021). The 
public is welcomed and invited to attend. 


Major planning efforts and progress in the past year include: 


HOUSING 


During 1978 NMAC’s Areawide Housing Opportunity Plan (AHOP) was 
adopted by the Commission and endorsed by eight of NNUAC communities. The 
AHOP documents housing needs for the area by community and is currently being 
used by communities in the preparation of housing assistance plans. In addition to 
the extensive technical assistance provided to local housing authorities and other 
local officials, NMAC continued to gather the data necessary to satisfy the many 
requests for current housing information coming to the agency from public and 
private sources. An advisory committee consisting of local housing authority mem- 
bers, builders, tenants, bankers and minorities was consulted throughout the 
drafting of the Areawide Housing Opportunity Plan. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


During 1978 the Commission updated its Overall Economic Development Plan 
for the Northern Middlesex Area. Through its Overall Economic Development 
Committee, NMAC hopes to secure official designation as an Economic Develop- 
ment District. Obtaining this designation would place the region in a competitively 
advantageous position for receiving Federal financial assistance for economic 
development projects. 


TRANSPORTATION 


In cooperation with the State’s Department of Public Works, the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority and the Commonwealth’s Executive Office of Trans- 
portation and Construction, NMAC continued to conduct a vigorous, comprehen- 
sive transportation planning program-for the region. The final draft of NMAC’s 
Comprehensive Transportation Plan, detailing long and short range improvements 
to the area’s transportation system, was completed this year. This Plan will pro- 
vide a continuing framework for future transportation planning and implementa- 
tion efforts in the Northern Middlesex Area. 


With respect to the region’s highway system, the Commission’s major efforts 
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included completing the Billerica Center Bypass Corridor Planning Study, sub- 
stantial progress on the Merrimack River Crossing Corridor Planning Study, and 
designing a model of the existing transportation system which will facilitate fore- 
casting the impact of future alterations in transportation activities within the 
region. 


The Commission also completed a number of transit studies in addition to 
continuing planning assistance to the Lowell Regional Transit Authority. Com- 
mission staff completed reports on a Transit System Inventory, outlining ridership, 
revenue, expense figures and the like for area bus Operators, and on a Service 
Permits and Licenses Study, detailing route permits currently held by local bus 
Operators. Work continued on a para-transit study, dealing with methods to pro- 
vide additional transit services to the transit dependent elderly and handicapped 
and indicates the best methods of coordinating these services. 


ENVIRONMENT 


During 1978 the Commission continued to be involved in a number of pro- 
gram areas designed to improve the region’s physical and manmade environment. 
As in recent years, the major focus in this area remained the completion of a 
wastewater management study for the Lowell metropolitan area under Section 208 
of the 1972 Federal Water Pollution Control Act Amendments. Within the past 
year, technical work on that study was completed and staff is in the process of 
writing the final plan alternatives. Related efforts within the past year in this area 
also include the completion of water quality assessments for Pepperell and Duns- 
table, the undertaking of a Merrimack River Watershed Greenbelt Program in 
cooperation with the Merrimack Valley Planning Commission and the Merrimack 
River Watershed Association, sponsorship of a seminar with the two groups on 
land use development and its relation to septic tank regulations, and continued 
assistance on Nutting Lake restoration. 


Outside of the water quality improvements efforts, the Commission also con- 
cerned itself with other efforts designed to improve the region’s environment. The 
Commission received a grant from the Massachusetts Historical Commission for a 
study of the preservation of open space and recreational development of the 
Middlesex Canal. In addition, work neared completion on a historical preserva- 
tion study of the region, detailing architectural styles and variations in each com- 
munity and making recommendations for the preservation of significant sites. 


COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING 


Because NMAC is a ‘‘comprehensive’’ regional planning agency, it is the 
Commission’s overall concern and responsibility to assure that its plans are based 
upon full recognition of all relevant significant social, economic, and physical 
considerations. A practical expression of the Commission’s recognition of this 
responsibility is the fact that NMAC serves as the region’s Federally-designated 
*““A-95 Clearinghouse’. In that capacity, the Commission reviews requests for 
Federal funding of projects in the area to insure consistency with areawide plans 
and goals. The result of this process is that by providing an advisory opinion on 
such grant applications, which are forwarded to the various Federal funding 
agencies, these requests for Federal assistance are further strengthened. In a similar 
manner, NMAC also reviews projects subject to the Massachusetts Environmental 


ee Ce 


Policy Act. 


The Commission’s involvement in the Center Development Program also re- 
flects NMAC’s comprehensive regional planning concerns. Acting in cooperation 
with local boards and citizen groups, NMAC applied a screening process to identi- 
fy older centers targeted for revitalization and programs are underway in West- 
ford, Chelmsford and Dracut. Under a Farmers Home Administration special pro- 
gram, the centers of Pepperell and Tyngsborough have also been singled out for 
revitalization. 


TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 


Technical assistance in relating regional planning to local needs and current 
issues is a major objective of the Commission and extensive assistance in preparing 
by law revisions, documenting Federal and State grant applications, and advising 
on numerous problems from traffic to personnel management is offered by the 
Commission. 


BUDGET 


During the fiscal year which ended June 30, 1978, the Commission expended 
$403,184. The local share raised by assessments on the nine member communities 
was $60,000. The balance was contributed by the following sources: the Federal 
Urban Mass Transportation Administration; the Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy; the Department of Housing and Urban Development; the Bureau of the Census; 
the Commonwealth’s Department of Public Works (with the Federal Highway 
Administration); the Massachusetts Historical Commission; the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering; the Department of Community Affairs (with 
the U.S. Civil Service Commission); the Billerica Conservation Commission (with 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency); and the Lowell CETA Consortium. 


The budget for fiscal year 1979 is $354,898, of which $60,000 was raised from 
local assessments.

TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN & 
CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF TYNGSBORO: 


Following failure to secure approval of Article 10 of the Special Town Meeting of 
October 3, 1978 for purchase of the Marist Property, the Housing Authority met to 
consider other means of providing Elderly Housing. 


After considering several proposals and possible approaches, the decision was 
taken to defer consideration on these until after submitting a proposal to the Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs for a Chapter 667 Grant. 


This application, prepared with the assistance of the Northern Middlesex Area 
Commission, was successful and the Housing Authority was one of thirteen towns 
selected. When final plans are approved, the grant will provide $1.9 million for up to 
sixty units of elderly and handicapped housing. It is expected that architect and site 
selection will be performed in 1979, with construction starting in late 1979 or early 
1980. 


The Housing Authority wishes to extend its thanks to the Selectmen and the 
members of all the committees who assisted in preparation of the grant applications.

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1978 ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
GREATER LOWELL REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Greater Lowell Regional Vocational Technical School Committee com- 
mitted itself to improving the educational experience of every vocational student in 
the district during 1978. 


The Committee and Administration have begun the accreditation process and 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges have agreed to begin the 
two year evaluation of our facility and programs. The 45-15 year round school 
plan was approved by the State Department of Education through the 1978-79 
school year and the Committee has established an AdHoc Sub-Committee to study 
the feasibility of continuing or eliminating the plan for the 1979-80 school year. 
The Licensed Practical Nurse program won full approval from the State Nursing 
Board of Registration for the first time since its inception in 1962. Job placement 
of graduating seniors reached 94% with the advent of our newly functioning 
placement director. 


New educational programs were instituted with the combination of the Com- 
munications and Graphic Arts Cluster while a T.V. Production Department was 
created to train students in all phases of Commercial Media Production. Project 
Adventure, an innovative approach to physical education, enables the average 
‘‘non-athletic’’ student to participate in a planned skill building series of activities, 
modeled after the internationally famous Outward Bound survival training. This 
unique program won Greater Lowell Regional the honor of being named as one of 
the President of the United States’ Physical Education Demonstration Centers. 


Our vocational program also won recognition at the Vocational Education 
Demonstration Competition held in the Methuen Mall, capturing 4 out of the top 5 
5 prizes and amassing $700 in awards for the participating shops. The general 
public’s response to the annual ‘‘Open House’’ in May exceeded all expectations as 
more than eight thousand people jammed the facility to witness shop demonstra- 
tions and view exhibits planned by faculty and students. 


In cooperation with the Greater Lowell Chapter of the American Red Cross, a 
‘‘C.P.R. In-Service Training’’ day was conducted to instruct every staff member in 
the basics of cardio-pulmonary resuscitation. More advanced training was later 
given to all Health Instructors to certify them to become C.P.R. teachers and by 
the end of the 1978-79 school year, every district student will be proficient in this 
life saving technique. An in-service workshop was conducted in Special Education 
for faculty members to ensure the proper handling of special needs children, which 
comprise approximately 10% of the student population. 


The Bi-annual spring and fall blood drive was also very successful in pro- 
viding the Red Cross with much needed blood reserves for the Merrimack Valley. 
Fitchburg State College courses were provided on campus for the convenience of 
the staff to further their education, both on the graduate and undergraduate level, 
while Vocational and Industrial Clubs of America (VICA) was established to sti- 
mulate student interest in their chosen trades. 


The senior class participated in a spring trip to Washington, D.C. while the 
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entire student body was feted to a Halloween Costume Party, held in honor of our 
sports teams, and the Homecoming Football game for the Commonwealth Con- 
ference Championship, complete with the Boston College marching band, rounded 
out a busy year of student and staff activities. 


Besides programs and activities, the Committee took great strides in improv- 
ing the facility itself. The D.E. shopping mall was finished, complete with old time 
shops and a sidewalk cafe, while the Tradesmen restaurant was decorated in a 
manner befitting the European cuisine of our student chefs. The Charles P. 
Conlon Memorial Baseball Field was constructed and an underground irrigation 
system was installed, making our athletic fields second to none in the area. The 
Committee graciously accepted the donation of air conditioning equipment from 
Wang Laboratories, which enabled the remainder of the school’s academic classes 
to remain comfortable on warm weather school days. All of these improvements 
were made at minimum cost to the District taxpayers by utilizing vocational stu- 
dents in shop projects whenever feasible and educationally possible. 


Staff contracts were settled as the Teachers and Committee agreed to a new 
three year pact. The Maintenance, Custodial and Security personnel signed multi- 
year contracts, also. A single year agreement was also reached between the Com- 
mittee and the Cluster Chairmen and an effort was made to secure and keep quali- 
fied substitute teachers by raising the pay scale of vocationally approved and cer- 
tified teachers that serve the district on a long term basis. 


Increased efforts were made to expand educational offerings and services to 
the community by administrations vigorous pursuit of federal and alternative 
funding sources. During 1978, more than one million dollars in funding was 
brought into the district as a result of these efforts. CETA projects like Project 
PROVE I and II, YCCIP, SAVE Lowell, Project SWAP and the Greater Lowell 
Youth Employment Training Program (YETP) serviced both in-school and out-of- 
school disadvantaged youth of the community. Special education projects like 
VOTEX and PAVE expanded our educational offering to special needs young- 
sters. Project PRICE provided consumer education and Project SWOT will enable 
the district to purchase very sophisticated television production equipment and 
expert media personnel. 


Title I and Title VII grants helped the underpriviledged and bilingual students 
with reading, math, counseling and other important services. The video Artist in 
Residence program focused statewide attention on our television production capa- 
bilities. 

The Committee and Administration was able to do all the above mentioned 
accomplishments in addition to carrying out all of our academic and vocational 
programs, while reducing the assessment to the City of Lowell and the Towns of 
Dracut, Tyngsboro and Dunstable for the fourth consecutive year. Our overall 
budget for the 1978-79 school year increased a modest 2'2% to $10,987,600, but 
unanticipated 1978 deficiency budget appropriation reimbursements enabled the 
Greater Lowell Regional Vocational Technical School to provide more than two 
million dollars in additional tax relief to the communities comprising our District.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Town witnessed many changes in the year 1978. Several large developments 
have consumed some of our largest privately owned open land tracts. Continued 
building activity will eventually diminish the availability of land for town use. To this 
end, the Conservation Commission has applied for self-help and land conservation 
funds and has received a grant which hopefully, on approval of the townspeople, will 
be the start of land acquisitions for the Town. 


Meetings have been held with the Northern Middlesex Area Commission for the 
purpose of initiating a plan for conservation, recreational, environmental protection 
and open space planning. Funding for the Open Space Plan is derived from the 
Farmers’ Home Administration Agency. A comprehensive open space plan is required 
by the Town in order to obtain State and Federal funds for the purchase and/or de- 
velopment of conservation recreation lands. Citizen input is required however, and 
questionnaires will be mailed to the townspeople to obtain their views regarding the 
conservation and recreation needs of the Town. We urge you to take the time to com- 
plete and return the forms when you receive them. Our course of action will be based 
on the responses. 


The Conservation Commission meets on the first Monday of each month in the 
Selectmen’s office, Town Hall, at 7:30 P.M. If the first Monday of the month falls on 
a holiday, the Commission meets on the 2nd Monday.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The purpose of a Finance Committee, as authorized under the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, is to ‘‘consider any or all municipal questions 
for the purpose of making reports or recommendations to the Town.’’ The Committee 
serving during this past year has worked hard and diligently toward accomplishing this 
purpose with the additional goal of maintaining the lowest possible tax rate without 
sacrificing essential services. There have been, and still are, significant issues facing 
the Town at this time. Those with major impact, as well as the more routine matters, 
were carefully studied and, given the information available at the time, our recom- 
mendations were always made with the best interests of the Town in mind. The role of 
the Finance Committee is often a difficult one with having to choose between what the 
Town wants or needs vs that which we feel it can afford. 


It should be noted that while the majority of our FY 1980 recommendations are 
equal to the amounts requested, it is reflective not of a casual review on our part, but 
rather of our opinion that the Departments’ requests are reasonable and necessary for 
them to accomplish their duties. Without reducing services there is little excess, in our 
opinion, to be trimmed away. The effect, unfortunately, is that without additional 
revenues or State reimbursements, the tax rate will continue to climb. The inevitable 
growth of small towns in itself is the cause of tax increases when services required, in 
particular school related, outweigh additional revenue generated. 


On top of it all this year is the pending legislation to put a cap on local spending. 
As of this writing, the final outcome of this proposal is uncertain, and thus our rec- 
ommendations do not reflect its passage. The guidelines for increases used in our 
recommendations was approximately 7% for salaries and wages. There are exceptions 
however, in Departments where the volume of work or responsibilities, in our 
opinion, required further adjustments. 


The Committee has just recently designed a new budget format which will be in- 
troduced this coming year. In addition, we also intend to actively investigate the possi- 
bility of establishing a Personnel Board with the objective of categorizing various jobs 
within the Town to insure ‘‘equal pay for equal work.”’ 


The Finance Committee meets on the last Monday of each month at 8 p.m. in the 
Town Hall. In addition, budget reviews are held on Monday and Thursday evenings in 
the Town Hall from mid February through mid April. All meetings are open to the 
public and YOU are invited to attend. Vacancies on the Committee periodically exist 
. . . Anyone wishing to serve please contact the Town Moderator or any member of 
the Committee. 


As in the past, many thanks to all of the Departments for their assistance and 
cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN 


Torn between the struggle to provide quality education and the ever increasing 
demand placed upon the tax dollar, the job of a school committee person has become 
increasingly complex. The concept that the student must receive a quality education 
for every dollar spent is the philosophy followed by your school committee. 


During 1978, in keeping with the above philosophy, the school committee con- 
tracted with Norwood Associates and charged them with conducting an in-depth 
evaluation of the special education programs within the school district. They were 
specifically requested to examine the referral process, the makeup and structure of the 
evaluation teams, the process and evaluation of each child referred, the educational 
plan for each student, the process of establishing and writing educational plans, the 
means of reporting to parents the process of meeting the goals of the educational 
plans by resource teachers, aides, or other specialists, the process of the follow-up of 
each student, and the evaluation of the organization in numbers of special needs staff. 
A final report was submitted and reviewed by the committee in May of 1978 and many 
of the recommendations were immediately put into effect and others will be imple- 
mented as the need arises. This is but one of the types of evaluations that your school 
committee is continually utilizing. 


The Open Court Reading/ Language Arts Program was expanded to the third 
grade starting in the Fall of 1978. This has been highly successful and will be evaluated 
in the Spring of 1979 for possible expansion into grades 4, 5, and 6. The coordinated 
curriculum, Kindergarten thru 12, is slowly falling into place, and once fully imple- 
mented, will provide the continuity that is necessary for a quality education. 


I would like to express my thanks to my fellow members of the school committee 
for their untiring efforts on behalf of the school children of Tyngsborough and to all 
the employees of the school district for their professional attitude and dedication.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


“*To be what we are

As I write this seventh report, the above quotation very adequately expresses what 
education is all about. The changes that I report to you each year are only new ap- 
proaches to better reach that ‘‘goal’’. 


1978 was a good year educationally for the students of Tyngsborough. The 
Reading / Language Arts Program at the elementary level was expanded to the third 
grade, updated Social Studies and Science Programs were initiated in grades four 
through six to better coordinate with the secondary programs, and the secondary cur- 
riculum was changed in certain areas to better meet the needs of our students. 


The following Federal Grants were applied for and received: 


FY ’78 — July 1, 1977-Aug. 31, 1978 


Title I — Instructional Aides K-6 $35,351. 
Title IVB — Library / Audio-Visual 3,591. 
Title VIB — Special Education — Project Reinforcement 8,940.

Title IVB — Library / Audio-Visual 3,457.

These Federal monies enabled us to purchase equipment and materials that could 
best be utilized in fulfilling the additional needs of the students. 


I feel strongly that the Tyngsborough schools are good schools. Much of this 
credit must go to you, the townspeople, for your willingness to support education. 
The School Committee is deeply concerned about providing the best education possi- 
ble within the ability of the town to pay — this they are accomplishing. 


The school enrollment continues to increase at a steady rate. Although the Kin- 
dergarten class that entered in September of 1978 was twenty students less than pre- 
vious years, the overall enrollment for grades K through 12 increased by ten. The 
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October first 1978 enrollment for grades K through 12 was 1268. It will be necessary 
to keep a close watch on building permits and the incoming kindergarten classes.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


Once again the Board of Selectmen has had an extremely busy and productive 
year. 


We have worked very hard to establish a good working relationship with legisla- 
tors, both representatives and senators at the State House. 


We have introduced legislation at the State House for aiding and cleaning both 
Lake Mascuppic and Long Pond. We have also introduced legislation to raise the 
tipping fee at the landfill. 


The demands of the office and the complexity of the issues are constantly in- 
creasing, but we know that those individuals who are elected to this office will be able 
to meet the challenge. 


We have utilized special projects under the CETA Administration to supplement 
special projects within the town which otherwise would not be available to us through 
ordinary budget means; projects such as house painting programs, special work in 
relation to the Fire Department, fire holes, and Highway Department, and in recrea- 
tional areas of the Town. 


Our attention has continued to be directed toward maintaining an acceptable 
quality of water in the rivers, lakes, and streams. Many hours have been spent by us 
personally and again by our Nashoba Representative in inspecting, following up 
inspection, and arranging for abatement of conditions which could contribute to any 
pollution. 


The Sanitary Landfill has been an issue before the Board for the entire year. The 
Board of Health is presently operating under a Court Consent Decree which initiates 
leachate controls, monitoring of the Landfill site, and reduced rates for door-to-door 
pick-up within the Town. 


The Board of Selectmen, as licensing authority, accepted applications for a cable 
television franchise within our community and will be reviewing the possibility of 
engaging in a long term license with the cable corporation throughout the balance of 
this year into the next. 


The Board of Selectmen also contracted with the Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority to institute bus service for our residents, extending the Dracut route up the 
length of Lakeview Avenue to Frost Road. We are also reviewing the possibility of the 
Chelmsford route extension in the near future. 


The Board meets on the first three (3) Monday evenings of the month at 8:00 
p.m. Our office is open five days a week from 9:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon and 1:00 p.m. 
to 4:00 p.m. for your convenience. If you wish to have something placed on the 
agenda for a Monday meeting, contact our Secretary on Thursday prior to the re- 
quested meeting date. 


We wish to express our gratitude and thanks to all Town Employees, Boards, 
Committees and Department Heads for their true dedication and their fine coopera- 
tion during the past year. 
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Any citizen interested in serving on a town committee is invited to fill out the 
Citizen Activity Record located in the front of this Town Report. Submission of this 
form will be helpful to the Board of Selectmen in making meaningful and practical 
appointments.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


The Council on Aging takes most seriously its obligation to enrich and improve 
the quality of life of the senior citizens of our community; to support key legislation 
that merits our special attention; to take advantage of any and all federal, state, and 
local funding that is available. 


The expansion of the Community Center Building, with federal funding, now in- 
cludes a Conference room, new bathrooms, and 2 offices. The improvements to the 
building allows for a more personal and private consultation with clients in order to 
deliver Social Services to any and all age groups of our Town. To this end, the build- 
ing will now more appropriately be known as the ‘‘Multi-Service Center’’. In the last 
fiscal year this office has brought a total of $180,673.81 in services and financial aid 
to our Town. Almost 100 low income families of Tyngsborough received Energy 
Grants of $600 each. At this point it might be interesting to note that the Center is 
very efficiently staffed at absolutely no cost to the Town. 


The building is, as always, available to all non-profit groups of the Town. This 
year, in addition to its use by the elderly, the following groups have made good use of 
the building: Girl Scouts, Democratic Town Committee, Cable T.V. Committee, Well 
Baby Clinic, the Town dance group under the direction of Alice McAllister, and last 
but not least it was available for shower and wedding parties. Mrs. Ruth Johnson has 
been designated as keeper of the keys and the calendar in order to prevent any conflict 
in scheduling of events. She can be reached everyday between 10:00 A.M. and 1:30 
P.M. at the Center, call 649-9211 or 649-7001. The Townspeople should feel free to 
make arrangements for any legitimate use of the building. 


The Council on Aging and the Building Committee have merged into one Com- 
mittee, our goals and interests over-lapped to a point where repetition was common- 
place. The merger was a natural. 


More specifics on services available to our elderly through the efforts of the 
Council on Aging follow:— 


1. Congregate meals served at the Center provides not only nutritious, low cost 
meals under Title VII but also provides the social setting that encourages our 
seniors to mingle with their peers and thereby dispel loneliness which is so com- 
mon to them. 


2. Under the Title VII ‘‘Meals-on-Wheels’’ program, hot lunches are delivered to 
our isolated and ill shut-ins, thereby postponing the need for institutional care. 


3. The Council is a member of Elder Services of the Merrimack Valley which pro- 
vides health aides, home-makers, and or chore services to our elderly who are 
handicapped, incapacitated, just home from the hospital, again an alternative to 
being institutionalized. 

4. Employment is made available to our more active seniors. Foster Grandparents 
are at work in our school system but are not paid through that budget but in- 
stead are paid with federal funds through Community Teamwork. 

Friendly Visitors deal with our elderly who are isolated, ill or lonely funded 
through Community Teamwork. 
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The Respite Program, utilizes the elderly as baby sitters for the less able elderly. 
This relieves families for short periods of time when they would not ordinarily 
be able to leave their parents alone. 

Opportunities for serving as volunteers can also be arranged for those who prefer 
a less structured activity. 

Our mini-bus is our most valuable asset. It provides portal to portal transporta- 
tion for our elderly; trips to doctors, dentists, to the drug store for medicine, 
laundromats, food shopping, all the essentials in order that they maintain their 
independence as long as is humanly possible. Transportation is also necessary in 
order that the Center be available to them for meals and all the other programs 
and activities as well as the Social Services. 


Identification cards are available to all citizens 60 years old so that discounts 
may be available to them at the local stores. 


Our elderly are assisted in filing for their Real Estate abatements for the 
widowed and those over 70 who are entitled to special consideration. 


We have established a free income tax service. Even those who are not required 
to file might be entitled to a rebate of their Sales Taxes. 


The Vial of Life is available through the Council. A useful tool for the Fire and 
Police Depts. or ambulance drivers in case of emergency. These are available to 
every family in Town. 

Information and referral is available on most federal and state programs such as, 
Social Security, Medicare, S.S.I., Medicaid, Food stamps, Housing: If we do not 
have the answer you require we will find it for you. 


Legal Assistance is available in most civil matters including problems in any of 
the above mentioned categories. 


Our ‘‘Tyngsborough Bombers’’ can be found at the Brunswick lanes every 
Wednesday afternoon. Won’t you join them? 


There is an Arts & Crafts Class every Wednesday afternoon after lunch. All 
seniors are welcome. 

A Plastercraft Class meets every Friday Afternoon after lunch. We would love 
to have you join us. All materials and lessons are free to our seniors. 


Thursday mornings 10:00 to 11:00 A.M. we have Line Dancing. It’s fun and 
great exercise. Come on and join us, or just come to watch. It’s contagious. 


Every Tyngsboroughite over sixty is welcome to our annual Christmas Party that 
is held at the Speare House. A full course dinner is served and entertainment 
provided. A fun time for all. 


Numerous day trips are planned by the Council they are free. Foliage trips, 
beach trips, all kinds, you name it. We are open to all suggestions. 


Those seniors who are not physically able to take part in our usual activities are 
remembered four times a year with fruit baskets or candy. We like to let them 
know that they are not forgotten and that we care. 


Staff is also available to bring specific programs to those who are house-bound. 
We are only a phone call away. 
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The Council on Aging wants to assure our elderly population that we are ready, 
willing and able to serve. Please feel free to call upon us.

The Board has had a busy year attending meetings and keeping in correspondence 
with the State regarding the Classification Law (Chp. 797, Acts of 1979) passed by 
popular vote. 


Last year $500.00 was appropriated to update our aerial maps in the Office to be 
of assistance in the future to implement a complete revaluation program. 


The Board has followed the next step to achieving Classification by soliciting 
proposals for a complete revaluation program within the Town. They also have con- 
ducted meetings between the Department Heads to explain the Classification Law. 


The State will not permit a Town to classify until they are at 100% market value. 


An article will be placed on the Annual Town Warrant to budget money to cover 
the expenses of the services of an established and accredited municipal appraisal firm 
to conduct the revaluation program. 


After achieving this step, which will require much time and effort on the Asses- 
sor’s part and also the appraisal firm, the Assessors would then be able to request 
from the State for certification. 


The Assessors, along with the revaluation, will implement a system through a 
computer firm and sales analysis to maintain full and uniform assessments. 


We feel that what has been accomplished in this past year will help in the very 
busy year ahead to flow in an orderly fashion. 


It is hoped that the operation of the Office had been helpful to the public’s needs 
and welcomes any suggestions for improvements. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the various department 
Heads for their efforts given when help was needed by this Board and also to the 
Town’s people for their concern in the Town’s needs. 
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The Office is open daily, Monday through Friday from 9:00 A.M. to 12:00 
NOON; 1:00 P.M. to 4:00 P.M. and Monday evening from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. 
for your convenience.

REPORT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


Veterans’ assistance continued through 1979 well under the budget level estab- 
lished, with benefits granted to all needy veterans found to be eligible. 


Assistance in the payment of medical expenses is reaching the level of ordinary 
benefits in both number of cases and in the monetary sense with the rising cost of 
health care and the crowded conditions in most Veterans Administration hospitals as 
large factors influencing this trend. It is increasingly difficult to place a veteran in a 
Veterans Administration hospital, even in providing outpatient care. The responsi- 
bility to care for these veterans thus falls on the state organizations, such as the 
Massachusetts Veterans’ Services. 


Since 1861, the State of Massachusetts has considered veterans of wartime service 
to be special citizens, and established what became the Office of Veterans’ Services to 
grant assistance to these people in times of need in gratitude for their service to the 
Commonwealth.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


The Board of Fire Engineers respectfully submits the report for the year ending 
December 31, 1979. 


The following is a list of the responses of the Department for the year: 
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The following is a report on Fire Prevention: 
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The Department responded to 9% more alarms than it did the year before and the 
building fire alarms doubled from the year before. 


The Department has been working on an arson squad in conjunction with the 
surrounding towns in the area. This project has requested Federal funds for equip- 
ment. To date, the area concept has worked out extremely well with a full investiga- 
tion being conducted within 24 hours from the fire. The Town had 12 arson fires last 
year. 


The new fire Station, which was built with Federal funds, has a well-trained 
company and is serving that area of the Town as planned. With the Station having 
fully-trained personnel, the Department has gone to a new response system which 
gives all the areas of the Town good coverage and, at the same time, will reduce the 
labor cost in the years to come. 


The Fire Department, in conjunction with the School Department, is working to 
incorporate ‘‘Learn Not To Burn”’ into the schools’ curriculum. This course is 
planned to start September, 1980 in Kindergarten, first and second grades. The De- 
partment holds classes during Fire Prevention Week in the school system and will 
continue these courses to reduce fires in the Town. 
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The Department received a ‘‘Lukas Rescue Tool’’ from the committee called 
“‘Jolt’’, Jaws of Life for Tyngsborough. They collected over $13,000 for this tool and 
other equipment required for rescue work. The equipment was installed on Engine 4 
which is being run as a Rescue Unit. Twenty-two (22) firefighters have been trained in 
the use of the Lukas Tool for automobile extraction. A great big THANK YOU is 
extended to all of the members of the Jolt Committee and to all of the people who 
donated to this very successful venture. 


The Board of Fire Engineers has requested a sum of $2800.00 from the Town to 
purchase seven (7) paging units so that firefighters can be notified of an alarm during 
the daytime, which is the time of day when the Department has fewer number of men 
available. The Board strongly recommends a positive vote on this article to insure that 
the best possible coverage is available. 


The volunteer firefighters continue training to keep up with the increased growth. 
The training is done twice per month and takes twelve (12) months to complete. As 
required by law, CPR, First-Aid and refresher courses are given yearly. The Board 
recommends that the firefighter be paid for training and has requested additional 
funds in next year’s budget to cover this expense. 


The residents of the Town should take a great deal of pride in their firefighters 
for the unselfish dedication and personal sacrifice required in the duties of firefighting 
and training. Through their efforts, your Town has one of the most respected depart- 
ments in the area. 


The Firefighters and the Board of Fire Engineers request the Town people’s con- 
tinued support of the Fire Department. We also welcome residents in good health to 
join the Department.

REPORT OF THE NASHOBA ASSOCIATED 
BOARDS OF HEALTH 


“TODAY’S PREVENTION..... IS TOMORROW'S GAIN”. ..... 


tapas has been the philosophy and motto of the Nashoba Associated Board of 
Health since its formation in 1931. Today, there is a renewed nationwide interest in 
community preventive health services that has been the focus of Nashoba’s activi- 
ties over the past 48 years. 


Nashoba functions as the agent for your Board of Health in providing services 
and enforcing regulations in order to protect the health of your community 
through prevention. As the motto indicates, Nashoba’s main goal is to prevent the 
occurrence or spread of disease. 


This report will elaborate on how the work of each of Nashoba’s divisions is 
guided by this goal. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH SERVICES 
1. Well Child Conferences 


The goal of the Well Child Conference is to eliminate the preventable diseases 
through immunization and to detect health conditions as early as possible to allow 
effective treatment. These conferences are staffed by a pediatrician and community 
health nurse. Children are followed between the ages of two months and five 
years.

2. School Health 


School health programs continue the work begun in the Well Child Confer- 
ences. Nashoba assists school nurses in immunization programs and with consulta- 
tion services. This year, Nashoba offered a seminar on Adolescent Hypertension 
for school and town nurses. Nashoba’s nursing staff assisted in immunizing ap- 
proximately 400 school children. Nashoba served as the depot for free vaccines and 
for vision and hearing screening machines. 


3. Well Adult and Oldster Clinics 


The disabling effects of chronic diseases such as diabetes, hypertension and 
kidney disease are often preventable if these conditions are detected at an early 
stage and properly treated. The goal of Nashoba’s Well Adult and Oldster Clinics 
is to prevent disability by providing regular and continuing screening programs. 
Our work does not stop there; our nurses follow patients with abnormal conditions 
to encourage them to seek the treatment they need.

4. Nashoba Nursing Service 


In the Nashoba Nursing Service, the term ‘‘health promotion’’ is used to 
describe activities that relate to disease prevention. As this term implies, the 
Nashoba Community Health Nurses work to promote the highest level of health 
for the citizens of the community. Some examples of these activities include: home 
visits to expectant mothers, to newborns, especially those of high risk; to elderly 
citizens requiring health counseling or assistance from available community re- 
sources, and to the chronically ill in need of assistance. Other activities include 
screening for early detection of disease and communicable disease investigation 
and control. 


The Nursing Service also serves as the Certified Home Health Agency (VNA) 
for 14 Nashoba towns. The goal of this component is to allow patients recovering 
from a disease or disability to recover in their own home, thereby reducing the 
length of stay in a hospital or eliminating the need to enter a nursing home, when 
home care is appropriate. To accomplish this goal, the Nursing Service provides 
skilled nursing care; home health aide service; physical, occupational and speech 
therapies; medical-social work; and laboratory service. A study done in the State 
of New York showed that over 70 percent of the patients served by home health 
agencies would otherwise require admission to a nursing home. The Study further 
showed that 44 percent of the patients improved to a point where the patients 
could care for themselves. 


Nashoba’s Nursing Service also provides home care services in conjunction 
with the area’s home care corporations (the agencies serving the needs of the 
elderly), with the statewide Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS) Program, and 
the State’s Lead Poisoning Project. 


During 1979, the Nursing Service began a pilot program of industrial hyper- 
tension screening. A very well-attended support group for the victims of cancer 
and their families also was established. The Nursing Service joined with the 
Nashoba Community Hospital in forming a hospice program to serve the termi-’ 
nally ill. This program, which will be in operation in 1980, provides the support 
system needed to allow a terminally ill patient to die in his or her own home. The 
program provides nursing, social, and home health aide service along with trained 
volunteer assistance for the patient and the family. Nashoba also works with 
similar programs sponsored by other area hospital. 


A regional office was established in Ashby to improve the operation of the 
Service in Ashburnham, Ashby and Townsend. In an effort to meet the growing 
demand for home health aide service, Nashoba sponsored a joint aide training 
program with Emerson Hospital and Concord Family Services. This program was 
funded by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. A course on Physical 
Assessment was held at the Nashoba Héalth Center for the Nursing staff. An in- 
service program entitled Adolescent Hypertension was for all school and town 
nurses in the Nashoba District.

MEDICAL-SOCIAL CONSULTANT 


An important part of Nashoba’s goals is the prevention of social breakdown 
of individuals and families. A major function of the Medical-Social Consultant is 
to assist individuals and familes during times of crisis and to help them find the 
services needed to return to normalcy. She also serves as a source of information 
and referral in the complex system of support services available in each com- 
munity. 


During 1979, Nashoba’s Medical-Social Consultant worked with a Woman’s 
Support Group for Battered Women. She also helped develop a support group for 
cancer patients and their families called ‘‘Coping with Cancer’’. To help meet the 
rapidly growing need for medical-social service for patients admitted to the 
Nursing Service, Nashoba has contracted for services with a qualified medical- 
social worker on a part-time basis.

DENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 


Nashoba’s school dental health program marks its 26th year of combatting 
America’s most prevalent and preventable disease — tooth decay. The fluoride 
treatment offered to students in grades 2, 5, and 8 has been shown to reduce tooth 
decay by 40 percent. An education program is presented to all school children 
grades K - 8 to encourage lifelong habits of oral hygiene and proper diet. This 
program truly bears out Nashoba’s motto — today’s prevention of tooth decay is 
tomorrow’s gain in sound, healthy teeth and gums. In 1979 70 percent of the 8193 
eligible students participated in Nashoba’s dental health programs.

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ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 


One of the least obvious, but most important prevention services carried out 
by the Nashoba Associated Boards of Health is in the area of Environmental 
Health. This Division is responsible for the prevention of disease and injury in the ° 
areas Of: food service, such as markets and restaurants, housing; recreational 
facilities such as camps, beaches, and swimming pools; sewage disposal, wells; 
public water supplies; and nuisance conditions. An additional benefit is in the 
improvement of environmental quality. 


The Environmental Health Laboratory supports the prevention activities of 
the Environmental Health Division. The Laboratory performs free testing of 
private wells and swimming pools. It tests public bedch water, public water sup- 
plies, and fluid milk sold in the Nashoba District. It also offers chemical analysis 
of drinking water for a nominal charge.

ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES 


Nashoba was fortunate in 1979 to have the services of Susannah Krey, a 
graduate student in Nutrition at the Frances Stearn Institute of Tufts University. 
Ms. Krey presented interesting nutrition education programs to groups of elderly 
citizens in most Nashoba towns. She instituted a very successful weight reduction 
program in conjunction with the Nashoba Community Hospital which was open to 
the residents of all Nashoba towns. She counseled many of the patients admitted to 
the Nursing Service. This was Nashoba’s first effort in the area of nutrition since 
1966, when the Agency had a staff nutritionist. 


The featured speaker at Nashoba’s Annual Meeting was Thomas McLaughlin, 
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Acting Commissioner of Environmental Quality Engineering. Commissioner 
McLaughlin warned of the serious problems surrounding hazardous wastes. 
Nashoba honored its retiring treasurer of 17 years, Josephine Esielionis of Shirley 
at that meeting. 

Nashoba’s administration assisted two towns with schools found to have 
sprayed asbestos ceiling material. Assistance was also given to a town that experi- 
ences contaminated water supply. The administration is currently studying the 
problem of disposal of septage, the material pumped from septic tanks. 


An energy conservation program was instituted in 1979 which included a 
number of low and middle cost improvements in the headquarters in Ayer.

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1979 ANNUAL REPORT 
NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is a public agency operating under 
Chapter 40B of the Massachusetts General Laws providing comprehensive regional 
planning services to nine communities (Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dunstable, 
Lowell, Pepperell, Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and Westford) in the Northern 
Middlesex Area. Local representation and policy guidance to the Commission’s 
staff of professionals is accomplished through the use of Commissioners of which 
each community has three: one each from the Selectmen/City Council and 
Planning Board and one appointed alternate. 


NMAC is a ‘‘comprehensive’’ regional planning agency with a concern and a 
responsibility to assure that its plans and programs are fundamental to all relevant 
social, economic and physical considerations identified on a regional and local 
basis. Toward that end, the ‘‘Center Development Program’’ became the focal 
point of the year’s efforts. Acting in conjunction with local boards and citizen 
groups, the region’s older urban and rural centers were identified, needs were 
quantified and definitive programs to meet these needs were established. The 
*‘Center Development Program’’ is a reflection of a regional planning concern 
which not only plans with its member communities but also assists in the imple- 
mentation of cooperatively designed strategies. 


A summary of the major programs anc progress in 1979 includes the follow- 
ing by category. 


HOUSING 


1979 was a productive year in terms of the amount of housing assistance pro- 
vided by the Commission. NMAC provided direct assistance to the town of Tyngs- 
borough and Pepperell in the preparation of a successful request for elderly 
housing assistance under the Massachusetts 667 program. Also successful was the 
request for housing rehabilitation assistance for low income renters through 
HUD’s Section 8 Moderate Rehabilitation Program, which will be targeted to the 
towns of Chelmsford, Dracut, Westford and Pepperell. 


A major portion of the Commission’s housing efforts has been channeled to 
the ‘‘Center Development’’ program in order to identify the housing needs of the 
residents of these areas through surveys and on-site inspections. 


Soon to be completed is an Adaptive Reuse Survey which is being performed 
through a CETA Title VIB project. This survey has located, catalogued, and 
photographed most large publicly owned and many privately owned structures in 
the region which have a potential for reuse as housing units or other specialized 
programs should they become vacant or significantly underutilized. As of Decem- 
ber 31, NMAC was awaiting approval from the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for the region’s Areawide Housing Opportunity Plan which 
documents the housing needs of the area by individual community and establishes 
goals and objectives designed to meet those needs. The plan was disapproved last 
year and was resubmitted with the changes as recommended by HUD. 
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ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


The Commission is presently in the process of updating the Overall Economic 
Development Plan for the area. This document, along with the formation of an 
organization to implement the plan, is a prerequisite to receiving assistance from 
the Economic Development Administration for projects that produce economic 
benefits in terms of creation of additional jobs or new services. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission, along with the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works, the Commonwealth’s Executive Office of Transpor- 
tation and Construction and the Lowell Regional Transit Authority, comprise the 
Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for the region which conducts a 
vigorous comprehensive transportation planning program for the area’s communi- 
ties and is responsible for the planning and support of transportation improve- 
ments. 


NMAC has completed the Merrimack River Crossing Corridor Planning 
study, which recommended a number of alternatives for an additional bridge over 
the Merrimack. After much public participation and discussion, the Common- 
wealth has agreed to move forward with the next phase of the project, a more 
complete Environmental Impact Statement on the recommended alternatives. The 
State has also been further studying the recommendations contained in the Bille- 
rica Center Bypass Corridor Planning Study. 


The Commission in conjunction with its Development Center Program has 
been analyzing the traffic situation in Pepperell’s Railroad Square and the Vinal 
Square area of Chelmsford. Recommendations designed to enhance safety and 
complement the revitalization efforts have been developed. Through a special 
grant from the United States Department of Transportation a feasibility study 
concerning the implementation of an automobile restricted zone in the Lowell 
Central Business District is presently underway. During the course of this study, 
the Commission staff has worked closely with the City of Lowell, the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority, the National Park Service and the Lowell Historic 
Preservation commission in order to insure that all efforts of Lowell’s revitaliza- 
tion are coordinated and integrated with one another. Major efforts aimed at 
discerning the needs and problems of downtown merchants have already been 
completed. 


A significant effort has been made by the Commission to promote energy con- 
servation through transportation efficiency. This has included assisting the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority with their efforts to encourage area residents to use 
public transit instead of the less energy efficient private automobile. Special atten- 
tion has been paid to marketing the public transportation system. The Commission 
has also been working closely with MASSPOOL, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works, the Private Industry Council, the Lowell Regional Transit Autho- 
rity and numerous private employers and transit companies to encourage the 
formation of ridesharing alternatives such as carpools, vanpools, commuter buses 
and park and ride lots. A draft Regional Bikeway Plan has also been prepared 
which suggests an efficient bikeway link among area communities that can facili- 
tate trips for commuting as well as recreation and health purposes. 
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ENVIRONMENT 


During 1979, the Commission continued to be involved in a number of areas 
designed to improve and protect the region’s natural and man-made environment. 


Major emphasis was placed on the completion of a management plan for the 
wastewater of the Lowell Metropolitan Area under Section 208 of the 1972 Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act. The final Draft Environmental Statement has been 
completed and will be published shortly. Water quality assessments for the towns 
of Dunstable and Pepperell have also been completed. 


Under a grant received from the Farmers Home Administration, a five year 
open space and recreation plan for the town of Tyngsborough has been prepared. 
This plan provides the town with a blueprint for future efforts toward the preser- 
vation of open space and recreation facility planning. The plan also qualifies the 
town for financial assistance through the State’s ‘‘Self Help’’ program and 
possible funding through the Heritage and Cultural Resources Service of the De- 
partment of the Interior. 


Also completed during 1979 was a project funded by the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency designed to evaluate the possible potential recreational uses of the 
publicly owned open space surrounding the region’s wastewater treatment plants 
and rights of way. Bikeways and hiking trails are some of the possible uses of these 
lands. 


At years end, NMAC was awarded a grant from the Urban Mass Transporta- 
tion Administration and the Environmental Protection Agency to conduct an air 
quality/transportation planning program with the goal of analyzing a number of 
strategies designed to meet the federal ambient air quality standards. 


In conjunction with the Middlesex Cana Association, the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council, and the Massachusetts Historical Commission, NMAC is con- 
tinuing work aimed at the preservation and reconstruction of segments of the Old 
Middlesex Canal. The entire route of the Canal was surveyed and examined by a 
team of archeologists this past year and the layout of the Canal has been plotted 
and drawn on local assessor’s maps. 


COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING 


The Commission’s major comprehensive planning effort has been the Center 
Development Program. The Graniteville section of Westford, Chelmsford’s Vinal 
Square area, Pepperell’s Railroad Square and Dracut’s Navy yard section were the 
targets of this comprehensive planning effort to date. The program basically con- 
sists of working with local boards and resident citizen groups to identify and 
enumerate the real community development needs of these specific areas and to 
propose plans and specific methods of implementation. The effort included 
housing studies, traffic analyses, merchant surveys and interviews, public facility 
analyses and other intensive studies all of which are vital to the development of a 
comprehensive strategy to revitalize and rehabilitate these centers. Some examples 
of specific proposals prepared by NMAC and tailored to each center included 
requests for housing rehabilitation assistance and storefront facade improvement 
programs through HUD’s Small Cities Program, negotiations for home mortgage 
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assistance through the Farmers Home Administration and the Massachusetts 
Home Mortgage Finance Agency, the targeting of rehabilitation assistance for low 
income renters through the HUD Section 8 Moderate Rehabilitation Program and 
a completed architectural concept plan for storefront improvement funded through 
the Farmers Home Administration. 


NMAC is a comprehensive planning agency and as such serves as the region’s 
federally designated ‘‘A-95’’ clearinghouse. In this capacity, the Commission re- 
views all requests for federal funding assistance for projects that originate within 
or impact the Northern Middlesex area, to determine their compatibility with area- 
wide plans, goals and objectives. During 1979, the Commission reviewed requests 
for federal assistance totaling over 124 million dollars. In a similar manner, 
NMAC also reviews projects subject to the Massachusetts Environmental Policy 
Act. 


TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE 


Technical assistance in relating regional planning to the local needs of member 
communities is a major objective of the Commission. Extensive assistance to in- 
dividual communities, public officials and private citizens has been provided over 
the year dealing with a wide variety of issues and concerns such as population, 
housing and economic statistics. Direct personnel/management assistance to all 
member communities with the help of a shared professional specialist funded 
through the U.S. Office of Personnel Management and assistance to member com- | 
munities in the preparation of federal grant-in-aid requests such as the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development’s Small Cities Program. 


BUDGET 


During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1979, the Commission expended 
$306,558. The local share of this amount raised through community assessments 
on the nine member communities was $60,000. The fiscal 1980 budget is $352,550 
of which $60,000 was raised through local community assessments. 


The Commission meets monthly, usually on the third Wednesday of each 
month (evening) at its offices at 144 Merrimack Street, Lowell. The public is 
invited and encouraged to attend.

Meetings are held in the Conference Room at the Town Hall on the second and 
last Thursday of each month at 7:00 P.M. 


This being the first year of the existence of the Sewer Commission and also with 
construction already in progress on Contract One, it has been a very busy year for the 
Sewer Commissioners. 


Construction started on November of 1978 with the following quantities of pipe 
and pavement installed to date: 


Sewer pipe, 10’’ thru 24’’ diameter 17,544 lineal feet 
Sewer pipe, 8’’ diameter 19,858 lineal feet 
House service connections 450 

Sewer manholes 185 

Base course pavement 29,631 lineal feet 
Permanent pavement 59,048 square yards 


During the year of 1979 the Board of Sewer Commissioners held 39 regular 
meetings and met formally with the United States Environmental Protection Agency, 
the Massachusetts Division of Water Pollution Control, the Dracut Sewer Commis- 
sioners, the Board of Selectmen, the Tyngsboro Board of Health, Federal Housing 
Authority and also the United States Corps of Army Engineers. In addition, the Com- 
missioners had numerous informal work sessions with the Engineers overseeing con- 
struction relative to problems with work progress, citizen complaints, individual 
property Owners concerns regarding construction within easements and discussion of 
other day to day construction related problems. 


During 1980 the Commissioner’s efforts will be directed to: (1) Monitor Con- 
struction progress to insure successful completion of Phase One Construction. (2) 
Finalize sewer user charge system. 


A special ‘‘Thanks’’ to Doreen Stannard for being our Secretary for the past 
year. 


The Commissioners express their gratitude and appreciation to the Town for their 
patience, endurance and cooperation during the past construction season.

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REPORT OF THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Tyngsborough: 


The approval of a Chapter 667 grant of 1.92 million dollars for up to sixty (60) 
units of housing for the elderly and handicapped, from the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs, came to the Town of Tyngsborough, in early December of 1978. The 
implementation of these funds were not to commence until July of 1979 (FY ’80). 


Site selection proved to be quite a chore. With Tyngsborough being a small town 
(as far as growth is concerned) and the state requirements narrowing down the area 
from which we could select, our choice of available sites was at a minimum. The dili- 
gent and persistant work of the Authority members, the Department of Community 
Affairs, our Architects, and our legal counsel resulted in the acquisition of 4.8 acres 
of land from the Academy of Notre Dame, in February of ’80, for the option price of 
$55,000. The Authority, the Townspeople, and most surely, the elderly of our Town, 
will be forever grateful to the Academy for its thoughtfulness. The land is situated on 
Middlesex Road and is the wooded area where the Brinley Mansion stood. Its proxi- 
mity to services (Town Hall, churches, library, Post Office, super market, bank, etc.) 
makes it a very desirable sight for our ‘housing for the elderly’. 


While the Option to Purchase was being negotiated, the members of the Autho- 
rity were also busy proceeding with planning of the project. From a long list of archi- 
tectual applicants the firm of Davies/Gavin Architects, Inc., of Lowell, were selected 
as our Architects. At the time of this writing, we (the Authority and Department of 
Community Affairs) are in the process of reviewing the Architects site layout and 
building plans. We are just about on schedule (as outlined by D.C.A.) and barring any 
unforseen circumstances, we should be ready to call for construction bids by this 
summer. Hopefully construction to start by fall. 


The Authority is grateful to all who have helped to make our dream of a ‘home 
for the elderly’, in Tyngsborough, a reality.

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1979 ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
GREATER LOWELL REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The Greater Lowell Regional Vocational Technical School Committee spent 
1979 focusing on major issues such as the end of the 45-15 year-round program, 
living with a four percent tax cap, and gaining admission into the Merrimack 
Valley Conference. The following monthly chronology of events is a highlight of 
the 1979 Greater Lowell Regional School Committee action and implementation. 


January saw the official vote to end the 45-15 year-round school. Input from 
the 45-15 Ad Hoc Committee narrowed the projected September 1, 1979, waiting 
list to approximately 31 students based upon the actual number of applicants who 
took the aptitude examination. On January 10, 1979, after open and lengthy dis- 
cussions, the Committee voted to end the year-round school program. Many 
Committee members felt that the waiting list could be eliminated by November 1, 
1979, and, therefore, the pending need for this program would not be necessary. 
Other January developments concerned the donation of substantial CEDIS equip- 
ment to Greater Lowell via Associate Commissioner Dr. David F. Cronin. Lois 
Starbird, Home Economics Cluster Chairperson, received a state grant (94-482) of 
$9,781 for the Home Economics Department. 


In February, the Greater Lowell Regional School adopted the FY ’80 budget 
in the amount of $10,795,755. This budget represented a 1.6% decrease from FY 
°79 primarily due to the return of the 9-month school year. The Committee ap- 
proved class trips to both Disney World and Washington, and a vote was taken to 
inquire about joining the Merrimack Valley Conference. An In-Service grant for 
Competency Based Individualized Curriculum was awarded for $113,895 and yet 
another grant, Project S.W.O.T. (State Wide Occupational T.V.), was staffed and 
initiated with funding of $112,483. 


March brought a variety of motions that dealt with several outstanding pro- 
grams involved with the students from Greater Lowell. Senior Marie Green served 
as the Acting Student Governor at the State House in Boston as part of Student 
Government Day. The Committee approved 31 students to participate in the State 
V.I.C.A. (Vocational Industrial Clubs of America) finals, 4 students for D.E.C.A. 
(Distributive Education Clubs of America), and School participation by Greater 
Lowell as part of Vocational Education Week at the Burlington Mall. All of these 
activities provided motivation, enjoyment and notoriety for the students from 
Greater Lowell Regional. 


In April, Bernard M. Bettencourt was named 1979-80 Chairman of the 
Greater Lowell Regional School Committee, Michael J. Sullivan was elected Vice 
Chairman and Harold O. Bell was elected Secretary. A waiver was granted by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education to end the 1978-79 student school year on 
June 29, 1979. Greater Lowell was also honored in April by a week long visit from 
Dr. Henry Baddoo, from Ghana. Miss Nancy Dalpe, from Dracut, and Miss Susan 
Dastous, from Lowell, were selected as the respective 1979 Valedictorian and Salu- 
tatorian. James C. Dadoly was once again re-elected to the GLRVTS Committee.

On May 22, 1979, the Baseball Field was dedicated to Charles P. Conlon. 
Dignitaries, family, friends and staff paid tribute to this unforgetable kind man. 
Bernard M. Bettencourt and Harold O. Bell were re-elected to the Greater Lowell 
Regional School Committee. The Committee voted to allow (4) V.I.C.A. state 
finalists to attend the National Competition in Atlanta, Georgia, while the 1979-80 
waiting list was listed at 92 students. Negotiations between the Committee and the 
Secretaries Union were initiated and proceeded in a positive fashion during the 
month of May. It was also announced in May that the Greater Lowell Regional per 
pupil cost for 1978-79 was $2,824, which was the second lowest vocational educa- 
tion cost in the Eastern Massachusetts area. The Committee also voted to have an 
addition built to the Physical Education area for storage and sports utilization 
purposes. 


June 1979 saw many enjoyable activities such as the Spring Sports Banquet, 
the Appreciation Dinner, and especially Graduation, where 600 students received 
their diplomas on June 1, 1979. Dr. Kenneth Ryder, President of Northeastern 
University, served as the Commencement speaker on a perfect summer evening 
that will long be remembered. 94% of the Senior Class received jobs after Gradua- 
tion with 81% in their respective trade area. 100% of the L.P.N.’s passed the State 
Licensing Examination in June. The faculty adopted the School Philosophy and 
Objectives as part of the Accreditation process. The Committee voted to make 
formal application to the Merrimack Valley Conference. Project P.A.V.E. was re- 
funded and the Committee voted to purchase $117,152 worth of Computer equip- 
ment from Wang Laboratories. 


In the month of July, 1979, two long time faculty members, Bowers Fuller 
and Dorothy Lafionatis, retired. 70 students were hired under Project S.W.A.P. to 
help the Maintenance and Custodial staff give the school its first decent face lift in 
three years due to the ongoing use of the building, due to 45-15. A 1979 Chevrolet 
Van and a G.M. Diesel engine were donated to the school in July by General 
Motors Corporation. All summer employees toured the Lowell Historical Park. 


Wang Laboratories became the primary Data Processing agent for Greater 
Lowell in August 1979. The Committee and the Secretarial Union signed a three 
year contract from 1979-82. $1,237,371 in unexpected FY ’79 Cherry Sheet money 
was returned to the District, which helped reduce local tax rates. Committee mem- 
ber, Clement Gregory McDonough, was honored for his service to education by 
the Massachusetts Association of School Committees. A videotape was prepared 
for our presentation to the Athletic Directors from the Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference and a new chain link fence was erected around the athletic complex in anti- 
cipation of the MVC vote. 43 teachers filed for summer unemployment benefits, 
while 5 new teachers were hired. 


September saw the opening of the first traditional school year, with approxi- 
mately 80 Freshman applicants on the waiting list. Custodian Frederick Wright 
was killed in a motorcycle accident and 29 teachers appealed their rejected unem- 
ployment claims while Project S.E.R.V.E. and Project P.R.O.V.E. were re-funded 
for 1979-80. Dr. Mark Romanowsky was elected School Physician by the Com- 
mittee. Superintendent Collins recommended that Greater Lowell join the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference in Division II only. The Committee also established an 
Energy Sub-Committee and entertained throughts of constructing a new ware- 
house. 
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Greater Lowell was accepted into the Merrimack Valley Conference with im- 
mediate parity considerations. Negotiations began with the Security Guards in 
October and Project S.W.O.T. ($100,000) and Project S.H.A.P.E. ($34,000) were 
funded. All appealed teacher unemployment claims were rejected. 


November 1979, saw the evaporation of the Freshman waiting list and the re- 
election of Daniel P. Kane and the election of John F. Ryan. Project G.E.T. 
(Graduates Employed as Technicians) was funded for over $68,000. Energy month 
was conducted at Greater Lowell. Demonstrations, presentation and a special 
energy week highlighted the month’s activities. Paul Welch retired from his posi- 
tion as Maintenance Supervisor. The 77th annual convention of the New England 
Business Educators Association and the Union National Bank Presidents Club 
meeting were held at Greater Lowell Regional. Both events were a tremendous 
success. The official vote to accept entrance into the M.V.C. was confirmed by the 
Committee and it was decided to investigate the purchase of lights and bleachers 
for the Athletic Fields. The Committee also recommended the construction of a 
new warehouse/ garage and refreshment stand for the 1980-81 season. 


December brought the traditional holiday festivities highlighted by the first 
annual Christmas Fair. The Greater Lowell Basketball Gryphons played Lowell 
High School in the Boston Garden. The year eneded where it began, with the pre- 
liminary budget being submitted on December 27, 1979.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectpersons 
and the Citizens of Tyngsborough: 


The Conservation Commission has completed a busy and productive year. Along 
with conducting wetland hearings and site inspections, the Commission was successful 
in obtaining for the Town a 29 acre parcel of land (John Barr property). Funds for the 
purchase was voted at the town meeting last year, and the State has approved the 50% 
self-help reimbursement for the balance of the purchase price. We appreciate that the 
Town has seen fit to entrust a portion of its valuable property to our care and 
management. 


We encourage landowners to consider placing some of their property in trust with 
the Commission as a gift to the Town, as a memorial, or grant the Town an easement 
for conservation purposes. Land so designated will always be held for the purpose 
donated, and could be one of the Town’s most precious assets in years to come. 


Residents participated in helping to develop an Open Space Plan for the Town, 
by responding to questionnaires that were sent to each home. The results will be in- 
corporated in the final draft of the Open Space Plan presently being developed by the 
Northern Middlesex Area Commission. An Open Space Plan is a required document if 
conservation land purchases by the Town are to be reimbursed with Federal or State 
funds. The Commission appreciates and thanks all those citizens who participated in 
the development of an Open Space and Recreation Master Plan for the Town by 
filling out and returning the completed questionnaire. 


Our immediate and present need is for a suitable office wherein our meetings can 
be held and our records stored. The complex responsibilities and scope of the Com- 
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mission’s work mandates that a permanent meeting place be made available to us. We 
look to our Board of Selectpersons for a resolution of this problem. 


It is hoped that citizens will be supportive of the implementation of the Open 
Space and Recreation Plan and of conservation in the Town in the future.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The purpose of a Finance Committee, as authorized under the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, is to ‘‘consider any or all municipal questions 
for the purpose of making reports or recommendations to the Town.’’ The Committee 
serving during this past year has worked hard and diligently toward accomplishing this 
purpose with the additional goal of maintaining the lowest possible tax rate without 
sacrificing essential services. There have been, and still are, significant issues facing 
the Town at this time. Those with major impact, as well as the more routine matters, 
were carefully studied and, given the information available at the time, our recom- 
mendations were always made with the best interests of the Town in mind. The role of 
the Finance Committee is often a difficult one with having to choose between what the 
Town wants or needs vs that which we feel it can afford. 


It should be noted that while the majority of our FY 1981 recommendations are 
equal to the amounts requested, it is reflective not of a casual review on our part, but 
rather of our opinion that the Departments’ requests are reasonable and necessary for 
them to accomplish their duties. Without reducing services there is little excess, in our 
opinion, to be trimmed away. The effect, unfortunately, is that without additional 
revenues or State reimbursements, the tax rate will continue to climb. The inevitable 
growth of small towns in itself is the cause of tax increases when services required, in 
particular school related, outweigh additional revenue generated. 


On top of it all this year is the legislation to put a cap on local spending. The 
guidelines for increases used in our recommendations was approximately 912% for 
salaries and wages and 4% expenses not including utilities. There are exceptions how- 
ever, in Departments where the volume of work or responsibilities, in our opinion, 
required further adjustments. 


The Committee would like to thank all Departments for using the new budget 
format as requested. The use of these forms will provide better guidelines for future 
Committees. 


The Finance Committee meets on the last Monday of each month at 8:00 P.M. in 
the Town Hall. In addition, budget reviews are held on Monday and Thursday eve- 
nings in the Town Hall from mid February through April. All meetings are open to 
the public and YOU are invited to attend. Vacancies on the Committee periodically 
exist . . . Anyone wishing to serve please contact the Town Moderator or any member 
of the Committee. 


As in the past, many thanks to all the Departments for their assistance and 
cooperation.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds, the sum of $4,219.25 for the purpose of erecting chainlink 
fencing for the Community Center Ballfield, or take any action in relation thereto. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE — NOT RECOMMENDED 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
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from available funds, the sum of $500.00 for the purpose of installing a fence around 
the Gould Cemetery, or take any action in relation thereto. 
FINANCE COMMITTEE — RECOMMENDED 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the Cemetery Sale 
of Lots Account the sum of $10,000.00 for expanding the Tyngsborough Memorial 
Cemetery and upon completion any remaining funds will be transferred back to the 
Cemetery Sale of Lots Account, or take any action in relation thereto. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE — RECOMMENDED 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the Perpetual Care 
Fund the sum of $3,000.00 for the purchase of mowing equipment and an air com- 
pressor and upon completion any remaining funds will be transferred back to the 
Perpetual Care Fund, or take any action in relation thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,000.00 for engineering services for an updated Sewerage Facilities Planning Study, 
and to authorize the Sewer Commission to apply for, accept, and expend any and all 
Federal or State aid which may be available for such purpose, or take any action in 
relation thereto.

ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town By-Laws by 
adding a new Article as follows: 
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WASTE STORAGE 

SECTION 1. Any accessory receptacle or structure with holding capacity of at 
least 100 cubic feet for temporary storage of solid or liquid waste 
materials, including garbage, rubbish, junk, discarded bulk items, 
and similar waste items, shall be located not less than ten feet from 
any structure and shall be screened from all adjacent premises and 
streets from which it would otherwise be visible. Screening materials 
will not be attached to any structure. 


SECTION 2. Any violation of the Article shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than $50.00 for each offense, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Section 16 of Chapter 270 
of the Massachusetts General Laws relating to littering, to be enforced by the Board 
of Health and its designated Public Health agents and Health Officers, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law and 
Zoning Map for the Town of Tyngsborough by adopting a new Wetlands Zoning 
provision as follows: 


A. WETLANDS ZONE 


1. PURPOSES 

This Wetlands Zone is established: 

a) to promote the public welfare through the protection, preservation, and 
use of the Town’s wetlands, water bodies, water courses, and their 
adjoining lands; 

b) to protect the safety of persons and property against the hazards of 
flooding and contamination; 


c) to preserve and maintain the water retention capability, ecological func- 
tions, utility, and purity of natural groundwater supplies; 


d) to promote recreation usefulness, natural beauty, and the protection 
and proliferation of natural wildlife. 


2. ZONE DELINEATION 


Bogs, swamps, marshes, wet meadows, and areas of flowing or standing 
water, sometimes temporary or intermittent; and lands which are charac- 
terized by their distinctive soils, including but not limited to peat or muck 
or by the existence of plant communities which require the presence of 
water at or near ground surface for a major portion of the year. The plant 
communities are further described in Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
131, Section 40, as amended. 


3. USE REGULATIONS 


a) The Wetlands Zone shall be considered as overlaying all classes of 
Districts listed in Section 1 of the Tyngsborough Zoning By-Law. Any 
uses permitted in any such District shall be permitted in the portion of 
such District so overlaid, subject, however to all of the provisions of 
this Section. 


b) In the Wetlands Zone, the following are prohibited: 
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i. Erection of any new structure, except for temporary structures 
accessory to agricultural, forestry, horticultural, recreational, or 
conservation uses; or except for structures for water resource 
utilization not incompatible with the stated purposes of the Wet- 
lands Zone; 


ii. Installation of a septic system or other sewage disposal system, 
except to replace an existing system servicing a structure existing 
prior to June 30, 1980; 

iii. Dumping of any material; 

iv. Filling with any material; (except that constructing roads, drive- 
ways, utilities, and other associated roadway facilities for the pur- 
pose of accessing land which is not situated in the Wetlands Zone 
and which is otherwise not accessible because of land regulations 
of the Planning Board shall be permitted, provided the applicant 
meets the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 131, 
Section 40, as amended) 


v. Earth transfer or removal; 


vi. Storage of salts, fertilizers, heavy metals, petrochemical products, 
or toxic substances; 


vii. Installation of impervious surfaces, except as permitted in Sub- 
paragraph iv. above. 


¢) The provisions of this By-Law shall not apply to uses on lots for which 
an Order of Conditions is issued and outstanding prior to June 30, 
1980 to the extent such uses are authorized under said Order of Con- 
ditions. 


4. APPEALS PROCEDURE 


In the Wetlands Zone the Board of Appeals, may, upon application, per- 
mit any use and/or structure complying in all respects with the provisions 
of the underlaying District or Districts within which the land is located, if: 


a) The application and plans have been referred to the Planning Board, 
the Board of Health, and the Conservation Commission and reports 
shall have been received from all three Boards (or thirty days shall have 
elapsed following referral without receipt of such reports); and only if: 


b) The land is proven by the applicant to be neither in fact subject to 
inundation during the 100 year flood nor unsuitable for the proposed 
use because of hydrological/topographical conditions or the land is 
proven by the applicant to lie clearly outside the Wetlands Zone as 
defined. 


B. EDGE ZONE 
1. PURPOSES 


This Edge Zone is established: 

a) To provide an easily identifiable zone in which hazards to the public 
exist; 

b) To provide a safety zone along the Wetland margin in order to protect 
persons and property from the hazards of flood inundation; 
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c) To protect the public health by insuring the purity of the water re- 
source that exists in the Wetland; 


d) To protect the public from the hazards of construction and refuse 
disposal in an area of high water tables. 


. ZONE DELINEATION 


The Edge Zone shall include all those areas that lie within 100 feet of the 
boundary of the Wetlands Zone as defined in A. 2. above. 


. DEMARCATION 


A person intending to build a structure on a lot which has any portion in 
the Edge Zone shall deliver to the Building Inspector (with a copy to the 
Conservation Commission) the following: 


a) A plot plan showing the estimated boundaries within the lot of those 
portions that fall within both the Wetlands Zone and the Edge Zone, 
and the location of the structure on the lot; . 


b) An estimate of the area of the lot outside the Wetlands Zone; 


c) The minimum lot area as defined in the Zoning By-Laws shall be exclu- 
sive of the Wetlands area and must be contiguous to, that is, uninter- 
rupted by a Wetland area. 


. USE REGULATIONS 


a) The Edge Zone shall be considered as overlaying all classes of Districts 
listed in Section 2 of this Zoning By-Law for the Town of Tyngs- 
borough. Any uses permitted in any such District so overlaid, subject, 
however to all of the provisions of this section. 


b) In the Edge Zone the following are prohibited: 


i. Installation of a septic system or other sewage disposal system, 
except to replace an existing system servicing a structure existing 
prior to June 30, 1980; 


ii. Dumping of any material; 


iii. Storage of salts, fertilizers, heavy metals, petrochemical products, 
or toxic substances. 


c) The provisions of this By-Law shall not apply to uses on lots for which 
an Order of Conditions is issued and outstanding prior to June 30, 1980 
to the extent such uses are authorized under said Order of Conditions. 


. APPEALS PROCEDURE 


In the Edge Zone the Board of Appeals, may, upon application permit any 
use and/or structure complying in all respects with the provisions of the 
underlying District or Districts within which the land is located, if; 


a) The application and plans have been referred to the Planning Board, 
the Board of Health, and the Conservation Commission and reports 
shall have been received from all three Boards (or thirty days shall have 
elapsed following referral without receipt of such reports) and only if: 


b) The land is proven by the applicant to be neither in fact subject to inun- 
dation during the 100-year flood nor unsuitable for the proposed use 
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because of hydrological/topographical conditions; or the land is proven 
by the applicant to lie clearly outside the Edge Zone as defined. 


C. COMPUTATION 


Any lot which contains in area size more than fifty percent of a Wetlands or 
Edge Zone shall be deemed to be unsuitable for development; 


or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Zoning By- 
Laws as follows: 


A. Paragraph 1 of Section 2 is deleted and inserted in place thereof is the fol- 
lowing: 


Single family and double family houses, and a person erecting a dwelling 
in the Town of Tyngsborough shall not occupy or cause to be occupied 
such dwelling until a proper occupancy permit has been obtained from the 
Building Inspector, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Zoning By- 
Laws as follows: 


A. APARTMENTS 


Subparagraph 3 of Paragraph 2 of Section 2 — Lot Coverage Restrictions 
— shall be deleted and inserted in place thereof is the following: 


A building shall not cover more than twenty-five percent of.the lot, and at 
least twenty-five percent of the lot shall be landscaped. In addition, there 
shall be not less than 2 parking spaces per dwelling unit and the space shall 
be not less than 10 feet by 20 feet. Access drives or ways shall be paved 
according to Planning Board Rules and Regulations. 


. Subparagraph 4 of Paragraph 2 of Section 2 — Minimum Setbacks — the 


last sentence shall be deleted and inserted in place thereof the following: 


There shall be a minimum distance of 100 feet between buildings, as 
measured by the closest point between each building. 


. Subparagraph 5 of Paragraph 2 of Section 2 — Height Restrictions — 


shall be deleted and inserted in place thereof the following: 


Buildings shall not exceed three stories above ground level nor shall they 
ever exceed a maximum of thirty feet in height. 


. Subparagraph 8 of Paragraph 2 of Section 2 — Site Plan Approval — sub- 


section d shall be deleted and inserted in place thereof the following: 


Location of all utilities, structure, and septic systems shall include existing 
and proposed invert of storm and sewer drains. 


. Subparagraph 8 of Paragraph 2 of Section 2, add a new subsection e, to 


read as follows: 


To insure proper site development, an onsite topographic survey shall be 
submitted showing a two foot contour interval, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Zoning By- 
Laws as follows: 


A. BUSINESS DISTRICTS 


1. Paragraph 2 of Section 3 shall be deleted and inserted in place thereof the 
following: 


The following purposes, provided application is first made to the Board 
of Selectmen and Planning Board and permitted and authorized by 
them: hotel, restaurant or other eating place; office; bank or other 
monetary institution; theatre, club, hall or other place of amusement or 
assembly; and retail stores. In all cases, adequate parking off street 
parking facilities must be shown on a plan accompanying the applica- 
tion. 


2. Paragraph 3 of Section 3 the following shall be inserted after the word 
Selectmen ‘‘. . . and Planning Board’’, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Zoning By- 
Laws as follows: 


AREA REGULATIONS 


1. Paragraph C of Section 5 shall be deleted and inserted in place thereof the 
following: 


In business districts, except as to residential building, there shall be 100 
feet of frontage required, except that full compliance must be made 
with Section 5 Paragraph B and new residential construction shall con- 
form with Section 5 Paragraph A as to frontage and area requirements. 


2. Paragraph D of Section 5 — Front Yards — shall be deleted and inserted 
in place thereof the following: 


No building or structure in any district shall extend nearer the exterior 
front lot line than thirty feet, except that no building or structure in any 
district shall extend nearer the exterior front lot line than forty feet on 
lots at the intersection of two or more streets, whether public or private, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Zoning By- 
Laws as follows: 


SIDE YARDS 


The last sentence of Section 5, Paragraph E shall be deleted and inserted in 
place thereof the following: 


Accessory buildings in a residential or farming district shall not be 
nearer than fifteen feet to the side lot line, , 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds, the sum of $750.00 and to authorize the members of the Board 
of Appeals to be compensated $250.00 each, if the Amendment to Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 41, Section 81Z authorizing compensation for Board of Ap- 
peals members is adopted by the legislature, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ABEL 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds, the sum of $1,500.00 and to authorize the members of the 
Planning Board to be compensated $250.00 and the Chairman of the Planning Board 
to be compensated an additional $250.00, if the Amendment to Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 41, Section 81A authorizing compensation for Planning Board mem- 
bers is adopted by the legislature, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the elected position of 
Tree Warden to be for a term of 3 years as provided in Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 41, Section 1, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will instruct the Board of Selectmen on behalf 
of the Town of Tyngsborough to petition the General Court to pass an act and/or take 
any other action required to exempt the position of Chief of Police of the Town of 
Tyngsborough from the provisions of Chapter 31 of the General Laws, with the proviso 
that the present Chief of Police, presently under the protection of the provisions of 
Chapter 31 shall retain such protection until he retires or is discharged, or act in 
relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to exempt a specific amount of Free 
Cash from the provisions of Section 12A of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1979, and that 
such Free Cash not be utilized for the purpose of reducing the property tax levy in 
Fiscal 1981, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will further increase the budget limit estab- 
lished under Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1979 for the School Department Budget for 
the Fiscal Year 1981 shall be established at a certain sum of money, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will further increase the appropriations and 
budget limit established under Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1979 so that the Town’s 
appropriations and budget limit for Fiscal Year 1981 shall be a certain sum of money, 
or take any action in relation thereto.

MANAGEMENT REPORT 
for the 
TOWN OF TYNGSBOROUGH 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


We have examined the financial statements of the Town of Tyngsborough, 
Massachusetts, for the year ended June 30, 1978, and have issued our report thereon 
dated December 26, 1978. As a part of our examination, we made a study and evalua- 
tion of the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent we considered 
necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. 
Under these standards, the purposes of such evaluation are to establish a basis for 
reliance on the system of internal accounting control in determining the nature, timing 
and extent of other auditing procedures that are necessary for expressing an opinion 
on the financial statements and to assist the auditor in planning and performing his 
examination of the financial statements. 


Our examination of the financial statements made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, including the study and evaluation of the Town’s system 
of internal accounting control for the year ended June 30, 1978, would not necessarily 
disclose all weaknesses in the system because it was based on selective tests of account- 
ing records and related data. However, such a study and evaluation disclosed the 
following conditions that we believe to be material weaknesses. 


GENERAL 


1. The Town does not use the Encumbrance method of accounting or a uniform 
purchase order system. With both systems, a reduction in the appropriation 
balance is recorded upon the issuance of an approved purchase order. The pri- 
mary advantage to these methods is that expenditures for goods and services are 
controlled when the order is placed, thereby reducing the possibility of an over- 
drawn appropriation. Interim reports would be more meaningful because bud- 
gets would be compared to actual expenditures to date plus the total purchase 
orders approved. Because of the controls intrinsic to these systems, we recom- 
mend that the Town initiate both in the immediate future. 


2. Chapter 41, Section 50, of the General Laws requires that the Town Accountant 
reconcile the Treasurer’s cash account at least once in each year. To date, this 
has not been done. The purpose and effect of this existing law is to build into the 
accounting system a sound internal control by providing for an independent 
check of the Treasurer. In performing this reconciliation, the Town Accountant 
verifies all existing cash balances and independently checks the Treasurer’s cash 
balances to the general ledger control accounts. Noncompliance with this law is a 
serious breakdown in the internal accounting control system, and we strongly 
recommend that corrective measures be instituted immediately to comply with 
General Laws and further recommend that the Town Accountant reconcile the 
Treasurer’s cash at least on a quarterly basis. 


3. Our review of Tax Titles held in the custody of the Town Treasurer disclosed 
outstanding accounts set up as far back as 1957 with little or no attempt to effect 
settlements either by collection or foreclosure. Your attention is directed to the 
foreclosure provisions of Chapter 60, Section 50, of the Massachusetts General

Laws relative to foreclosures and further recommend that the Treasurer imme- 
diately initiate formal proceedings to settle these overdue accounts to prevent a 
material loss of revenue to the Town. 


Supporting documentation for the conditions of original bequests could not be 
located for many of the Town’s trust funds. Since expenditures may be restricted 
by the terms of such bequests, we recommend that additional efforts be made to 
locate these records and procedures be established to assure that all trust docu- 
ments applicable to past or future bequests be properly safeguarded for perma- 
nent retention. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


The Town Accountant maintains a cash book which is manually copied directly 
from the Treasurer’s cash book. If this duplication were eliminated, an addi- 
tional benefit might be realized, enabling the Town Accountant to further ex- 
pand the internal audit function. We recommend that the Treasurer summarize 
and prepare a monthly report and the Town Accountant accept the Treasurer’s 
totals for posting to the general ledger accounts. 


In reviewing the payroll procedures of the Town, we discovered that many em- 
ployees were not requested by the Treasurer to file an Employees’ Withholding 
Allowance Certificate (W-4’s and M-4’s). Properly filed certificates are attesta- 
tion of authorized deductions for tax purposes and provide additional evidence 
to support payments to employees by establishing a means of comparison of em- 
ployees’ signatures to the endorsements appearing on employees’ cancelled pay- 
roll checks. We recommend that as terms of employment all employees fill out 
the required certificates and the treasurer’s office update the permanent file of 
all employees to insure that the proper forms have been filed by each employee. 


The Treasurer has responsibility for the Town’s Trust Funds exclusive of those in 
custody of the selectmen. The cemetery perpetual care funds consist of sixty- 
seven separate savings bank books totalling $20,540, earning interest at 5% to 
5%%. Since the principal of these funds cannot be spent, a consolidation of 
these savings bank books, providing that the principal amount is kept separate 
from the income earned thereon, would allow the Treasurer to invest these funds 
at a higher rate of interest. 


Included in the inventory of securities held in the Lucy Littlefield Library Trust 
Fund is an investment in Boston and Maine Railroad Stock carried on the 
Town’s trust records at a value of $1,900. It is recommended that the actual 
book value of this investment be determined and the Town’s trust accounts ad- 
justed accordingly. 


During our testing of the Tax Collector’s receipts, we detected a one-week lag 
between the receipt of cash and the deposit into the Town’s account. This prac- 
tice not only increases the chance of physical loss of the receipts, but it decreases 
the interest income that could be earned by the Town. We recommend that all 
receipts be deposited daily and intact. 


On June 30, 1978, the Town’s Balance Sheet disclosed outstanding Personal 
Property taxes dating back to 1970 and Motor Vehicle Excise dating back to 
1972. As a result of the confirmations we received, we recommend that the tax 
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collector evaluate the collectibility of these delinquent taxes and excise and adjust 
the accounts accordingly. 


7. In testing cash receipts of the Town Clerk’s department, we noted that receipts 
relating to the sale of fishing licenses are not being remitted to the Treasurer’s 
office. Instead, the Town Clerk is receiving these funds, and in turn drawing a 
check payable to the appropriate State agency for payment of their portion of 
the fee. Since Chapter 41, Section 35 of the General Laws requires that the 
Treasurer be responsible for the receipt and disbursement of all Town funds, we 
recommend that the Town Clerk cease this practice and from this point forward 
turn all funds received over to the Treasurer for proper handling and remittance 
to the appropriate State agency. 


The accounting principles followed by the Town are outlined in Chapter 44 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. These principles are incor- 
porated in a manual commonly known as the Uniform System and promulgated by 
the Department of Revenue. 


The Commonwealth is currently considering the adoption of generally accepted 
accounting principles as outlined in Governmental Accounting, Auditing and Finan- 
cial Reporting (G.A.A.F.R.), a 1968 publication of the National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting. Systems designed in accordance with G.A.A.F.R. are 
arranged on a ‘‘Fund’’ basis. G.A.A.F.R. identifies eight types of funds and two 
groups of accounts, summarized below: 


1. General Fund — A fund used to account for the ordinary operations of a 
governmental unit which are financed from taxes and other general revenues 
(All transactions which are not accounted for in another fund). 


2. Special Revenue Fund — A type of fund used to account for revenues from 
specific taxes or other earmarked revenue sources which by law are desig- 
nated to finance particular functions or activities of government. (After the 
fund is established it usually continues year after year until discontinued or 
revised by proper legislative authority.) 


3. Debt Service Fund — A type of fund established to finance and account for 
the payment of interest and-principal on all general obligation debt, serial 
and term, other than that payable exclusively from special assessments and 
revenue debt issued for and serviced by a governmental enterprise. 


4. Capital Projects Fund — A type of fund created to account for all resources 
used for the acquisition of designated fixed assets by a governmental unit 
except those financed by Special Assessment and Enterprise funds. 


5. Enterprise Fund — A type of fund established to finance and account for the 
acquisition, operation and maintenance of governmental facilities and 
services which are entirely or predominantly self-supporting by user charges. 


6. Intragovernmental Service Fund — A type of fund established to finance and 
account for services and commodities furnished by a designated department 
or agency to other departments or agencies within a single governmental unit. 
Amounts expended by the fund are restored thereto either from operating 
earnings or by transfers from other funds, so that the original fund capital 
is kept intact.

7. Trust and Agency Funds — 


Trust Fund — A fund consisting of resources received and held by the 
governmental unit as trustee to be expended or invested in accordance 
with the conditions of the trust. 


Agency Fund — A fund consisting of resources received and held by the 
governmental unit as an agent for others. 


8. Special Assessment Fund — A fund set up to finance and account for the 
construction of improvements or provision of services which are to be paid 
for, wholly or in part, from Special Assessments levied against benefited 
property. 


1. General Fixed Assets Group of Accounts — A self-balancing group of ac- 
counts set up to account for the general fixed assets of a governmental unit. 


2. General Long-Term Debt Group of Accounts — A self-balancing group of 
accounts set up to account for the general long-term debt of a governmental 
unit. 


Although the adoption of G.A.A.F.R. is still under study in the Commonwealth, 
we recommend that the Town Accountant become familiar with its underlying prin- 
ciples to be better prepared to meet future accounting and reporting responsibilities. 


8. Our examination uncovered other minor weaknesses in the accounting control 
system that we considered to be immaterial and, accordingly, did not affect the 
nature, timing or extent of our substantive testing. 


The foregoing conditions were considered in determining the nature, extent and 
timing of audit tests we applied in our examination of the financial statements, and 
this report does not modify our financial report dated December 26, 1978. 


During our evaluation of Tyngsborough’s internal accounting control system, the 
forementioned weaknesses were discussed with Town officials and we were orally 
informed that they were receptive to our comments. 


We would like a reply at the earliest possible date in regards to your intentions of 
implementing our recommendations. 


We wish to take this opportunity to thank you for your cooperation and should 
you wish to discuss the contents of this report, we will be most willing to meet with 
you at a mutually convenient time.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


In 1979, the School Committee had a busy and productive year. Many hours have 
been spent not only in conducting business at the regularly scheduled two meetings per 
month, but several sub-committees spent time formulating plans to alleviate particular 
problems. 


The drilling of a new artesian well at the Winslow School made it possible to 
eliminate the use of bottled water for drinking. We will continue to test the water 
periodically. 


The installation of a new gas-oil burner at the Lakeview School along with a mild 
winter has resulted in the savings of more than 6000 gallons of #4 fuel oil. 


Your Committee met with the High School Principal, the Lakeview School Prin- 
cipal, the Winslow School Principal, the Director of Pupil-Personnel Services, and the 
Curriculum Coordinator in September and early October and discussed with them 
their goals and objectives for the school year of 79/80. Evaluation of these goals will 
take place during the year and we again will meet with these people in the late Spring 
of ’80 to discuss the progress. In this way, the Committee keeps its finger on the pulse 
of the educational process. 


Through the receipt of federal grants we have been able to expand and update 
equipment in Industrial Arts and Home Economics. Additional grants in the area of 
special education have enabled us to employ an Occupational and Career Counselor as 
well as a Core Team Evaluator. 


The Committee is always mindful of the financial impact of education on the 
resources of the community and has been frugal and conservative in making sure that 
the Town receives their money’s worth for each dollar spent. I feel we have accom- 
plished this and would like to again thank the members of the committee, the ad- 
ministration, professional staff, and all support staff for their dedication and hard 
work in meeting the needs of the students of Tyngsborough.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The escalating inflation rate, the 4% cap on spending, the increased demands on 
education by outside agencies, the unsettled world situation certainly helped in making 
1979 a memorable year. 


In August of 1978, the State Board of Education for the Commonwealth ap- 
proved a policy on basic skills improvement. This policy requires that the public 
school systems develop and implement a basic skills improvement program. The pro- 
gram is to include minimum standards, evaluation of student performance, follow-up 
instructional services for students that need the help with basic skills, and public 
reporting of the results. By August 1, 1980, the skills of reading, writing and mathe- 
matics must be included in each district’s basic skills improvement program. The skills 
of listening and speaking must be included in the program by August 1, 1981. 


Minimum standards are a district’s basic skill goals and expectations. Each dis- 
trict must include the skills which students will be expected to achieve at the early ele- 
mentary grades, K-3, later elementary grades, 4-6, and the secondary level, and the 
performance level a student must achieve to show mastery of the district’s basic skills 
requirements. 


The testing of elementary students will take place at least once during early ele- 
mentary, K thru 3, and at least once during later elementary, grades 4 thru 6. At the 
secondary level, the first evaluation of the basic skills will be given during grades 7, 8, 
or the first half of grade 9. Secondary students will only have to be tested once if they 
successfully meet the locally determined standards. If a student fails to meet the mini- 
mum standards, he or she must be given further instruction in the area or areas of 
weakness. At the secondary level, the student will be re-tested yearly in the skill or 
skills until the student achieves the district’s minimum standards, or until he or she 
leaves school. At present the State has not mandated that a student pass the basic skills 
test at the secondary level for graduation from High School. We are diligently 
working on our mandated program and I encourage you if you have any questions 
regarding this or would like to be involved in the preparation, to contact Mr. Frank 
Davis, our Curriculum Coordinator, who has been designated as the Basic Skills 
Improvement Program Facilitator. 


I am happy to report that the New England Association of Schools and Colleges 
has extended the Jr. Sr. High School accreditation for an additional 5 years through 
1984. 


The positions of Department Head at the Jr. Sr. High School were abolished and 
the position of Curriculum Coordinator, K thru 12, was established; this is another 
step in our long range planning of making sure of a unified, well developed curri- 
culum throughout the school system. 


Once again, I urge you to become involved with the educational program. Con- 
tact the principals, other administrators, as well as myself if you have any questions, 
criticisms, suggestions, as to how we may improve the educational atmosphere and 
programs for your youngsters. 


I would like to thank the School Committee for their guidance; the employees of 
the School Department for their dedication, and the Townspeople for their continued 
support in providing the best education possible for the children of Tyngsborough.
